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INTEODUCnON, 



The present rejxirtr contains a record of educational aflairs as transact- 
ed by tliis Department during tlie statistical year ending the 31st 

The following r6iK)rt is divided into throe paiis ; part 1 contains 
a general sketch of affairs transacte<l by the Depaitinent ; part II gives 
a general summary of education thiougkout the cuuiitrj ; and part UL 
relates to educational statistics. 

Tilt' huuiIht of children of school age as as of schools, teachers, 
kindergartens, conductors, and libraries, and the amounts of educational 
funds and school property an- given in accordance witli iuM'stigation 
made at the end of the statistical year. But the number of many-classed 
elementary schools both public and private, of public elementary schools 
in which tuition fees are levied on children, and of school physicians is 
given in accordance with inyestigation made on the 1st Mardi. 

The number of students, pupils, children, infants, as well as of 
school classes and school physicians is based on investigatioiis made on 
the 1st March. But the number of those children whose names remain 
on sdux)! registers, but wei^ absent for a period extcMiding from the 
Ist April to the 1st March are not talcen into calculation. 

All matters rehiting to those who have completed the prescribed 
course of instruction, applicants for admission, those emoUed, averags 
number of daily attendance, percentage of attendance and non-nattendance, 
tests of teachers for lic6noes> pensums, school expenditure^ fund for ad- 
ditional salaries for teachers in public elementazy schools are gtyen in 
accordance with the statistical year. By applicants iar admission, or 
those admitted, axe meant only those pupils who had applied for admi&- 
sian, or been admitted, to the first year classes. 

The number of inspection tours made by school physicians is given 
in accoidance with investigations made during the period extending 
from the 1st April to the 1st March; and the results of examinations 
of physique of students and pupils are ^ren in accordance wi& those 
conducted in April. 

The meteozolpgical report extends from January to December 1902. 

AU statistical facts relating to schools^ Mndergaitens, or libraries 
attached to other institutions, or to any such oouises of study as are 
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quite distinct Irom others, but rstfiblishod in one and the same institu- 
tion, either conjointly with, or iu addition to, the main courses, are 
included under the lieadings specially belonging to them, except in the 
tables showing the statistical number with refei'ence to each public 
school, or in tlic rarious items of school ezpeodituze or school properly, 
or in any other places where explanatory notes are given. But in cnse<; 
where the number of teachers, ote. is sucli as could not so enumerated 
nnder separate heading, snch nnmber indnded in those that haye a 
greater number oi pupils. 

The nnmber of piofessoocs, assistant professors, instructors, assistant 
instractors, and teachers in schools under the conti-ol of the Depart- 
ment ol Education, who axe appointed suoli, in addition to their duties 
connected with other parts of the Department is left out of the tables. 

The nimiber of teachers in pnblic schools employed in their own 
or any other schools in addition to their own duties is not given in the 

The number of teachers haTing chaige of other school courses in 
addition to their own, in elementary schools provided with ordinary and 
higher elementary school oouiaes, is included under those heads whidi 
have a greater number of hours, and under the beads bebugiug to the 
higher elementary school courses, where the numbers of hours ate 
equal. 

In enumerating the amomit of salaries xeoeiTed by teachers in city, 
town or village elementary schools, that of additional salaries for long 
service is not taken into account. 

The number of schools closed is left oat of the tables, those in 
which pupils are taught on the Ist March or pupils graduated duriug 
the statistical year being excepted. 

All statistical ^icts and financial accounts for the seven islands 
included in the province of Izu within the jurisdiction of the Fu of 
Tdl^6> except the accounts relating to the educational fond, stock fund 
for additional salaries, as well as pensions, are given in accordance with 
investigations made in the year 1901-2. 

In the statistical accounts relating to school expenditure, all local 
expenses paid out of the National Treasury for the Een of Okinawa 
axe included in the items relnting to Fu or hen rates. 

All calculations with regard to either money or Land, are expressed 
in yen or tsvho *only, taking into account all decimal numbers amouut-

ing to five or more, and rejeoting all l>elow five. But in financial 
calculations relating to pensiona^ edncataonal funds and stock funds for 
additional salaries for teachers, or in expreesnig proportions^ two or 
three fractional nmtB are retained.

GENERAL SKETCH OF AFFAIRS TRANSACTED BY 
THE DEl^AKTIVTENT OF EDT^CATION DUIONG 
THE YEAB 1902-3. 



Tlie chief ednca.ti(inal afFaii-s transacted dunng the 35t;li statistical 
year may be Buiuniarizecl as follows: 

As regflrds elemeutaiy educatiou, an amend m out was iiitmlncofi into 
the Imperial Ordinance relalm^^o Elemental"}' Schools, in respect of tlio 
proyision f<^r an addition to or au omission in the technical snhjocts of 
study to 1)6 made according to local conditions, prescrihiiig tliat_oiie t>r 
more than one subjects such as manufil ^vork, agricultni'e, or commerce 
should be added for bovs and sewing for girls in higher eleniBiiiftKj'" 
schools with a co\rrse of three years and upwards ; the new provision 
to bo carried out from the beginning of the ensuing school year. A 
cliange was also made in the paragi'aph on half-time schools in the 
Begulations for carrying out the Imperial Ordinance relating to Elemeut- 
aiy Schools, a greater latidude being thereby allowed for the organiza- 
tion of the same. The Imperial Ordinance relating to the Educational 
Fund was also revised, providing for the special distribution of fimds, 
in order to meet the ezpenaes to be incurred in repairing buildings and 
patting the grounds in cider in oases of calamity. 

With i-egard to seoondary ednoation, the procedure to be followed 
to obtain official permission to erect school buildings and dormitories as 
veil as to make subseqnsnt charges in the same -vns much amplified. 
Only whereas formerly the approTal of the Minister of Stato for Education 
had to be applied for now that of the locsl govexnor only is required. 

As regards normal sdK)ol education, the same xeTision "was made 
into the r^;ulatioDS ss in the case of middle schools. In hi gher norma l 
Bchoole, the dimion of the courses of study previously adopted was not 
suitable for the purpose, nor were the subjects of study for each course 
as yet thoioghly distributed. Now according to past experience and 
after (»i^fully considermg future tendencies the main course was dlTided 
into the following five courses, viz : Japanese language and Chinese 
literature; English language; gcogi-aphy and history; Mathematics, 
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physios and clieraistry ; and natoal science ; all ^y\ih their appropriate 
sabjects of stodj, besides ethicg, psycboU^ and the science of edooa- 
tion as oompulsoiy, and Qenaan and music as optional subjeote oommon 
to all oouxses. 

Female ednoation shoiro a steady progress from year to year, and 
the equipments for the same have gradnally been biooght to peifecticfn. 
But as regards instznction, the method now adopted being not qnite 
satisfoctory, detailed diractiGns were Issned by the Department to the 
local anthorities concerning the chief points of insbrnctioD to be kept in 
Tiew by higher schools for females. 

With regard to special education, no general regulations had yet 
been issued before the year under review. But this could not be left 
undone, considering the great extension lately taken by this branch of 
education. The result was the issue of the Imperial Ordinance relating 
to Special Schools. The institutions regulated by the said Imperial 
Ordinance xnohide the five government spedal sehooils ci medicine, the 
Tokyo Foreign Language School, the Tokyo Fine Art School, and the 
Tokyo Academy of Music. In accoixiance with the above Oi-dinance, 
general regulations relating to public and pri\ ato special schools were 
issued, presciibiug tlie standard to be I'oUuwed in res^ject of lIil' sc]](X>1 
equipment, the qiuilifications of instructors and of candidates for adinis- 
sioii, etc. Regulations for testing the qualifications of candidates for 
admission to special schools were then established. 

As regards teclmical education, the Im]X'7-ial Ordinance relating to 
Technical Scliools "vvas revised, a new class oi .^oiiouls being established 
imder tlie name of technical special schools. By this revision, the Sapporo 
Agiicultiiral School, the "Morioku Higher bc]i(K»l of Agriculture and For- 
estry, tlib Tokyo Hi.u;her Commercial School, the Kobo Higher Commoreial 
S(;h(K)l, the Tokyo lli^^her Tecliuical School, the Osaka Higher Tech- 
nical Scliool and the Kyoto Higher Teclmical School were brought under 
the provisions of the Imperhal Ordinance relating to Special Schools. 
The regulations relating to the training institutes for teachers in techni- 
cal schools were also revised for the extension of aid for pupils, the 
purpose being to furnish an ample supply of teachers for technical 
instruction. 

As regards imiversity education, it wjrs detenninod that an additional 
college of medicine should be establislKMl at Fukuoka in connection with 
the Imperial University of Kyoto. The same w^as to be opened from 
the Ist of April 1903, under the name of the Fukuoka, Oollege of 
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Hedioine of the Imperial tJnrroisity of Kjota 

BesideB tlie above xegnlatioiis, an. Imperial Oxdioance relafclng to 
ihe Salaries of PnUic Sdiool Qffidala was isBoed, the object being to 
coTxect the great diyezsity vhich had hitherto prevailed between the 
diflerant regiilatioiis on the subject made by tiie xespectfve local authorities, 
and also the various abuses that had otept into the affiiiis connected 
with offidal changes or promotions. At the same time the distribution 
ol official ranks of those engaged in public schools was changed, tlie 
treatment aoooided to them being thus much improved. 

Some changes was further introduced into the Official Rpg:nhitiun3 
of tlie Departiiieut of Educatiun, dne to tlio businows connected with tlie 
examinations for medical practitioners and pharmaceutists having been 
transferred to tho cure of this Dcpai-tment from that of the Interior. 
Consequent on this, some piwisions of the regulations relating to the 
said examinations were reyised accordingly. 

In order to guard np:ainst such di8turl)anc«s as luivo often tlireateued ^ 
to break out among jmpils in secondar}' schook, a circular wnn issued 
to the local authorities in n^gard to tlio proceedhigs to be taken against 
both officials and pupils concerned, tlu^ obj^H't being to advise the said 
authorities to be rigid in the enforcement of school discipline. 

In a word, the measures previously imdertaken by the Department 
have been followed up in the present year with a view to obtaining 
greater efficiency and carefully furthering the prepress of the nation. 
The following is a brief account of educational affiiiis distributed under 
their respective headings*

GENERAL BUSINESS. 

Edvcatioapl /n^^ion and Offteial Tours : — Beddes a tour nuide 
by the Minister of State for ISduoatioii inspeoting tbe educational condi- 
tion in the Fn of Kyoto, several toiuB were made by other officials 

of the Dopartinent, namely, onco by the chief of the Bureau of General 
►Siipeiiiiteudeuce, tlnice by the chief of the Bureau of Special School 
Allaii-s, once by the chief of Bureau of Geueral School Aft'au's, oiicb 
bv the cliiof of the IJurt au oi' Technical Education, four times bv couu- 
ciliurH, niiL'(> l)y :i SHcietaiy, thiileeu times by ius[)eotoi*s, aud onco by 
a sch<>jl bou]<s ox.imhicr. Special toms wore also made by oitier of the 
Depai-fment, twice by professors in the CV»llege ot Literature, tlirice by 
profea-sors and once by an assi stent ]^r» (lessor in the Collogt' of Aj^- 
n'cnltnre in the Inji>erial Univei-sity of Tokyn, fom times bv ] )i ( tfeisst)!^ 
in the Tokyo Hi^^her Normal School and once by a proiessor in the 
Tokyo Higher Conmiercial School. 

]}Jeeth(jf^ f)f ihi Svperior Council of Eilvrnimv — Diu'iiip; the jn-estmt 
year, the Superior Council of Education held one meeting wliich lasted 
for nine days. Tlie questions submitted to its discussions included those 
connected with elementary schools; middle schools; higher schools; the 
number of liouis for instruction in the preparatoxj depai-tments for the 
uniTersities; speoial schools; some revision to be made into the Imperial 
Ordinance relating to Teclmical Education; the organisation of technical 
special schools; the Kobe Higher Commercifd School; the morioka 
Higner School of Agiicultnrn and Forestry; the examinations of school 
books and charts; the Tokyo Higher Technical School; and the subjects 
of study and the number of weekly hours of instruction in higher normal 
schools; besides three other subjects decided and submitted by the coun- 
cil to the Minister of State for Education for consideration. 

Jfee^gr ff Scbod Directors: — During the present year» one meeting 
was held by the director ol higher schools^ the session lasting lor fifteen 
days. Another meeting OGnsisting of the doectors of special sdboolB of 
medicine was also conyened with a session of sue days. The questicms 
submitted for discussion of each meeting were as follows : 

The questions submitted for discussbn of the meeting of the direct- 
ors of hi^iier sdiools included: the number of groups and of pupils in 
eadi group recruited as the lst-year*s pupils for the preporatoiry courses 
in the higher schools; entrance exammations lor the pi^paratory 
courses; the selection of oompetitiTe examination papers for candidates 
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for admiBSiCTn to the pEepaiatcnj oanneB ; the distribxitiaii of gradnateB of 
the piepaj»toi7 oomses to the Imperial UiiiTersIties of Tukjo and 
Kyoto ; some hints to the superviaars of the competittTO examinations of 
candidates for admisidon to tiie pieparatoi-y courses; permission for 
lemoval to other schools to bo granted to pupils in the piv^mratory 
oonrses ; non-admissbn of fresh pupils to the 2nd jear class and upwards 
of the prepai-atoiy courses ; and encouragement to be giren for those 
sobjeets in the preparatory courses for which so little taste is shown 
on the part of the candidates for admission. 

The questions submitted to the consideration of the meeting consis- 
ting of directors of special schools of medicine iududcnl : the construc- 
tion of the laboratory for the iiivestigatiou of " i'cst Bacteria "; the 
strict preservation of the sjiine ; tlic sjxH'iiil lectures on medicine ; the 
organizatiou of training course of medicine ; the instmction in subsidiarj' 
branches of study in special scliools of medicine ; and foreign languages 
as subjects of entrance exauiiuation. 

Summer Institutes : — The suiuiner institutes annually organized by 
the Depaiiment of Education Iihac become more iiajKH'taiit ns the 
secondary educaiion advances. During the recent year, attempts liaM' 
been mnde by thc^ Department of Education for the extension of these 
institutes, with additional establishments and a more enlai^ed coui'se of 
traim'ng. Tn the present ^"f'?ir, a smmiier institute was also opened for 
the l>enefit of instiiictoi'S in technical schools. 

Summer institutes for instructors in normal schools, middle sch(X)l8 
and higher schools for females were opened in Tokyo, Kyoto, Sendai, 
Kamizawa, Kumamoto and Okajama* The course of lectm-es given in 
Tokyo included morals, geogi'aphy, mathematics, the method of teaching 
elementary science, En^ish, gymnastics and games ; wliile minerals and 
commtm gymnastics were given in Kyoto, physios and chemistry in 
Sendai, liistory and chemistry in Kanazawa, histmy and Japanese lan^ 
guage in Kumamoto, and physics and chemistry in Okayama. Tlie 
sessions were made to extend from the 25th July to the 14th August for 
all courses. The lectures were almost completed by the date prsTiously 
fixed, except in the case in Okayama^ where the institute was closed 
by the 7th August, owing to the previdenee of' (Jiolera. The number 
of lecturers was 16, of whom one was foreigner. The number of members 
who attended the institntes for the year was 62 in morals, 123 in 
geography, 23 In mathematics, 73 in the method of teaching elementary 
science, 111 in TiugliRb, 41 in gymnaaiios and games, 31 in mineralogy. 
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52 in oommon gymDiiBllcfl» 48 in pbysics, 33 in chemistry, 41 in faistoij, 
and 3H in Japanese laDgua^, the total being 693. Of these, 615 completed 
the presoribod coarse and received certificates, viz., 62 in morals, 121 
in geography, 22 in mathematics, 73 in the method of teaching 
elementary science^ 106 in English, 39 in gymnastics and games, 31 in 
mineral(^y, 25 in common gymnastics, 23 in physics, 12 in chemistry, 41 
in history, and 33 in Japanese Language. 

SnmmBT institutes for instmctors in teclmical schmls were opened 
in Tokyo, Miyagi and Kumamoto. A course of industr}' was oigani/.ed 
iu Tokyo, while in ^Miyagi and Kumamoto, agrieulture was gi\cii. In the 
course of industry, easy and practical topics were given, the object be- 
ing to give instruction in such topics as atlmit of wide application to 
many branches of industry. Practical matheinatics and machine diuwing 
were also specially given in this connection. The agi'icultural course in- 
<*lndod tlio principal topics lor agricultural instruction, agricultural pnxluc- 
tions and arrrieultural chemiRtrv, (he object being to dill'use (Jie ag- 
ricultural kuu^v1c(lg^' and to give such topics as re(pn'ro 8])i'cial atttiution 
in the case of practical instruction. Tlio session continued from the 
55th July to the 14th August in Tokyo, while in Miyagi and Kuma- 
moto, it lasted from the 28th July to the 21st August. All tlie b ctures 
Avrro <;lo.sed by the. datn previ(msly fixed. Tlie number of Icctnrors 
was 9, while the members ef the institutes were 260 in nutal>er. Of 
these, 28 attended the industrial ccmi'se and 238 the agricultural course. 
Tlie inimber of those who completed the prescribed coimje and received 
certificates was 26 in the industrial course and 195 in the agricultural 
course. 

Degrees: — During the present year, tliere were 35 peisons upon 
whom the degree of Hakiishi was conferred. Of these, 8 recceivtd the 
degi-ee of liogaku Haknshi, 0 of l(jnl->i ITaJ:ushi, 4 of Kdgak'( II'i'.->/.shi, 
6 of Bungahi Hnkushi, 5 of Rigaku Haknshi, one of Nogaku Jloknshi 
and 2 of Jhigahu MahuehL If a distinction be made with regard to the 
quaiiiicatious for the receipt of the same, it will be seen thai of those 
aboye mentioned, 19 leceiTed the degrees on the stiength of essays 
written by themselyes, 6 on the xecommendation of tiie Pxesidents of the 
Imperial UniTSisities, 6 after haying been admitted to the tTniyeisity 
Halls and passed the- prescribed examinations, and 4 after haying been 
deemed by the assembly of HahttM to possess sufficient attainments 
for snch degrees. 

At the end of the present year, tliere were 55 Eogo^u (Iiaw) Hakvk' 
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ehi, 77 hfaht (Medicine) HaJcushi, 5 Ynhnrfaku (Pliarmncv) Hakushi, 94 
Koguk" vEugineeriu^) Hahi-shf, 42 Bnixjnhi (Literature) Hakushi^ 49 
Jiiyaku (Scieuce) Hakmldy 1^ Nbgaka i,A^i icultuio ; Ifjkxshi, G liingaku 
(forestry) Hakushi, aud 9 Ju-igaku (Veterinary ►Scieuce) Hah'sld ; the 
total being 3(>0. Of. these, one holds two degi-ees — m science aud phar- 
macy. 

Sfi/derits in Foreign Ooxnirics : — During tin- ])re.s«'ut year, 48 stn- 
deiits were sent abixjad, namely to Germany, England, the United states 
of America, France, Belgium Switzerland, Italy, Austria and Holland. 
The number of government students in foreign coimtries at the end of 
the present year was 123, including 2 females. Compared with the 
previous year, this shows an increase oi 6 in the number of tliose sent 
abroad and of 7 in the number at tlie end of the 3'ear imdei reyiew> 

During the present ye.'ir, 41 students returned to Japan ; one after 
having studied ])athological anatomy, one the method of instruction and 
investigation in Chinese liteiatuie, ooe tibe metliod of study in history 
of liteiatuxe, ooe m^tliematicB, one scieue« of bacteria, one diseases 
of childien, one skin diseases and syphilis, one Hindu philosophy, 
one chemistry, one &e method of elementaiy school teaching, one 
German languaga, one pianoforte and niusieal oomposition, and one 
dyeing in Germany; one alter having studied agriculture, one ciTil 
Jaw, and one commeioe in France and Germany; one after having 
studied loomporative histoxy of legislation, one sdenee of education, 
and one gymnastics in England, France and Germany; one metalluigy 
of iron, one dentistry, and one agricultural chemistry in the United 
States of America and Germany; one architecture in England, France, 
Germany, Austria and Italy ; one obstetrics aud genecology, one medical 
jurisprudence, one agriculture and one violin and scdo-singmg in Ger- 
many and Austria ; one criminal law and the law of criminal procedure 
in Fnince, Germany and Italy ; one civil engineering in England, the 
United States of America, Flranoe, Germany, Austrii^ Italy and Switzer- 
land ; one ethics and one wool dyeing, woollen doth printing and finishing 
in England and Gennany ; one adence of education in France, Germany 
and Austria ; one scienoe of education and the method of female ed- 
ucation in England, the United States <»f ^Vmerica, France, and Germany; 
one science of education in the Unitcnl States of America ; one Com- 
merce in Germany and Bol^um ; ouu ;Eiii;liis]i language in England, one 
the application of electricity as motive |"H)\ver and the construction of 
electricjd ma^ihines in England, the United States of America, Germany 
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and SwitzBrland ; one fine metalUo work and the worltsliop management 
in England, the United States of America and Gonnany ; one glass and 
poroelam manufacture in England, Gk»xmany, Austria and Belgium ; one 
langnages, geography and history of Oceania in England, Italy, Holland 
and Spain, and one drawing in Eianoe; showing a decrease ol one as 
compared with preyious year. 

Tefsting cf the QuaHftcaiwM cf huiructors and Teaahers for 
cenoes : — The actual number of persons to whom licences as instractois 
were granted during the present year was 991. Of the actual number 
above mentioned, those who had graduated from gorernment schools 
designed for the tiainiug of teachers wrae 281 in number, while 242 
passed the prescribed tests without examination and 468 by examination. 
If the proportion of those licensed to teadi be calculated in respect of 
the actual number before mentioned, it will be seen that the number 
of gradimtes of government schtwls designed for the training of teachers 
is 28.36 per cent, of the sa,id actiuil mmiber, tiiose licojised witii- 

oiit examination and of those licensed 1)}* exaiaiiiatii >u arc 21.42 and 
47.22 j>er cent. iesp<H'tivoly. If a distinction be inmle in regard to 
their sexes, 799 were males and 192 females showing for the latter 24. 
03 j)er cent, of the former. If calcnlatp<l %vitli reference to the kinds of 
licences, 527 were licensed for normal sehuols, middle 8cli(>)ls and higher 
scliouls f(*r ft'inales, 85 for normal srluxils and middle schools, G4 for 
normal scLonls and higher scIuxjIs for It 'males, 4 for midde scIick-iIs and 
lu'glior schools for females, 42 ff>r normal schools, 66 for middle scluxjls, 
1-11 for the female sections of norni.d scliwls and higher schools for 
femah^s, 40 for the female sections of normal schools, and 22 for higher 
schools for females. If calt nlatod with reference to the number ef snb- 
jects licensed to teach, the figures will be 1,576, so that a comparison 
with the previous a ear shows an increase of 140 in the actual uumber 
and of 227 in the nominal. 

The number of ordinary n^ulnr teachers in elementary scIkx^Is to 
whom general licences were granted on the representation o£ local 
governoi-s was 2'.)'.] males and 5 females, the total being 238. 

Kmiithiaiion and FiMwaiioa School Books and Charts: — 
During the present year, the nnmber of books for wliich applications 
were made to the Department of Education for examination was 594 sets 
or 1,689 volumes. Those for which examination had to be continued down 
to the piesent year wexe 220 sets or 593 volumes. Of these, 356 sets 
or 1,013 volumes were examined and approved during the year. The 
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books for which applications were yoid or otherwise i^ejected were 88 
sets or 194 yohimes, while those left over for examination in the fbllow- 
ing year wore 372 sets or 1,076 Tdxtmes. More minutelj, the number 
of books for which apUoations were made for examination was 166 
sets OS 837 Tolnmes for elementazy sohoda^ 806 sets or 5^ volumes 
for middle schoolsy 75 sets or 194 volumes for higher schools for females 
and 47 sets or 64 volumes for normal schools. Thoe6 for which exam- 
matioa had to be continued down to the present year were 87 sets or 

359 volumes for elementary schools, 81 sets or 15^ volumes for middle 
schools^ 16 sets or 34 volumes for higher schools for females, and 36 
sets or 44 volumes for normal schools. Among those examined and 
approved during the year are included 98 sets or 583 volumes for 
elementary schools, 186 sets or 336 volumes for middle schools, 60 sets 
or 115 volumes for higher schools for females^ and 22 sets or 29 volumes 
for normal schools. Books not so approved or for which applications 
weie void or atijerwise rejected ymace 22 sets or 109 volumes for element- 
ary schools, 42 sets or 64 volumes for middle schools, U sets or 17 
volumes for higher schools for females and 13 sets or 14 vohimes for 
normal schools; while those left over for examination in the foUowiug 
year were 133 sets or 654 volumes for elementary schools, 159 sets or 

360 volumes for middle schools, 30 sets or 96 volumes for higher schools 
for females, and 48 sets or 65 volumes for normal schools. Ainoiig 
the school books pul dished by tlie Department of Education dnriug the 
year may be meutioned the " Moral LeBsons " for the use of higher 
schools for females, of Avhich 49,600 copies were published. Of tlie 
" Orrlinary Elementaiy School Readers" to be used in the Hokkaitlo, 
204,000 copies were issued, besides 82,800 copies of the " Oixiinary 
Elementary Rehcx)! lienders " for the use of the Ken oi Okiuawa.

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University of Kyoto and the water supply work for the same; tlie 
constraotiou of the new building? of iectnre>iooms for the CoU^ge of 
Law and of a lecture-room for medical chemiatiy and of buildinga 
intended for keeping animals for experimental purposes for the said Univei^ 
sity; the 'leoonstruotion of the Tokyo Higher Nomial School, the 
construction of new buildings for the HiroshimA Higher Xormal School, 
the reoonstmction of the Sappoio Agricnltuial School, and of the main 
buildings of the Tokyo Higher Technical School and the election of 
additional bnildingB lor workshops; the oonstnictlon of new buildings

above motioned, the lecture-rooms for medical chemistry and materia 
medioa, and new buildii^ intended for keeping animals, new lecture- 
rooms for agriculture in the College of Agriculture, new buildings and 
tlio water supply work for the Imperial University of Kyoto, new 
leeture-i*ooms for the Collegti t>i Law in the said University, new buildings 
tux the Tokyo Higlior Technical School, tc^^tlier with additional 
buUdiiij^s I'ur workshops, Jidditionul buikliiigs ior lectiu-e-r<x)ms ft)r the 
Tokyo Higher Commercial School, now l)niklnigs for tlio 7 tli Higlier 
Se-hoi)! (Zoshikwauj and the cbiss-ro(jius iu the 3rd Higher School were 
completed during the year. Tlie work of new buildings for the Kyt>to 
Higher Technical Sc^liool and th(^ Morioka Higher School for Ag- 
riculture and Foi-estrv wei-e also nearly coiii]>leted, except a portion of the 
work which was noccssarily carried over to the following ye^ir, owing to 
s ane interruption having occniTod in the oourse of work. The work of 
reoonstructitni t)f the Ijnilclings for the Tokyo Higher Normal School 
was not completed during the year on account of a portion oi the 
original estimate having been changed iu the com-se of work. All of 
other works of construction have made considerable progress, accoixling 
iii the plans adopted. The construction work commenced during the 
present year included the additional buildings for lecture-rooms of civil 
eiigineering and new la1x>ratories for electrical eugiueoring and electri- 
cal technology in the College of Engineering, new buildings for lecture* 
rooinf; of forestry in the College of Agriculture ol the Imperial University 
of Tokyo; new buildings for lecture-rooms of pathological anatomy 
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And luMitional buildings for pntients' roouis and ixxinis for surgical 
o|>or;itioii in tlm C'ltllege of Medicine iu the Imperial University of Kyoto; 
bt;si(l('.s new buildings for tlio Tollego of Medicine of Fnknoka, the 
Nagasaki Higher (V)inmercial ScIuxjI and the Nagoya Higher Teclnucal 
Scliool. However, the work of constnictiou for the lasfc meutioued schcxjl 
has not yet been commenced owing to some objections raised iu regard 
to the purchase of the school site. Among the works of constrtic- 
tioii commenced and completed within the present year may be meutioued % 
the new or additional buildings ft)r cliemical lahonitory aud others 
iu the College of Engiiu fsriug; an iulditional laboratory for horseshoeing 
and new buildings intended for forest specimens aud insti nnients in the 
CSoilege of Agi-iculture; the new buildings for keeping the base npyiaratus 
And pendulum for the Geodetic Committee ; the new buildiugs for electric 
generator for setting up electric lamps in the Impenikl University 
of K7ot<^ the additional lecture-rooms of physiology in the College of 
Medicine and of mining and metaUuigy in the OJlege of Science and 
Engineeing, besides a fire proof stare-house in the same UmTersity ; the 
construction of roads and bridges in the eighth experimental farms be- 
longing to the Sapporo Agricnltural School, of additional dormitories 
of the let Hi^er School; of new dormitories of the 4th Higher 
School, of a class room of chemistry in the Yamagochi Higher School^ 
of class rooms and other rooms in the Tokyo Foreign Language School; 
of a new laboratory for bacteria and a new stall for animals in the 
Special School of Bledidne of Chiba; the reoonstruotion of class rooms 
for surgical operation and for patients giatis, ete. The above work was 
almost completed during the year. But in regard to the new buildings

EXFEMDirnSE. 

The aefnial amottnt of legnlar dxpenditme for the Department of 
T!duoatiott for the present year -was yen 4,842,797, and of speoifll 
«zpeziditiiia yen 2,253,475, the total beiiij^ yen 7,096,272. Compared 
i«ith the pieviouB year, this shows an increase of yen 102,547 in the 
former and yen 765,476 in the latter, the total amount of increase being 
yen 868,02 3. A remarkable increase in the amount of regular ex- 
penditui-e is found in tlie items reLitiug to the expenses for scliook and 
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HbraxiiB and those, lor the enooura^nidnt of tedinioal edncatkm, the 
arnomiN beiug ijen 195,589 and 48,219 respectiyely. A oonaiderable 
decrease is found in the item relating to the expenses for local school 
iusi^tion, owing to the said item of expenses having beeu transferred 

to the coutrol of the Depni-tment of the Interior from the preseut huau- 
cial year. As regards Urn speciul exj)en(litui'e, considerable expansion 
is shown by the items relating to building and repairs, the first expejiscs 
for schu)lH and hbrarieH and other special expenses incurred for schools, 
the amounts being yen 417,405, 207,123 and 110,890, respectively. 

As regaixls the expenditure under the special system of finance 
for the institutious under the control of the Department of Edueation, it 
will be seen that tlie amount of regular incomes for sciioois and libraries 
was yen 3,170,437 and of sjxicial incomes yen 255,263, the total being 
yeu 3,425,700 ; while the amount of rtignlar expenditure was yen 3,036> 
325 and of special expenditure yen 218,604, the total being yen 3,254, 
900. This shows an increase of yeti 312,548 in the regular and of yen 
118,152 in the special incomes, the total being yen 430,700, while the 
amount of regular expendituie shows an increase of yen 294,924 and 
that of special expenditure also an increase of yen 10,470, the total 
being yen 395,3ni, ,is compared with the pievious year. The remark^ 
able mcrease in the amount of regular incomes is fomid in the items 
of government appropriation for the Imperial University of Kyoto, the 
Tokyo Higher Normal School, the Tokyo Higher Commercial School 
and the 6th Higher School, the Hiroshima Higher Normal School 
and the Kyoto Higher Technical School and aiao in the item of tuition 
feesy etc The. great expansion in the amoant of espenditme is fonnd in 
Idle items of salaries as 'well as other alkmanoea and office expenses, And 
also .of expenditure inonrred for tiie Hboshima Higgler Normal ISohool 
«ind the Kyoto Higher Teehnical School.

GENERAL SUIDIA&T. 

The following IB a brief statement of educational xneasuies caniod 
out in various localities during the present year. 

As regards elementary school education, various moiunues have heea. 
adopted for the enoonzageinent of the sohooL attendance of children, 
as in the case ci the pcevious year, the result being a remarkable 
increase in the number of children receiving instraction which has 
reached 91 per cent. o£ the school popnlatiou. 

With regard to secondary education, it should be lemarked that 
the spirit of the times that had once impelled the foondatioii or enleige- 
ment of middle schools or higher schools for females has somewhat 
subsided and attention has now began to be chiefly directed to internal 
impKoyemeut. In order to secure a nnifonn standard ol instraction for 
hig^ber schools for females^ new regulations presonbing some essential 
points of instruotion were issued duztng the year. 

As regards nozmal school education, fire Hpecial institntes for train- 
ing teachers have been oiganizad in connection with schools belonging 
fo tills Department, aocordmg to regulations prescribed for these in- 
stitutes in the previous year, namely at Tokyo, Kyoto and SendaL A 
lugher. normal school was also opened at Hiroshima, in order to supply 
the deficiency in the number of secondary school teachers, while three 
new normal schools for females were established in other localities. 

Technical educatioD, has made a most remarkable development 
during the year, as shown by the foundation and enkigement of indus- 
trial, apprentice!^, agnkmltuxal, commercial, or nautical schools. Especial- 
ly supplementary schoob for technic^ instruction liave increased in 
number almost to thres times as many as in the previous 3-ear and their 
organization and equipment have been coniinendably improved. Tuis 
cannot be considered but as the results of the ntreiiuous encouragement 
given to tliis brauch of education. 

A.s rej^ards other institutiuns further inipruvouicuts Imve hoen made 
into the methud of instruction as well ns into school uianagoinent. 
Great care lias fdso been taken in a(.ioi)tLng sc1i(m»1 hooks and charts, 
and in securing thoroughness in carrying out sch(X)l hygiene. All these

measciTes wliich liad been previooBi^ initiated haye been followed up 
in aooardanoe with the i^ws and legolationa already iasned. 

The year nnder xeview also witnessed marked progress^ as in the 
previous year. A oompanaon made in zeapecfc of the due! statistical 
fignzes, shows that the pftroentaga of ehildrea meiving the preserihed 
eoDise of insfcnietioai was 96.80 (boys) and 87.00 (gjils) of those who had 
already entered tiie first period of school attendance, while the percent- 
age of boys and f^a^ taken together was 91.57. Compared with the 
preTions year, tins shows an increase of 2.02 in the case cl boys and 
of 5.92 in the case of girls, while the percental of both taken together 
shows an increase oi 3*52. The total number ol schools in the Empire 
was 80,157, of instroctois and teachers 126,708, of stndenis, papik and 
children 5,469,419 and of graduates 995,754. This shows an increase of 
822 schools, 8,599 instructors and teachers, 204,413 stndeuts, x^^pi^ 
and children, and 94,133 graduates, as compared with the preTioos 
year. A oompsiriscm with reference to each class of sdiocils, shows that 
the number of children increased by 154,883 and those who completed 
the prescribed course of instniction by 85,059 in elementary schools, 
wliile in normal schools (iucludiug training conrses for elementary 
school teachei-s) tiie number of impils iiu-rousod by 1,212, and of p;rad- 
nates by 158. As repjards the HigLor Normal Sclux)ls and the Higher 
Noriiial School for FeiiLiles, the number of pupils increased by 231 and 
of gi-aduates by 71. To the above figures may be added 169 pupils now 
under training in the special institutes for training teachers established 
duiiug the present year. The nninber of pupils in middle scliouls 
increased by 0,036 and of graduates by 1,683, while higher sehook for 
females show an increase of 3,983 pupils and 1,125 graduates. In higlicr 
schools, the number of pupils increased by 420, and of graduates by 119. 
The Imperial Universities sliow an increase of 431 students and pupils 
and of 97 grjidnates, while in special schools the increase in the number 
of pupils was 2,823 and of graduates 320, and in teclinical schools and 
institutes for training technical teachers 23,371 and 2,313 respectively. 
In regard to schools for the bhnd and dumb, and miscellaneous schools, 
the number of pupils and graduates shows an increase of 10,251 and 
3,474 respectively. The detailed statements relating to all sdiools and 
instituti US will be found under their respective headings. 

The following table sIlo^\s the number of schools and instructors^ 
teachers, students, pupils and children as well as gradnates, together 
with the annnal oomparatiTe. statistics lelatiiig to the same.

Elementary sijIicx^Ir are divided into ordinaiT elemeutary Sch(X)ls, 
higher elemeutary schoolH,, and tliose in which an ordinary oh^moutary 
sehml coui-se and a higher elementary school coui-se are conjointly 
f'stiihlislifxl are called ordinary and higher elementary schoolg. The 
ordinary elementary school course extends oyer four yeai-s and the higher 
elementai-y selicx^l com-se over two, tlii-ee, or four years. The subjects 
of study in ordinary elementary schools include morals, the Japanese 
Langoa^, arithmetic, and gymnastics. Accoidiiig to local oironmsteuioeB 
one or more of such subjects as diawing, singing and manual work may 
be added. For femalefi, se\ving may be added. The subjects of stisdy 
in higher elementioy schools iudnde morals, the Japanese language 
arithmetic, Japanese Idstoxy, geography, science, drawing, singing and 
gymnastics. For femalaSy sewizig shall be added. In a higher elementary 
school with a two years^ course, either science or singing, or both may 
be omitted or manual work be added. In a higher elementary school 
with a conrse of more than three years, mngfng joay be omitted and 
one or more of sack subjects as agriotdtnie, oammeroe or manual work 
may be added and in a h^ier elamentaij school with a ootose ol fonr 
years, the English language may be added. Certain subjects in elementary 
schodls may be omitted in Cbe case of children who are physically 
unable to study them. A supplementary course may also be established 
in elementary schools, the object bdng to give further training in 
ordinary or higher elementary subjects to suoih children as have com- 
pleted the prescribed course of instruction either in ordinary or hig^r 
elementary schools or to those who possess attainments equal to or 
higher than those of the children above mentioned. The supplementary 
course shall extend over not more than two yeais» and such subjects as 
are most suited to local occupation shall be added to it. 

The number of elemeniaiy schools was 23,690 of main departmenta 
and 3,46i of branch departments, the total number bemg 27,154. The 
number of teachers was 109,118, of children 5,135,487, of those who had 
completed the jnescribed course of instruction 935,429, and of those 
admitted during the year 1,483,202 ; while the percentage of daily 
attendance was 86.88. Compared with the previous year, tlie number 
of schools increased by 144, of teachers by G,418, of diildren by 
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154,888, of those who had completed the prescaibed course of instmctioa 
by 85,069, of children admitted during the yeai by 19,312 and the 
percentage of daily attendance by 1.38. There were 2,136 oidijiazy and 
1^ liigher elementary schools provided with sap^mentuy oonrses, 
the total beisg 2,360, showing an increase of 21, as oompaied mth the 
pieTious year. There were also 46 private elementary schools used in 
sabBtitutiaii the pablic establishmeiite in tiie Fu of Tokyo, 10 in the 
Ken of Sanagawa^ 3 in the Ken of Ntigata, 2 eaoih in the Ken of Shi- 
mane and Nagasaki, and one eadi in the Ken of Miyagi, Fi]kii8hima» 
Iwate, Ebime and Koofai, the total being 66, showing a deorease of 5, 
as compaied ivith the pievions year. The number of eldmentaiy schools 
in which children are divided into two sections according to Art. 34 of 
S^ulations for canying out the Imperial Ordinance relating to Element-* 
aiy SohodB, or organized as half time schools was 46 in the Ken of 
Hyogo, 30 in the Ken of Aomori, 13 each in the Ken of Kanagawa 
and Ehime, 9 in the Ken of Nagasaki, 7 in the Ken of Hiroshima, 5 
each in the Hakkaido, and the Ken of Oita, 4 each in the Ken of 
Chiba and Faknoka, 3 m the Ken of Fnkni, 2 in the Ken at Miyassaki 
and one in the Ken of Shizuoka, total bemg 141, showing an increase 
of 11, as compared with the pievioas year.

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Sinoe ih^ iflsofi thfi jenmd Imperial OidinanM lelating to £1^ 
emantary Seliools and legulations for carrjiiig oat lihe same, the numbor 
of cliildren reoeiving instruction has rapidly increased from year to year, 
and the educational fund has also begun to be loaned out among or- 
dinary elementary schools, iu order to meet the expenses necessary for 
their equipraeut. As the results of such eucourngomeut, there nmy be 
cited many instances wliore sch(X)l sites hjive l)een enlarged and school 
honses r<!-orected or school lxx)ks, apparatus or furnitiure purchased, so 
that schools seem to have been entirely remodelled. Still there are not 
a few instances where the tinaiicial capability of towns or villa^s is in- 
adequate to bear the expenses for the complete equipment of schools. 
The yearly increasing nuinl)cr of chikbvii seeking iitimission is more 
than double that of children who leave hcIukjI either after or before the 
completi(»n of the prescril>ed course of instruction, so as to call for 
ampler ncconuufxlation and futher supply of apparatus and fnrjiiture. 
Years will elapse, liefor complete school equipments can g( ii orally be 
insured. « The distribution of schools as well as their orgauizjition seem 
to hn vo been well directed, while many details have still to be adjusted 
in the futui-e. 

If a distinction be made in regard to the number of classes instituted 
in elementary schools (branch departments being omitted), it will be 
seen tiiat the greatest number of six^g^-classed schocds is furnished by 
ordinary elementary schools, 5,673 in a^, followed by those with two, 
dasses, the number being 4,688. Next come those haTlng 3 dasses^ 
numbering 2,29C, followed by those haying more then 26 classes, the 
number being least d all, namely, 8; the greatest number of classes 
in any one ordinaiy elementary sebool being 4& If a distinction be mode 
in regard to the number of children taught in ordinary elementary 
schools, it will be seen that the greatest number is famished by those 
having 2 classes, 519,162 in all, followed by those haying 4 dasses, the 
number being 466,652. Next come those haying 3 dasses, the number 
being 366,858, followed by those haying more then 26 dasses, the 
number being least of all, namely, 4,532. Begarding higher elementaiy 
schools,' those haying 4 dassM were greatest in number, being 224 in 
all, followed by iiiose having 3 olaoooo and those haying 2 classes, 
numbering 222 and 197 respectiyely. Next oome those having more 
tham 26 dasses, the number being least of aU, namely 3 ; the greatest 
number of classes in any one sdiod bdng 29. The greatest number of 
diildxen taught in higher elementary schools Is furnished by those 
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having 6 classes, 3,936 in all, followed by those having 4 classes, the 
number being 37,886. Next come those having 5 classes, the mimber 
being 3,629, followed by those having more than 26 classes, the number 
beii^ least of all, namely, 4,428. 

Of elementary schools pnmded mth higher and ordinary courses 
those lijiving 6 classes were greatest in number, 926 in all, followed by 
those haying 5 chisses, nnmbering 774 ; next oome those lia^ Ing 4 
olftsses numbering 676, and then those having more than 26 clsses, 
immbering least of all, namely, 25; the greatest number of classes in 
any one school being 65. The greatest number of children taught in 
these elementary schools is furnished by those having 6 classes, 281,549 
in all, lolknred by those haying 7 dasses, tiie number being 223,970. 
Next oome Hboeb haying 8 dasses, the number being 180,438 ; the least 
npmber being fuznished by those haying 2 dasses, the number being 
11,621. 

On inyestigating the number of ordinary elementary schools both 
public and private in whidx semiring and manual work are added to 
the regular or supplementazy snbjecto, and of higlier elementary sdiools 
in which manual work, agriculture, commerce and EngUsh are so added 
aoooidiug to local cirenmstances, it will be seen that the number of 
regular or supplementaiy courses ol ordinary elementary schools in whidi 
sewing is added is 8,562, sewing and manual work 89 and manual 
work 26. Of higher elementaiy schools, there are 33 in whidi manual 
work is giyen in addition to the regular or supplementaiy courses, with 
English taught also as an additional subject in 4 of them ; 1,159 in which 
agrienlture is given, with English in 20 of them ; one in which manual 
work and agriculture are given; 11 in whidi agriculture and commence 
are given, with EngMah in 2 of them; and 617 in which EngUsli is 
added. 

Further details are shown in the following; table. 
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The number of ckaaea organized in city, town, and village, and 
private elementary schools wiia 99,376, of which 74,496 belonged to 
ordinary elementary schools, 1,749 to supplementary oonraes to ordinary 
elfiBientary achod8» 22,915 to higher elementary schools, and 216 to 
sapplqmentaiy oooraos to higher elemeiitary scIkx^Is. Compaied with 
tiie proTioas year, thin shows an iuozeaBO €d 5,816. The number ol 
ordinaEy regular teaoheis shows a dafioiency of 41,409, as compaied 
witii the above number ol claaBes. 

In order to insure a thorough distribution of ordinary regular 
teachers, stietnuons attempts have been made by erectiqg additional 
bnildisgs for either normal aohools, increasing the nmnber ol pupils^ or 
by establishing txaining oonises in connection with normal sehools car 
institntes for teachers^ or affording more feunlities for tests for lioenoes. 
Bbwew, sJl thesd efforts were still inadequate to oope with the oontin- 
ned inerease of ohildien for admission and the oonseqneiit swell in 
the number of dasses, this being the case with all over the ooontry. 
However, in the year before the pieTiotts, the increase in the number 
of deficiency of ordinary regular teacheiB had been 4,349, as compaied 
with the preyioiis^ while the average increase for tliree oonseoatiTO years 
before the preTions had been 2,984. But' the said inotease lor tlie 
present year was 1,481 as compared with th^ preTions. Such diminution 
in the rate of increase ol the above deficiency is not only owing to 
the number of classes haTUig not much increased during the year, but 
seems to indicate that the way for the supply ol teachers has been 
duly opened. 

As to the number ol regular and assistant teachers in city, town 
and Tillage elementary schools, with reference to the amount of their 
monthly salaries, it will be seen that the greatest number of ordinary 
regular teacher3 in ordinary elementary schools is furnished by those 
receiving mf)re than yen 15 and less than 20, 11,154 in nil, followed 
by those ieceiviii<^ more than yen 14 and less than yen 15, the nuiaht r 
being 6,905. Tlie greatest number of ordinuiy assistant teachei-s iu 
ordinary elementary so1i(h)1s is furnislied hy tlioBe receiving more than 
yeu 8 and less than yen 9, 4,832 in nil ; follo^vod l»y lliose i-ecoiviug 
moi-e than yen 7 and less thau yen 8, iho number being 4,595. The 
greatest nuinb r ot ordinary regular t^nchers in higlier elementary 
schools is fnrnished by those receiving uum- than yen 16 and less than 
yen 20, 0,189 in all, followed by tliow^ receiving more tluin >/rn 20 
and less than yen 25, the number being 6,182. The greiitest number 
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of oidinaiy lUKtistant teachers in higher elementary schools is furuisbed 
by those reoeiying mote than ffen 12 and lam than fw 18» 842 in all» 
Icdlowed by those leoeiTing mote than yen 13 and lew than yen 14, 
the number being 310. The araage maDihly salaiy pud to teaohenr 
showB the amount for ordinary xegidar teaohexs in ordinazy elementazy 
fidiOGlfl to be about ffen 14 and for aaaistant and special legnlar 
teachezs about yen B, while for osdinaiy legalar teadhezs in higher 
elementary schoolsy it stands at about jfen 20, lor assistant teaehers at 
* about yen 12,' and for special reguhr teaohezB at about yen 10. The 
abore calculation, if compared mth the pverious year, shows an increase 
oC yen .361 in the case of ordinaxy regular teachers, of yen .060 in the 
case ol assistant teachers and of yen .061 in the case of special regnhur 
teachers in ordinary ele m entar y sdhoola. In regard to higher elementazy 
schools^ it shows an increase of yen .466 fosr ordinary regular teachers, 
of yen .217 for assistant teaehers and of yen .134 for special regnlar< 
teachers. Furtlier details will be found in the following table.

of the ImperL'il Oitlinanoe relating to Elementary Schools, includes 1,872 
ordimuj elenieutnry 8oh(iol8, of which 717 are established conjointly with 
higher elementary scliooLs. Amoiig children attending the ordinary 
elementary school conrso, there were 519^012 on whom tuition fees were 
wholly levied, 34,022 to whom the said fees wore pai-tially remitted, 
and 16,375 to whom the same were wholly remitted. Compared with 
the previouB year, the number of ordinary elementary scIickjIs in which 
tuition fees nro levied on children decreased by 86. The above com- 
parison also slioAvs that the number of children charged with the whole 
fees decreased by 31,338, of those partially exempted increased by 2,641 
and of those wholly exempted decreased by 3,83(5, the total number of 
decrease being 32,633. The average monthly amount of tuition fees was 
yen .105 for ordmary elementary scIkx^Is and yen .108 for ordinary 
elementary school course established conjointly with higher elementary 
schools. Tlie number of schools (including city, town and village ordinary 
and higher elementary schools) in which tniticni fees are levied on children 
is not more than 7 per cent, and of children chaiigpd with the said feea 
14 per cent. 

The total number of childi^n of school age was 7,355,504 of whom 
6,502,665 had already entered the period of obligatory schajl attendance 
fuid 863,839 had not. The peraentago of children who had entered the 
said period and were receiving the prescribed course of instruction was 
96-80 of boys, 87.00 of girls, and 91.55 of both taken together. Compafed 
with the previous year, the total number of children of school age 
decreased by 100,382 and the percentage of attendance increased bj 
2.02 for boys, by 6.92 for girls and by 3.52 for both taken t^^ether. 
The decrtoae in the number of children of school age is probably due 
to the better adjustment of school census. The increase in the percentage 
of attendanoe miist be oonsidfiiVDd as the results of proper enoouragem^i 
given for school attendanoe^ and of better fulfilment of their obligati(»)a 
on the part of guardians. Altboagh in regard to ordinaxy elementary 
soihocl oomse, the percentage of daQy attendanoe was 85.66, showing an 
increase of 1.38 oTer the preTious year, still it will be seen tiiat the 
percentage of daily non-attendanfie was about 24.00. Even in some 
localities where the percentage of those leceiYing instmotiQn gieatly 
iaoieased, that oi daily attendanoe shows a decrease on the oontcaiy. 
This is a serious question which those oonoemed in locsl education as 
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well as gaaidianB should well bear in niiud.

Among the children ef school age, there weze 4,741 blind and 6,868 
dumb, besides 6 depriyed both of sight and speech, the total being 11, 
615. Compiirod with the previous yeiir, this shows a decrease of 15 for 
the blind and an increase of 106 for the dumb, the number of those 
deprived both of sight and sx>eech showing a decrease of one, and the 
rate per thousand of school population being 1.58, the rate of increase 
over the previous year being .03. Among the blind and dumb, there 
were 439 who were reoeiviii^ instruction, the percentage of both the 
blind and dumb who were receiving instrootion being 3.78. 
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KlKDIlEGAElilNS. 

Kmdergartoiis aie institotions for tbd tiaining of infants from tbvBe 
years up to the age of admisBian to ordinary elementaiy boIiogIs. ThB 
subjects for trEdning axe games, singing, oonversation and handivoKk. 

The number of Idndeigaitens indnded one gOTenunent^ 183 public 
and 79 piiTate establishmentiB, showing an inoiaase of 2 publie and 
7 private establishments. 

By the government kinderj^arten is meant the one connected with 
the Higher Normal School for Females. Its work and condition will be 
more fulh' described under the heading dealing with that iiistiluliou. 

Most of the kindergartens \vhether public or private are establishwl 
in connection with normal schools or elementary schools, those separately 
organized being very few in noraber. They are almost well equipped, 
showing much improvement in the method of training. 

The numlier of public and private kindergartens was 262 and of 
conductoi-s 720 and of infants 24,010, while that of infants whose terms 
of training expired during the year was 10,508. The. above figures show 
if compjired with the previous year, an increase of 9 kindergartens, 
65 conductors, and 511 infants, wliile the number of infants whose 
term of traiuing expired during the year decreased bv 443. A statistical 
comparison made between the number of infants and that of children 
attending ordinary eleuKmlary scliools l)f)tb public and private, shows 
that the number of the former was 5.94 j)er thousand of the latter, or 
the number of cliildren who had received the kindergarten training was 
less than 6 per thousand of childion attending oidinary elementary 
schools. 

The following table shows the annual comparatiTe statistics relating 
to the number of public and private kindergartens, and of oonductozs 
and infants. 
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BLIND AND DUMB SCHOOLS. 

Tlie number of schools included oue govemment, aae public and 17 
private inBtitutions, the total being 19. By tlie government institution 
is meant the Tokyo Blind and Dumb ScbooL TJie sohooL plan is divid- 
ed into an ordinarjr and an industiial couise. In the oxdinazy oonrae 
fox the blind, instruction is given in the Japanese langoaga, axithmetie 
CQUTeiaation and gymnastios^ and in the industrial oooise, in music, 
acnpnnctnze, and massage. The oidinajy oonrse for the dnmb inelndes 
reading, writing, oompositioD, arithmetio, written oonTezsation, and gymnBa* 
ties, and in the indnstrial oonzsel dxawlng, cazring, joinery and sew- 
ing. Pupils are aUowed to study one or two subjects of the industiial 
Gouzse, in addition to those ol the ordinary course. They are also at 
liberty to select any special subject of the ordinary industrial couise, 
on the application of their parents. The oonrse of study extends over 
three years if massage be taken as a special subject, otherwise five 
years. 

In order to supply teachers for blind and dumb schools which are 
now gradually being established in yarions localities, the Dex^nrtment 
of Education issued regulations prescribing the obligations to be dis- 
charged hj pupils trained in the Institute for Teachers to be organized 
in connection with the Tokyo Blind and Dumb SchooL At the same 
time, regulations relating to the couise of study were established, the 
institute to be opened from the ensuing school. year. 

During tlie present year, dcmations were made by those sympathizing 
with the object of this institution, including a sum of yen 760 and 600 
volumes of educational works. As regaids school equipments, it shotdd 
be mentioned iu this comiection that o^\ mg to the yearly increase in 
the number of ])upil.s, the sch(X>l i(x:>nis Imvo become overcrowded and 
much incouveiiieiu;o is felt from the lack of siillicieut accomomodation. 

The teacliing staiT consisted of 2 instmctoi'S, 7 teachers (of wiiom 
one wiis female) and 6 persons specially appointed (of whom 3 were females 
and 2 ni.-do Ijlind), the total being 15. The number of pupils included 
73 blind, of whom G2 wcro males and 11 fomalos, and 19G dumb, of 
wlioni 117 were males and 76 females, the total being 269, of whom 
179 were males and 90 females. Tlio number of graduates included 11 
blind, of whom 11 were males and 3 females, and 15 dumb, of whom 
9 were males and G females, the total being 29, of whom 20 were maks 
oud 9 females. Compaied with the preTious year, this shows an 
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iuezeafle of 81 pupils and a deoiease of 3 graduates. During the yeai-, 
fhfi number of applicants was 141 of whom 83 were admitted. Twenty- 
three left before graduation. The total number of gradoatee discfaaiged 
by this institntion since the year 1887 was 180, of whom 92 were 
blind and 88 dumb. 

As regaids the careeia ol 32 graduates turned out by this institution 
in the previons year, there are 6 male blind engaged in the special 
study of massage and acupuncture, 3 males in the trade of the same, 
one in the special study of ordinary course, 2 females in the spoci.il 
study of "Koto," besides ono female married, 2 males still unsettled in 
their trades aud one female of whom no exact information has yet been 
received, As to the dumb, there are 2 males and one female devoted 
to the special course of sewing and drawing, 3 females engaged as 
assistants in domestic afl&iii's, one male and one female devoted to the 
furtlier study of sewing, one male each to the fiu-tlier study of cavring, 
and to the \K)reelain drawing and photography. There is one male 
whose tvjule is still unsettled, besides one in illness.

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Tba BHnd and Dumb School established by tlie City of Kyoto may 
be menftioned as a public Institution. The sohool plan is divided into 
otdinaiy and special courses ^tending oTer five years, except massa^ 
and aonpimcknre in the special conrse lor the Uind whidi ooTers four 
yeans. The number of teaehets 20 (of whom 6 wero females and 
blind 5 blind and dumb) of pupils 226, of whom 20 were male and4 female 
and 86 male and 46 female deaf-mnto in the ordinary coarse ; 17 were 
male and 15 female blind in massage and acupnnctnre ; 5 male and S 
female blind in mnsic ; 9 nnle and 2 female deaf-mnto in industrial 
drawing ; 5 male and 9 female deaf-mute in sewing. The nnmber of 
graduates included 7 male and 5 female blmd and 3 male and 2 female 
deaf-mute in the ordinary course ; 2 male blind in massage and acu- 
puncture, one male blind in musie, and 2 male deaf-mute in industrial 
drawing, the total l>eing 22. Compared wtili the previous year, this shows 
an increase ol 3 teachers, 11 pupils and 13 grjuluates. As regards the 
careers of tlioso who had j^i adiiatcd ill the previous year, ?> were admitted 
to the coui-se oi" sevviug, 2 iiave engaged in their own business, one 
was employed as teacher in the institution and th(^ otlier has engaged in 
the trade of massage and acupuncture. The text-books now in use are 
selected fn:>i!) among those used in eleinoutary schools. Those compiled 
by the scliiK)! are also used at the same time. 

The number of private institutions was 17, including 4 in the Ken 
of Aichi, 2 each in the Hokkaido, and the Ken of Kanagawa and 
Kagoshima, and one each in the Fu of Osaka, and the Ken of Niis^ata, 
Shizuoka, IS^.igana, Fukusliima, Nagasaki and Oita, showing an increiise 
of 4, as coinj);ued with the previous year. The above increas(i is due 
to the esttiblislnnant of additional schools in the Ken of Aichi and of 
new one in tlie Ken of Kagoshima, and also to tlie one liitheito 
included among miscellaneous scIitoIs liaA'ing been remodelled as a school 
of the kind. The number of teachers was 66, and of pupils 568, of 
whom 367 were blind and 201 dumb, while the number of graduates 
was 45, of whom 32 were blind and 13 dumb. Compared with the 
pi-evious year, this shows an increjise of 19 teachers, 224 pupils and 31 
gi-aduates. Schools of private establishment are almost unstable in 
their foundations. Thei-e are many instances where sohool sites and 
buildings as well as books and appai-atuses are very poorly provided. 
However, some of these have gradually been Improved by means of 
donations made by those sympathizing with the education of the blind 
and dumb or by aid granted by towns, districts or villages in whidi 
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these schools are situated. 

The following table shows the number of blind nm\ dumb schools 
both public and pEivate, and of teachers, pupils and graduatea, toother 
irith the amnial oompaia<i'?e statistios zelatiiig to the same.

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The results of investigations made into tlie causes Ih j led to the 
loss of sij^ht in- speech in the case of pupils in the l^kyu Jiliiid and 
Dumb School and the BUnd and Dumb SchtK>l of the City of Kyoto, 
as follows : 

Out of 73 blind pupils in the Tukvu Blind and Dunil) SL'h(X)l, 
there were 3 cases of connata blindness, 10 each l(jst their eye-sight 
from nervositas and measles, 8 from congenital syphilis, 7 from sup- 
parative iiiliammatiou of the conjunctiva, 4 from inflammaticju of the 
cornea, 3 eacli from inflammation of the conjimctiAa, and marasmus, 2 
eacli from pleiu'itis, sninll ]X3x and meningitis, one each from trachoma, 
inHammation of tlie retina, cataract, brain concussion, poison, etc. 
As r^^aids the dumb, out of 196, 7^ were connate, 28 each lost their power 
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ol speech acate meningitis and meningitis, 14 ftom inflammation of 
the ears, 12 from brain ooncussiofQ, 5 from nervositas, 4 from measlefl, 
8 from influenza, 2 each from small pox, eruptions on the scalp and 
ivhooping cough, and one each from morbid growth of brain, hernia, 
lieart .disease, external wound and fever. There were also 13 cases 
among the blind and 16 cases among the dumb pupils, of which tlie 
exact causes were unknown. Investigation shows tliat a great majority 
of the blin<l lost tlieir e^'esight on account of nervositas and measles, 
while in regard to the dnml), most of them were e^)nuate. Considered 
Avitli regard to the ages of pui)ils, it will Ije observed that the blind 
lost their eyesight between the ages of from one to 14 or 15 years, and 
the duinb before and not after attaining tlie ng© of six. It is alscj to 
be remarked that most of the blind and dumb lost their powei-s uf sight 
and speech during tlie period ol infancy, or from the time of birth to 
tlie 3rd year of age; a fact which should well be borne in mind by 
parents or those resjK>nsible for the education of children. 

Out of 69 blind ])upils in the Blind and Dumb School of the City 
of Kyoto, C) were connat(\ while in regard to the deaf-mute, 94 were 
connate out of 157. Iuve»tigati(m shows that out of all deaf-mute 
pupils, 33 were issues of marriages between blood relations, while 
congenitid cases were only 12.8 in number. All other oases numbering 
66.7 weie caused by the varions brain diseases. 
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HI6HEB NORMAL SCHOOLS AND HIOHEB 
NORMAL SCHOOL FOR FEMALES. 



Higher Normal School, i Deludes the Tokyo Higher Normal School, 
the Hirosliima Higlier Normal School and tlie Higher Normal School 
for Females. 

Tlie Tokyo Higher Normal School : — The plan of the school is 
divided into a preparatory, a principal, and a post-graduate course ; 
besides a special course and an elective course. A middle scliool, an 
elementary school and the Tokyo Eductional Museum are established in 
connection with tlie Higher Normal School. 

The course of study in the main school extends over one year in 
the preparator}', three years in the princijial, and from one to t^\•o years 
in the post-gi*!uluate course. The elective course extends over not less 
than two and not more than four years, the length of the special course 
being fixed at two years. 

The course of study for special aided pupils for tha pi-esent year 
includes the following six subjects, viz, the Japanese laiigiiage and 
Chinese literature, the English laugujige, mathematics, morals and 
gymnastics, googi-aphy and history, physics, and chemistry. 

During the present yeiir, revision was ma<le into the preparatory 
course, the principal course and the postgraduate courae. The i)ost- 
graduate course was also made to extend over from one to two years 
and not only the graduates of the principal course, but also those of the 
special course are admitted. 

As to the equipment, the work of const mictions having been almost 
completed, the school removed to the new buildings at the end of the 
jear, instniction to be commenced from the beginning of the ensuing 
year. However, the new dormitory buildings being not sufficiently large 
to accomuKxlate all pupils, the old dormitories are still ased and even 
some of pupils are allowed to hxige outside the schwl. 

The number of instructors in the main school included 38 instnict- 
ors, 7 assistant instructors, 24 persons specially appointed or temporari- 
ly employed, and 2 foreigners, the total being 71. TIk^ number of 
pupils was 623 and of graduates 142. Compared with the previous 
year, the numl3er of instructoi"s decreased by 2, of pei-sons sixjciall}' 
appointed or temporarily employed by one, while that of assistant 
instructors increased by 2, of pupils by 94 and of giiiduates by 62. 

The number of applicants for admission was 1,061, showing an 





increase of 431, as compared with the previous year; and the number, 
ol those who were admitted waa 204, also showing an increase of 6, as 
compared with the previous year; tlio nge of jjupils for admission tend- 
ing; ^adoaily to become lower and lower. The number of those who 
left befoi-e gmduation was 12, of whom 11 were ordered to kave on 
account of non-profioiency, while one left ou his own account and one' 
died. The pupils were generally healthy, due to strict examination made 
on the physique of pupils at their admission, and also to the sabeeqaeut 
attentioin paid to sanitaiy matters. 

Ab regatds the careers of those who had oompleted the main and 
special oonrses in tho p»viouB year, 88 were appointed instructors in 
normal schools, 85 instructors in middle bgIioqIS) 8 in big^iar schools for 
females, 7 in other schools and 2 passed on to the post-graduate course. 
Now if the number of those who had graduated since the foundation 
of this institution down to the preTioufl year, he added to the above 
figures, it will be seen that 218 were appohited direetcxs of, or 
instructors in normal sichools, 211 direotons of, or instmctoxs in middle 
schools, 25 directors of, or instructors in higgler schools for females, 
81 iostruotoxs both in this school and the Higher Normal School for 
Females, 22 in ofber institutions, 6 passed on to the post-graduate 
course, 22 engaged iii goyemment offices, 12 remain unemyloved, 2 
went abroad for study, 2 are under emjdoyment of foreign goremmenti^ 
and 99 died, besides 929 of whom no exact information has been reoeived ; 
the total beiup; 1,574. 

Tlie following table shows the numl^er of instructors, pupils and 
gi'aduates in the Higher Normal School, together with the annual com- 
pai'ative statistics relating to the same 
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SiaUdkal Table rdating to the Biglier Normal Sduxd /or 1902-3. 
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The midcQe ewhcxd and the elementaij school attaohed to the Tokyo 
Higher Normal School are iiustitiitians designed to provide means £or 
inYastigatiiig the method of general education, and to aflEbnl the pufnls 
of the main school an opportoniiy for practical training. The said middle 
flchool is proTided with a middle school couxse extending oYsr fiye years. 
The elementary schocl is provided inth three sections : — the first section 
represents a many-classed elementary schooL comprising both higher and 
ordinary elementary courses, connection being maintained between this 
and the middle schod.; the second section is a many-classed elementary 
sohod comprising both higher and ordinary elementary courses; and 
the third section is oiganized as a joint system of a siugLe-dasBed 
elementary school comprisiug both higher and ordinary elementary 
oonrses and a supplementary oonrse to the latter. The oourae of study 
extends over fonr years for the ordinary elementary course, two years 
for the higher elementary course in the first section ; in the second 
section it extends over four years each for the ordinary elementary 
course and the higher elementai'y course ; and iu the tiiird section it 
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extends over fotu" years eacli for the ordinary elementary ooiirse and 
the higher tHemeataxy oomse, aod two jeais ior tha supplementaiy 
course. 

During the preaeoxfi year, the tuition fees for the middle school 
course were laised to ye» 2.50, for the first section of the element :iry 
school course to yen 2, find for the higher elementary school course in 
the second section to ^fen 1. It waa also determined that the manual 
vork imposed on boys in the higher and ordinaiy dementary school 
couiMee in the second section in the pieyions year should also be imposed 
on those in the third section, on account of the excellent lesulte obtained 
during the year. In the middle Bohod, scientific excnzaloDfl, firing 
ex^rdses^ cfce., were prescribed in order to oontribute to the physical 
training of the pupils. CSouversation meetings consisting of finreties d 
pupils were held in order to draw dkiser the connection between the 
school and home. In the elementary sdhool, a national memcdal 
meetuig was opened pnce ererj month. In order to hold conrersation 
on important historical facts and distinguishd perscnages; the purpose 
being to contribute to the formation of the national feelings as subjects 
of the empire. Escnrsionsy canTersationl meetings consisting of guardians 
of pupils were also encouraged, in osder to contribute to moral disdpluies 
of pupils. 

The number of instmctors in the middle school was 28, pupils 331 
and graduates 48, showing a decrease of one instroctcr, 9 pupils and 
4 giaduates, besides 4 Chinese pupils who were admitted to attend 
lectures. As to the careers at fJie end of the present year of those who 
had graduated in the preyious year, one was admitted to the Higher 
Normal School, 14 passed on to the higher schools, 4 entered special 
schools or technical schof)ls, 2 presented themselves as candidates for 
i!iilit;n v otlicom or entered the aiinv as private soldiers, 3 entered private 
sciiouls. 2(i iuteudod to enter vni ious schools, one ■was imsettled as to 
the o<H'upati()n he intends to follow, while one died. Tlio number of 
fq)pli('ants iVu' admission during the year was 129, of whom CD were 
enrolled. Tlio nuiulior of those wlio left before gi'aduation either on 
account of removal to other d(>partinents of study or of non-proficieiu-r, 
or of family concerns or sickness was 31, besides 3 who were expelled 
from tile school. 

Tlie number of teachers iu the elementary school was 23 and of 
children in tlie (u-diuarv eUmnentary course was 275 boys, of whom 168 
belonged to the 1st section, 80 to the 2ud section and 27 to the 3rd 
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section, and 77 girls, of whom 36 bslonpjed to tlie 2u(l section nnd 41 
to tlio 3rd socti(jn, the total being 352, wiiile tlie number of children 
in the higlior elementniy ctnuse avjis 171 bovs, of whom 91 belonged to 
tlie 1st section, 68 to tlie 2nd section and 23 to the 3ixl section and 61 
girls, of whom 38 belonged to the 2nd section and 23 to the 3rd 
section, the totiil being 232 and the aggregate number being 584, of 
whom 446 were boys and 138 giiis. The number of graduates in the 
oidinfliy elementary course included 66 boys, of whom 42 belonged to 
the Ist, 18 to the 2nd, 6 to the 3rd section, and 21 girle, of wliom 6 
to the 2iid and 15 to the 3nl section, the total being 87 ; while the 
number of c^rn lnaten in the higher elementary coiirse included 52 boys, 
of whom 47 belonged to the 1st, 3 to the 2nd, 2 to the 3rd section and 
14 girls, of whom 7 l)eloiiged to the 2nd and 7 to the 3rd section, the 
total being 66, and the aggregate number being 153, of whom 118 were 
maleB and 35 femaleB. The aboye fignxes Bbow a decnrease of one 
ieaoher, 45 childien and 6 graduates, as compared with the preyions 
year. The number of pnpOs admitted was 70 of boys and 18 of girls 
in the ordinaiy oomse, while those admitted to the higher oourse were 
76 of boys and 20 of girls, the total being 187. The number of pupils 
wbo left befoire graduation was 7 of boys and 1 of girls in the ordinary 
and 22 each of boys and giris in the higher course, the total being 65. 

The Tokyo EduoatioDal Museum attached to the Tokyo Higher 
Normal School is oigsniaed into three departments. The first department 
contains a collection of aiticLes bearing on home education and 
kindergartens as well as elementary schools, together with various works 
done by children. The seccmd department comprises a collection of 
apparatuses, instruments, specimens and charts for instruction in physics, 
mathematics, astronomy, geography, chemistry, zoology, physiology and 
botany. In the third department, is exhibited a collection of all 
apparatuses nnd instiaiments connected with technial education, together 
with work done by pupils, besides those rebitiug to drawings, music 
and gymnastics. A reading room is also speciail}' provided ^vliere sfliool 
books and charts, useful books of reference for teachers and educational 
magazines are collected for public perusal. 

As regai-ds the collection of articles, school books and charts, addi- 
tions are l)eiiig gradually made, there being 82 copies or specimens 
contributed and 390 pnrchas«-d duiiug the present year, showing an 
increase over the previous year of 298 copies or syxHumens. Among 
the new specimens may be specially mentioueil those connected with 
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asbonomy, geography, mefteoiologj, etc., vhioh were bxoi^t from 
Germany. The number oi Tisitors during the year was 65,820, showing^ 

a decrease of 2,579, as compared with the preyious year. The number 
of rcadcra was 13,130, and of those who made iLse of the exhibits 3,791, 
fthowiug Hu increase over the previous year of 1,11^ for the former and 
of 105 for the hitter. 

The Hiroshima Higher Normal Schod : — This institution was founded 
in puisiiance of the Imperial Ordinance "No. 98 issued in March, 1902» 
and ()|Hme(l for instractiou from Se])tomb©r in the present year. 

The school plan is divided into a preparatory, a principal and 
a post-graduat<' course, extending over one year in the preparatory, 3 
yeai-s in the principal and from one to 2 years in the post-graduate 
course. In the present year, only a preparatory (!onrRe was opened. 

During the present year, various regulations necessary for the 
inanpinration of the schcx)! were nstablishcd, including sch(K)l regulations, 
dormitor}^ regulations, library regulations, regulations for the general 
business, etc., all of wliich are almost the same as those in the Tokyo 
Higher Normal School. 

The school site covers 20,000 isubo which are considered sufficient 
both in the educational and hygienic point of view. Of new buildingp, 
4 were appropriated for dormitories and 2 for a lecture hall, dasa-rooms 
and school office. The school libraiy contains 19,985 Tolxtmes, while 
the nnmbers f apparatuses for the use of instruction was 1,740 and 
of speoimens 117. The school furniture such as desks, benches, etc., 
were selected, after careful conaideratioiL taken in regazd to school 
hygiene and practical purpose. 

The nnmber of instmotars incliided 8 mstnustois, gob aAaistani 
instnictary 2 persons .specially appointed and one Icni^igner, the total 
being 12, while that of pupils was 101. !!|phe number of applioants for 
admission was 375 of whom 102 were admitted, while om left on 
aooomit of illness* 
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Higher Normal School for Females:— The plan of tlio .school is 
dividod into a literatiire conrse, a scienct^ (sourse and au art course. A 
post-gi-aduate coiu-se, an electWe course, a si)ecial conrse and a training 
course for kindergarten condnctoi-s are instituted as distinct courses of 
instruction. A liiglier school for females, an oloinoutary scliool and a 
kindergarten are also oi^anized in connection with the main institution. 

The course of fltodj for the main school extends over four jeaxs. 
The post^nbdaate course extends over two years and the elective ooorse 
over fnnr yern-s The special eoui-se organized in the present year 
oompriaeB the ioUowing subjects, viz., the Japanese language and Chinese 
liteiatuie; geography and histoiy; and household management ; eaoih 
oonrse extending over two years. 

Among the principal revisions made into tlie school reguIaHons may 
be mentioned the foLbwing ; viz., the establishment of a special coui'se 
of Japanese language and gymna49tic8, the object being to supply the 
deficiency of ieacfaeiEs; manual work to be imposed on boys in the 
elementary sohool ; and En^sh to be added to the course for boys in 
the higher elementary soliool. 

The number of inrtructam in the main sofaool included 23 instructors, 
7 assistant instmctors^ and 16 persons specially appointed, the total being 
46. The number of pupils vras 367 and of graduates 105. Oompaied 
irith the previous year, this shows an increase of 3 persons specially 
appointed, of 86 pupils, and of 19 graduates, while the number of 
foreign instructoEB decreased by one. The number- of applicants lor 
admission was 540, of whom 126 were enrolled. Of those enzolled, 31 
were destined for the special course of geograpy and history and 20 
were the second pupils recruited for admission to the special conrse of 
household management. The number of those who left before graua- 
tion either on. account of sickness or of fiimily concerns was 14, while 
one died. 

As to the careers of those who had graduated in the main course 
in the previous year, 8 were appointed instructors in normal schools, 
31 instructors in higher schools for females and one died. Now if the 
number of graduates turned out from this institution since the year 
1891 l)e taken together, it will l>o seen that 57 were appointed instruct- 
ors in normal scIkxdIs, IG-i in higlun- sohools for females, one in an 
elementary sclia:)!, 11 in various sc]i(»ols, one engaged in other vocation 
45 without employment, 118 married and 14 died. 

The foUowiug table shows the number of instructors, pupils and 
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gmditateB ia the Higgler Normal Sefaool lor Females* iogother with the 
anpuWP oompazafive gfatistiGB zelating to the same. 

^eMioal Toftfe r^iiating to the Higher Iformtd School Jbr 

Females /or l$02-3. 
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The Higher Sc}iool for Females attached to the Higher Normjil 
School for Females is an institution designed to provide nu'aus of 
investigation into the method of general female education, and t<> 
aJffortl the ]>npils in the main school an opportunity for practical training 
in female educiition. The course of study extends over tive veal's. In 
addition to the regular course, a special course of three jears, is 
instituted. 

Daring the present year, pupils were generally made to take deep 
respiration in the open air after every Ibbsou, in order to contribute to 
the presexration of health. Ab regards cooking and etiquette, critical 
exercises were to be held at least twice eveiy yeiur, the object being to 
assist tlie practical training and also to maintain a oonneetion between 
the sdiool and home by means of educational conversation. Athletic 
sports and school exercises were also held as hitherto oi^ganiBed, for 
aiwisting the physioal and inteUeotnal development of pafnls. 
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The nuriiber of instmctors was 13, pupils 319, aud graduates 46, 
showing a dei n /ise of 5 instructors, 6 pupils, End 19 graduates. The 
number of applicants for admission was 95, of whom 92 were enrolled ; 
almost all of them beii^ those who liad completed the prescribed course 
in the elemeutaiy sobool attached to the inaiii iustitatioa; while 43 
kft. 

The Elementaiy School attached to the Higher Normal School for 
Females is an institution des^ned to afiEbxd means of investigating the 
method of gmeral education* and fo seome for the pupils in the main 
school an opportunity of practical training in teaehing ohildreu. It ia 
divided into three sections. Tlio fii-st section refireaents an elementaiy 
school in ccnmection with the Higher School for Femalds ; it is provided 
with oidinaiy and bigiietr elementaoty school courses and is oiganiaed 
into six olasaes. The second section comprises both higher and ordinaiTt 
elementary school coozses and is oxganiaed into a many-clasaed school 
with four or five classes. The third xepresonts an ordii^r j elementary 
school oigsnized into a sm^-dassed schooL The course of study 
extends over lonr years for the ordinaiy and two years for the higher 
dementaxy course in the first and second aecton8» while in the third 
section, it extends over four years. 

In the piesent year, essential artides rdating to elementary school 
instraction were defined, together with examples necessazy for teaching 
ihe object being to aecnre a nnifofrmity of instmction and to furnish a 
gside for the fa*™«g of pupils in teaching practice. Detailed rules for 
instraction of sewing were also rsTised, in order to encourage the 
training of hands and fingers. Etiquette and manners were also made 
more appropriate to practical life. It was also determined that as the 
number of applicants for admission has increased much of late, a system 
of admission by lots should be introduced from and after the present 
year. 

The number of teachers was 17, and of children in the ordinaiy 
elementary course 381, of whom 81 were boys and 250 girls, and of 
tlioso in the higher elementary course 161, of whom 37 were boys and 
124 girls, the abrogate number being 492, of whom 118 were bojs and 
374 girls. Tlie nnnil>er of those who completed the prescribed course 
of instruction was Si in the ordinary eleraeutry course, of wlioin 20 
were bovs and G4 girls, and 42 gills in the higher elementary cuxu'se, 
the a^-egate number l)€ing 126. Compared with the previous year, 
the number oi teachers increased by 3, of childieu by 30 and of those 
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who completed the pvescribed course of instuctioa by 8; particularlj 
none of tbe boys iu the higher ebnentarj oourse completed the 
prescribed oonrse of instmoyon, owing to the course of study iu the 
seoond section of the said coniBe having been len^bened, In the 
case of the pievloas year. The nomher of children admitted cluiing 
the year was 217, and of those who left CI, while oue died. The 
health of children was much more improved than in the previous year, 
and those who were absent on aooonnt of illness mnoh decreased in 
nnmber. 

The kindeigarten conneoted with the main school is an institatiooi 
designed to affbtd means of inirestigating the metbod of iiifant training 
and to enable the pupils in the miun school to study pcacticaUy such 
tnining. The sul^jeots of txainixig indnde games, singing, ocmTersation 
and handiwork. The age for infouts is fixed at from three years up to 
the period of admission to sbhool. For infants whose parents aie 
somewhat llow^in the social scale, a separate room is pronded m 
connection with the kindergarten. The infsnts in the main kindergarten 
are divided into three groups aoocnding to age^ while those in the 
separate room are formed into one group. The number of conductors 
was 6, of infants 167, ci whom 82 were boys and 85 girls, and those 
whose terms of training had expired during the ve^ir 61, of whom 35 
were boys and 26 girls. Compared with the previous year tiiis shows an 
increase of 3 in the number ol infants and of 8 in the number ol 
those whose term of training had expired. The number of those 
admitted during the year was 50, while 7 left. 
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SPECIAL INSTITUTES FOR THE TEAININO 
OF TEACHEES. 

Special Imiitutes /or the Training of Teachers : — These institutes 
vfQYd specially oi^aixized for llie purpose of speedy tniiiiiiig of teachers 
in uorraal schcK)ls, middle stliotjls, and higher scLoola for females, and 
opend from the beginning of the present year, the number of institutes 
being 5, from the 1st to the 5th. The Ist institute was established in 
connection with the Imjierial University of Tokyo, and provided with 
a course of Japanese language, and Chinese lilerature, together with 
natiiml science; the 2nd institute in connection with the 1st Higher 
Sch(K)l, with a course of physics and chemistry, the 3rd institute in 
connection with the 2nd Higher School, with a course of mathematics; 
the 4th institute in connection with the 3rd Higher School, with a 
course of iidiglish language ; and the 5th institute in connection with 
the Tokyo Eoroigu Language School with a coiu-se of English 
language. The 1st institute is placed under the 'control of the 
President of the University, while all other institutes are under the 
management o£ the diiectoxs of the achools to which they «re lespectivelj 
connected* 

The ooune of training extends over two yeaxs. Pupils to be 
admitted were chiefly to Ije recraited fix)m among the graduates of 
nonnal schools and middle schools ; sometimea, applicants weore to be 
admitted by competitive examinatioiis. 

As to equipments, it may be mentioned that though almost all of 
daas xoomB now used by these institutes, including books and 
appamtos, aie hixed from the schools with which they aie connected, 
sifll there ate new puichuaes made by some of the institutes consisting 
d Japanese and Chinese, as well as European works. Besides some 
instruments ol weights and measures, which were txansfeired fxom 
the Department of Agriculture and Commerce. In the 1st and 2nd 
Institutes, dozmitoiy aooommodatiaDfl were made for the benefit of 
pupils. 

The number of instmetotB was 4, ol persons specially appointed 
51, and of foreign instructors 2, the total being 57. The number of 
pupils now in the first year class was 169, of whom 33 belonged to 
the course of Japanese language and Chinee literature, 25 of notuiBl 
science, 20 of physics and cfaemistiy, 30 of mathematics and 62 of 
"Phiglifih language. The number of applicants for admissioii was 870, 
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of whook 180 veie eniolled. The majorit j of iliose admitted was filled 
by graduates ftom middle sohooli^ their ages rangmg from 17 yeam 
and 5 xnouths to 30 yeais and one month. Hie number of Ihoae who 
iaft before gradtiation "wm U, eitter hom Olnesa or ixm''jgiKAdiBacj ; 
awhile 2 died. The conduct and atteinmentB of pupils aie -worthy of 
commendation. But a corresponding physical health was not attained, 
due to the absence of gymnastics in the oouise o£ the institutes and 
also to the excessive study and labor. 



NO£J£AL SCHOOLS. 

The Hokkaitlo as well as each Fu and Km must eBtabliah at least 
one normal school, provided with au olenientary school for the training 
of pupils in the method of instruction. The coui-se of stndy extends 
over foui" years in the case of males and three veai-s in the case of 
females. A(H!ording the l(x;al circumstances, simpler normal couT-ses, 
preparatory courses, training courses for elementary school teachers, or 
training courses for kindei^arteu conductors may be eslablished in 
addition to the regular courses. During the present year, additional 
normal schools were estabhshed one .each in the Ken of Yamagata, 
Gumba and Okayama, exclusively for females. At the end of the 
present year, there were 3 normal schools in tlie Ken of Niigata, 2 in 
the Fu of Tokyo and Osaka and the Km of Hyogo, Aichi, Saitama, 
Gumba, Yama^;ata and Okayama, and one eaoh in aU other Fu and 
Ken, AwiAng the schools above enumerated, there were 23 in wliich male 
teachers are ezdnsiirely trained, 7 for females, 27 with male and female 
aeotbns coojoiiitly esteblisibed. There were also 12 provided with 
simpler ooaraes, 6 with prBparatoay cooxBes, and 39 with training 
courses for teachers. 

The number of schools was 67 and of instractois 1,031. The 
number of pupils in the regular, simpler and preparatory conrses was 
15,883 and in training oonrses fear teachers 3,361. The number of 
graduates in the legnkr and simpler courses was 3,867 and of those 
who completed the training ooorses 5,701. Compared with the preidons 
year, this shows an increase of 3 schools, 1,433 pupils in the legnlar, 
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fdmikler and preparatory courses, aud 639 gradnatos in the xegular and 
simpler ooonee, while the number of iDstmctorB deoieased by one, of 
pupils in &e training oonises by 221 and of gradnates in the said 
oonises by 797. 

In the present year, Ihe number ooi applioaats for admiBrion vaa 
19,171 £or the regfilar, 1,709 for the simpler, 1,310 for the preparatory 
and 11,818 for the training oonrsee for teachers. Of the adove applioants, 
4,1^ vere emoUed in tiie regular, 377 in the simpler, 889 in the 
preparatory and 5,748 in the training oouraes. As zegsids the proportion 
of those actually enrolled to the number of applicants^ it irill be seen 
that the number enioUed in the regular courses was 21.63, in the 
simpler courses 22.06, in the preparatory courses 25.88, and in the 
training courses 50.78. Compared with the previoas year, this shows 
an inerease over the preTious year of 2,996 applicants for the regular, 
470 for the simpler and 45 for the preparatoiy oourses, while the 
number &r the trdnuig cotuses deer^ised by 1,297. The number 
of thore emolled shows an increase ol 121 for the r^ular and of 51 
for the simpler oourses, -while the number for the prex>aratary courses 
decreased by 59 and for the trainiug courses by 1,297. The number of 
those enrolled c-eiit. of applicants decreased l»y S.'io in the rcgnlar, 
4.25 in tlie simpler, o.69 in the preparatory, and 4.23 in the traininj.^ 
courses. Of those attending the regular, simpler, and preparatory courses, 
643 left before graduation. Of these 219 were ordereil t'» leave on 
account of non-proliciency, 171 left of illness, 3 of family coiu-4?mi», 
while 22 were expelled and 75 died, . besides 53 whose names were 
struck out of school re^istei-s 

The following table shows the annual comparative statistics relating 
to the number ol instructors, pupils, and graduates in normal schools. 
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Tiie elementary schools establislieti in ex)n)io( tiou Avith the uormal 
Ktiliools nre dpHipriiefl to give the pnpils in the main 8cho<Js praotica.1 
training in the method of education, of children. Almost all normal 
Bch(X)l8 are pn)vided with such elementary schools, except those in the 
Ken of Hyogo, Saitama, Yamagata, Okayama and Kanagawa, on account 
of their having been but recently oi^^knized and consequently of the 
absence of advanced pnpils. Bat in tbs Ken of Kanagawa, there is a 
town elementary school used as a substitute for such fa^iyi"g sohooL 

The Dumber of elementaiy sohcx^lB attached to normal schools was 
62. The number of teachers was 520, ol wliom 211 were ordinary 
regular teachers belonging to ozdinazy ooonee, 276 oxdinazy tegular 
teacheis belonging to the higher courses, 25 special regular teachers 
belonging to the ordinaij and higher couraes; and 8 assistant teachers 
belonging to the ordmary and higher courses. The number of children 
was 28,329, of whom 13,2i8 belonged th tlie atdmaxy oourses, 12,078 to 
ibe bighfir ooioses, and 8 to the sppplementaiy Doaxses to the same. 
The nnmber of oihildron wbo oompkted the prescribed conrss of msixootion 
was 2,959 in the oidinaxy cooises and 1,586 in tiie bigher oomses, the 
total being 4,547. The number of children admitted dmrtng the year 
was 8,848 to the oidinaiy and 8,521 to the higher conrses, the total - 
being 7,864. Compared with tite prsTioiis year, this shows an increase 
of 2 schools, 14 teacbera^ 1,838 children, 258 of those, who completed 
ihe prescribed ooonae of instmction, and 175 duldxen admitted during 
the year. 

The kindeigartens connected with tiie normal schools are designed 
to enable the female \>uinU in the main schools and those in the 
training courses lor kindergarten oGndnctois to study the practical method 
of infant training. There was one normal school provided witii a 
kindei^rten, In l^e Fu of Kyoto and Osaka and the Ken at Kiigata, 
Ishikawa, Toyama, Shimane, Okayama Tokushima, Kagawa^ and Naga- 
saki, the total number of kindeigartens being 10. Tlie number of 
conductors was 13, of infanta 669 and of those whoso terms of training 
expired 4<j8. Compared with the previous year this shows a decrease 
of one kindergarten, one c(mductor, and 10 infants, wliile the number o£ 
infants whotte terms of Irainiug expired increased by 24. 
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idlDDLE SCfiOOI^ 

The coTii'se of study is tixt d at tive yejirs, besides a supple meutary 
cdurHo r»f one year. C}iudid;ites for admission must be over twelve years * 
of iige and iwssess attainments at least equivalent to those of pupils 
who have completed the 2nd year course of a higher elementary school. 

As regards tlie number of public middle schcx)ls, it will l)e seen 
that 9 schools had been opened each in the Ken of Niigata and Chiba; 
3 each in the Fu of Osaka and the Ken of Hyogo and Gumba; 7 each 
in the Ken of Shizuoka, Nagano and Miyaki; 6 each in the Ken. of 
Ibaiaki, f nknoka and Oita; 5 each in (he Ken of Tochigi, Aomori . 
Yamagata^ Fnkushima, Wakayama, Yamagata, Sochi, Ehime, Na^saki, 
Knmamoto and Kagoshiraa ; i each in the Fu of Tokyo and Kyoto and 
the Ken of Saitama, Akita, Inrate, Miye, AicLi. Gifu, Fukui, Ishikawa, 
Okayama, Hiroshima, Kagawa^ and Saga; 3 each In the Hokkaido, and 
the Ken of Kanagawa, Yamanashi, Kara, Toyama, Shimane, Toknshima, 
and Miyazaki; 2 each .in the JSjen of Shiga and Tottori, and one in the 
JC» ol Okinawa. Theze were alao 22 piTate middle abhoob eetabliahed 
in the Fu ol TSfcjo, 2 each in the JTen ol Miyagi, and BiioBhima, and 
one each in the Fu of Osaka and the JKen of Hyogp, Non^ Aiohi, 
Saitama, Chiba, Toohigi, Shimane, Okayama and Ehime. 

The number of gcffenunent, pnblio and pEiiyate middle schools 
inohided 236 main and 22 btamcih departments^ the total being 258b Of 
these^ <me belonged to the class of government establishments^ 221 to the 
class of pnbHc establishments and 86 to the daas of priTate establishments. 
A compaiison with the preTioos year shows an inctreaae of 14 in the 
nmnber of public esfcabUshments and of 2 private SBtabUshmenta. ^Die 
increase in the number ol public establishments is owing to 2 having 
been opened each in the JSSsn of Hyogo and KUgata, and cm eacih in 
the Hokkaido, and the Km of Kanagawai, Tochigi, Miyagi, Aonuvi, 
Tamagata, Akita, Okayama, Ehime and ISikuoka. The increase in the 
number of private estabtishments is due to one having been opened in 
the Fu of Osaka and the Ken of Hiroshima. By the government 
establishment is meant the middle school c niiLGcted with the Tokyo 
Higher Normal School. The general cLaiacter of its work has been 
described under tlie heading of the above Norma! School. 

Tile; uuml)er of instructors in pnblio, and private middle schools was 
•i.tiSi), of whom 2,021 were regular teachers and 2,032 assistant teachers. 
This sliows an increase over the previous year of 246 regubr and 203 
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nssistaut teachers, the total beiug 449. The number of pupils vran 
94,696 aud^of graduates 11,131. The number of applicants for admission 
-was 53,096, of whom 31,657 were ttiroUed, while the number of those 
enrolled per cent, of appUcants was 69.62. These figures, if compared 
tnth the previous year, show an iiirrease of 6,045 in the number of 
XmpilSy of 1,684 graduates, of 2,612 applicants for admisaiou, of 2,061 
of those euzoUed and also of l.()2 in the percentage of those enrolled. 
The number of pupils in public and private estahllahments who left 
befre graduation was 16,099, of whom 9,148 left on account of domestic 
«onoems, 3,013 passed to other depaitments of study, 1,981 left oa 
aooonnt d Ulneas, 1,891 irare blotted out of the school legistezs, 66 weie 
expelled and 296 died. As regards the careers at the end of the 
piesent year of those who had graduated in the pnblio middle schools 
in the previons year, 848 passed on to the higher schools. 1,720 
entered special or technical schools, 476 either presented themselves as 
candidates for military cadets, or joined the army as one-year-volunteers 
or otherwise or entered naval schools ; 569 engaged in teaching service ; 
143 entered government service ; 600 engaged in various kmds of business 
on their own accomit ; and of 2,172 others, some are still unemployed 
or no exact information has yet been received; while 28 died. 

The growing number of applicants far admission to th middle schools 
has created the demand for further extension of school establishments. 
Endeavours have been made to eulatge school otganization and to establish 
6rm fonndaticms. for the support of sohoc^ by remodelling those belong- 
ing to the class of Gun, city or town establishments into those of Fu 
or Ken. However^ all labours taken on the part of those concerned 
were haixlly of any avail to meet the desires of those candidates for 
admission who exceeded the number officially fixed for recruitment. 
Tho above is the actual state of things almost in all localities. Though 
the ttiiuhnicv of tlie secondary edncation seems to liave taken some- 
what a decided cliunge in the present year, atili it will be seen that the 
l)ercentage of those enrolled for the present year reached not 60. Now 
lor the purpose of explanation, the statistical results obtained for the 
past five years will be mentioned l)elow, in regard to the number of 
applicants for admission and of those enrolled as weU as the percentage 
•uf the same; viz:

Although the number of applicants as well as of those actually 
enrolled has shown such inozease as above enumerated, still those who 
left before prmdiiation, aie oampiiiatiTely great, the proportion being 17 
against the total number of pupils and 60.86 against those enrolled.

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The nnniber of pupils in the main coijraes for the yetirs 1902-3 
dasaififid with reference io their respective school yoai' will be as foUoira : 
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HIGHER SCH00I3 FOB FEMALES. 

The oonxse of stodj of B^heir schools lor females eitends over fonr 
yearsy bat may be extended or curtailed by one year, aooording to local 
ciioumstanoes. In addition to general ooarses, supplementary oonrses 
not exceeding two years may be proyided. For the benefit of those 
desiring to study snch arts as are necessary for females* special art 
conrsee extending oyer not less than two and not more than fonr years 
may be established, in addition to general courses. Spedal ooorses of 
two or three years may also be so instituted, for the benefit of those 
graduates who are desirous to pursue some special branches of study. 

As regards the number of public higher scliook for females, it 
may be mentioned that in the Fu of Osak% and the Ken of Kagano, 
Yamagata and Fukuolca four were established; in the J*ttof Toky5 and 
the Esn of Ehime three ; in the Ken of Niigata, Aomori, Tochigi, 
Shiznoka, Mije, Aiehi, Shiga, Gifu, Shimane, and Yamaguchi two; 
while only one was opened each in the Hokkaido, and the Fu of Kyoto, 
jincl tlie Ken ol' Kanagawa, Saitama, Ciiiba, Ibaraki, Gumba, Yamanashi, 
Miyagi, Fukusliima, Iwjite, Akita, >[}'u<t;o, Nam, Fnkni, Ishikawa, Toya- 
iiiji, Wiikayama, Tt)ttt)ri, Okayama, Hirosliiiiiu, i'okusliiuia, Ka^awa, 
Kochi, Nagas^iki, Oita, Sapi, Kuuiaiuoto, Miyazaki, and Kagosliima. 
No such KeluK)l was yet establisLed in the Ken of Okinawa. But the Ken 
of Sliizuoka })ossc!sses two such schools established by private individ- 
uals, while only one of tliis description is provided in the Fu of 
Tukyo and the Ken ot (Jkayaina, Tliii sliinia and Ktimamoto. The 
number of higher schools for females inclmied one government, 72 public 
sind 7 private establishments, the total beiug 79. Compared with the 
previous year, this shows an increase of 11 public and a deoeaae of one 
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private establishments, the total number of increase beiiig 10. The 
increase iu the number of pablic establishments is due to one additioual 
school having been opened teoh in the Fu of Tokyd and the Een of 
Aichi and Aoniori, and one new school having been established in the 
Hokkaido and the Ken of Yamanaahi, Okayama, Hiroshima, Tokushima^ 
Kagawa, Nagasaki and Kumamoto; while the decrease of one private 
establiahment is doe to one having been abolished in the Ken of 
Sagawfti 

By the government establishment is meant the Higher School for 
Eemalee conneoted with the Higher Noimal School for Females. Its 
working has already been explained under the heading dealing with tiie 
above noimal school. 

The number of instmotois both in the public and private establish- 
ments was 1,160, of whom 678 were qualified and 687 unqualified 
instrootoES, showing an increase of 162 in the former and of 68 . in the 
latter, the total number of increase being 220. The number of pupils 
was 21,204 and of graduates 4,764. The number of applicants for 
admissibn was 11,021, of whom 7,863 were enioUed, the proportion being 
66.80 per cent, of the applicaute. The above figures, compared with 
the previous year, ^ow an inczease of 3,989 in the number of pupils, 
1,174 graduates, 3,110 applicants for admission, and 1,121 of those 
enioUed, while the percentage of those enrolled decreased by 12.10. As 
regMcds the careers ol 1,866 pupils, who had graduated in the main 
courses of public higher schools for females in the previous year, 869 
were admitted either to the special courses or to the supplementary 
courses of the schools in which they liad liitliorto studied, 17 entered 
tlie Higher Normal ScIkxjI for Feuiiiles, 238 attended the various (^tlier 
soliools, 203 have engaged in teaching, 593 liavo devot^l themselves to 
})ractical pursuits or to domestic affairs, and 3^> liave married, besides 
410, of whom no exact inlormation has yet been revmxed at this Depart- 
moiit and 7 died. The number of pupils in pulilic and private higher 
schools for famales who loft before gi'aduatioii during the present 
year was 2,848, of whrmi 1889 left on a('(U)unt of domestic concerns, 
366 changed tlieir depaiiments of study and 440 left in consequence of 
illness, besides 153 wiiose names were struck out of the registers, whiis 
68 died. 

Tlie following table shows the annual comparative statistics relating 
to the number of higher schools for females both public and pdvate 
and of instr^ctqirs, . pupils and gradnates. 
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HIQH£E SCHOOLS. 

There ai-e ©iglit liiglier schools, iiicludiiig those from the let to the 
6th, and tlie TthlHigher School, (^shikwan) and the Yamaguchi Higher 
School ; the Yamaguchi Higiier Sch(X)l being founded in accordance with 
Art. 1 of regulations relating to goYemment and public schools to be 
established by donations. 

As regards the subjects of study, almost all iiigher schools are now 
simply proridod with the. preparatory courses to the universities. Bat 
the 6th Higher School is still provided with the engineering depart- 
ment, besides the preparatory oourse, the com^e of study ezteodiug over 
four years in the former and three years in the latter. 

Among the piinoipal regolatioDS either issued or reyised daring the 
present year may be mentioned those relating to competitive examiufttions . 
prescribed by the Department of Education. According to these xegola^ 
tioiu9» all higher schools either revised or abolished all provisioiis xelait*- 
ing to entrance examinations previously prescribed in their respective 
school regulations. In the 2nd | Higher School, regolatiicms relating to 
the distributioa of school business -were revised. New regulations for 
day-pupils ureis also estabUshed. As regards regulations for entranoe 
examinations, candidates for French laws or iFrendh Uteratore are 
made to uudezgo the said examintion in Tgnglinii or FEonch, and those for 
German literahne in "Rnf^^***^ or German. In the 4th Higher iSohooL, 
lor French is prosGribed besides EEig^sh and German in the 3rd depart- 
ment exdusiTely. In the 5th Higher Sehool, the course of study to be 
imposed on candidates for French literature were cancelled. In the 
engineering department, attempts were made to extend the work of 
experimental mannfaotnres. Persons were specially appointed to talce 
chaige of the mannfaotured articles and preTions regulations relating to 
the piocess of applications for the mannfactuies were revised. In the 
7th Higher School (Zosihikwan) superrisory regulations for day-pupils 
were prescribed. In the Yamaguohi Higher Sohod, spedal examma-. 
tions were abolished and the term oxaminationB leduoed in nnmber. 

School equipments in hi^er schools show no great diffinenoe from 
what had been mentioned in the last report. Among the principal 
buildings of tike let Higher School may be mentioned the additional 
dining rooms and dormitories ; of the 4th Higher School, two dormitory 
buildings, together with a new hospital belonging to tliem ; of tlxo 
5th Higher School, the purchase of JEloot's blower for the use of the 
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engineering deportment; of the 7th Higher School (Zoahikvan), the 
dunpletion of the principal parts of buildings indnding class-sooms, etc., 
as wn!l as of the additional buildings ol a Ubraiy; and of the Yama- 
guclii Higher School, additional buildings of a daflfihioom of chemistiy. 
As to the training of pupils, strict snperrision and kind protection aie 
kept. Dorniitone^; aie pEOTided in oomnection with all higher schools^ 
except the 2nd. Gymnastic systems are also generally well regulated. 
Thns pii{^ ace showing nnifemn and satia&otoEy lesntts in iheir health, 
oondnoti, etc. 

The nnmber of instructots wag 301, indnding 180 piolesaona, 31 
assistant piofessoro, 75 other instroetoni spedally appointed or tem- 
poRixily employed and 24 foveigneiB. The number of papils was ^7S1, 
ci whom 4,609 belonged to the pieparatoty oooises to the nniTeisities 
and 172 to the engineering department. The number of graduates 
was 875, of whom 866 were in. the prepaiatoiy and 19 in the 
engineering departments. If the foreign instructors be classified accord- 
ing to their natioualities» it will be seen that there are 11 belonging to 
Germany, 9 to England, 2 each belonging to the United States of 
America and France and one to Switzerland. Gompaied with the 
previons year, the number of instnustoiB increased by 16, of those 
specially appointed or temporarily employed by 2 and of foreign 
instructors by one, the total increase in the number of instructors 
being 19 ; while the number of pupils and graduates increaswl by 
420 and 119 respectively. There were also 4 Cliiuese and Corcau umong 
the pupils in the 1st Higher School. As to the careers of the graduates 
at the end of the ]n-esent year, it will be s^^en that 691 were admitted 
to the Imperial Uuivei-sity of Tokyo, 158 to the Imperial UniYei"sity of 
kyOto, 2 appointed instmctni-s in schools, and 2 still unemployed, besides 
3 of whom no exact information was yet been received. As regards 
ihe graduates of the engineering department, 13 entered gf>Yernment 
service and 6 irt i. t;nga{^^ by companies; among the graduates of tho 
1st Higher ScIkx)! there is one Chinese. No graduates were yet turned 
out from tlie Gih and the 7th Higlier Sc1k)o1 (Zoshilcwan), on accoimfc 
of their having been but lecently established. According to investiga- 
tions made at the end of September of tho present year into the 
number of fresh pupils actually enrolled, with reference to the schools 
in which they had previously attended, it will be seen that out of 
1,582 pupils admitted to higher schools 29 had attended the government, 
1,118 public ond 483 priyate middle ischool^ besides 2 who wero^ 
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snooessfnl in preparatory examinatioii and admitted. The uuraber of 
apiiUoanto for admiamon to tbp flt^t year classes was 4,456 for the 
prepazatory courses to the umyersities, and 118 for the engmeeriiig. 
department, the total being ^4^74. Of the above appliDaiits, those 
actually enrolled were 1|6B9 (indndlng 3 Chinese) in the piepaiatorj 
coozBea to Hud imiTenltieB and ^ in the engineeiing department, the 
total number enrolled being 1,646 or 35.99 per eent^ of the apptioants. 
If the above figures be oompaxed witli those of the '.prerious year, the 
number of applioante deoroased by 478 and ol those actually enrolled 
by 66, vhile the percentage of the latter shows an increase of 2.23^ 
'HiB somber of pupils irho left iras 249, domestio concerns being the 
principal reason. The number ol those vhoae names were stmdc off 
school registexB was 44. The number of those yrho were eacpelled was 
6, whUe 18 died. 

The foUowing table shows the number of Instructors, pupils and 
graduates in the higgler schools^ and Hba annual oosnpaiatiTe statistics 
relating to the same. 
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There aie two imiversities, vijs., the Imperial University of Tpkyo 
asid the Imperial University of Kyoto. 

The Imperial Univerdty of Tohp : — The University consists of 
the University Hall and six Colleges of Law, Medicine, Engineering, 
Literatnre, Science and Agriculture. The College of Law includes the 
two 0001*865 of Law and PoliticB, with 30 ])rofossorial chairs. The Col- 
lege of Medi(;iue includes the two murses of Medicine and Pharmacy, witli 
28 professorial chairs. In connection with this College is established 
a course of lectures on State Medicine. The College of Engineering 
incLudes the nine courses of Civil Engineering, Mechanical Engineering, 
Naval Architecture, Technology of Arms, Electrical Engineering, Arcliitec- 
ture. Applied Chemistry, Teclmology of Explosives, and Mming and 
Metallurgy, with. 29 professorial cliaii-a. The College of Literatui© 
inclmies the mne <K)urses of l^liilosophy, Japanese Literature, Chinese 
Liiteratare, Japanese Hiytor}^ History, Philology, English Literature, 
Gennan Literature and Ejcench Literature, with 21 professorial chairs. 
The College of Boienoe incindeB 'the eight courses of Mathematifis, 
A st ronomy, Theoretical Physics, Praotioai Physios, Cbemistry, Zoology, 
Botany and Gecdogy, with 22 professorial obaiis. The College of 
AgricuUnre indndes the four oouises of Agrictiltnxe, Agrloultnnil ohem- 
istzy, Forestiy and Yeterinazy Soienoe, -with 23 prolessorial chaiis. For 
Ibe tiauiing of piaotiaal formers, technioal oonzaes of Agricnlture, PaiestEy 
and Yetexinaiy Soienoe aie instituted in oonnednon -vith the Oolkge 
of Ag^icultuie. Post^radnate Qonxses axe established in connection 'with 
the Gbllegies of Medicine, Literature and Science. An electiTe course 
is also instituted in each college. There is also a library in connection 
wifli the UniTersity. Hospitals are conndoted with the College of 
Medicine. A Historit^apfaic Conmiittee is appointed in the OoUege of 
Litexatnre. Conneoted with the College of Soienoe ore the Tokyo 
Astoonomical Obeemtory, the Botanical Qasden, the Seiamoiiggkwl 
Observatory and the Marine IjabcKatory. The forests for practice, the 
experimental farms, the veterinary hospitals, the laboratory for forest 
technology, and horseshoeing, together with buildmgs intended for 
sericultui'e, are connected witii tlie College ol Agriculture. Several 
other laboiatorios belong to the Colleges of MediciutJ, liugineeing, Science 
and Agriculture. 

As regpjds the length of the courses of study, it may suffice to 




mention that in the College of Law, no defimte term of study is fixed^ 
but an ordinary examination is held once in each aciidemio year, and 
final exaininatirn for such students ius liave passed the fourth ordinary 
examination. In the G^llego of Medicine, the final examination is held 
for those stu lrnts who have passed the annual examination for four 
years in medicine and for tlD-eo years in pharmacy. In all other colleg«5, 
the coiu"ses of stndy extends over tliree years for each subject. The 
})eri(xl of scieuiiiic iuTestigations by students in the Univei-sit}' Hall is 
fixed at five j'ears, and in the cr^pn of students of medicine, engineering 
science, and agricultiu«, the first two years must be devoted to study 
ia the colleges to which they respectively belong. 

Among the YaiioiiB xegulatioiiB either established or revised during^ 
the present year may be mentioned as foUows : — In the College 
of Law, History of LegislAtioji and CSompaiative Hisbny of Legislation 
whioh had been taken as a coin:so of one chair were now divided 
into two chairs, viz., History of Legislation and Oompaiative History 
of Legislatioii. In the College of Medicine, a new chair of Dentistry 
was institatecL In the Ck>llege of Science, S ohAiis of MaihematioB 
ivere increased to 4. Isi the College of AgHoidtiiiQ^ a new chair 
of UtOity of Foxeste was insfcitatod. In the OdUege of Medicine, 
Medical Chemisity waa added to tiie 1st yeax*s comse of Medicine. 
EmbiyolQgy of the 2nd yaat^s comae waa supeneded by a comae 
ol Obmpaiatiye Anatrany and embiydogy. In the 3id year, a 
Comae of PemonatniitionB In Patholcgical Anatomy and also clinioal 
kctmnea on ont-patients on the diaeaaea of the ear, noee, and throat 
ipeie newly inatttnted. In the 4th year, dinical lectoxea on the 
diaeaaee ol the ear, noae^ and throat, clinical lectmes on ont-patienta^ 
and clinical leetores on ont-patienta for dentiatiy weie also newly 
institotod. In flie GoUege d literature, History of Chinese literature 
was added to ib» 8nd yearns comae of Chinese liteiatme for the 
benefit of those exdnsiTely devoted to Literature, la. tlie College 
of Science, revisions were introduced into the oonises of Mathematics, 
Astronomy, Theoretical Physics, Practical Physics, Chemistry etc. In 
the comau of Geology, Geography and Practice in Drawing were 
newly instituted. 

Among the equipments completed during the present year may 
be mentioned the aquarium and aquatic pond belonging to the 
lectme-room for Physiolog}', a room attached to z<Kjlogical rooms for 
Hygiene, a room for suigical operation belonging to a hospital 
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•connected with the College of Medicine, rooms for warming engines ; 
in the College of Engineering, a laboratory for applied chemistry, 
a laboratory for brewing, a laboratory I for eleotxioal engineenng etc., 
in the Ck)l!ege of Litexature, a room for practical experiments for 
psychological physios; in the College of Agrioultnze, a laboratory 
for farm produce, buildings on the specimen farm grounds, buildings 
for sericulture, stalls for cattle, hot-houses belonging to hoaitoultural dept. 
Ai laboxatoiy for horseshoeing, et(^ A large addition was made during 
the year to the University Ijibrary, the number of volumes either 
pmebased or oontribnted being 14,709, besides many instmments and 
-apparatus. 

The number of instnxotors in the Colleges was 256, ineLnding 
106 -pBoiiBsaatB, 67 assistant profesaocs^ 76 persons speciaUy appointed 
and 17 fozeigneis, showing an ineiease of 2 prafesaoiB, 6 assistant 
-professors and 4 persons specially appointed, and a decrease of one 
foaceigner. Besides the instmotoro above menttoned, tfaeie were 42 
sapemnmeraiy assistant professors, of whom 8 were held responsible 
for professorial chairs committed to them, 6 are now studying in 
foreign countries, and one employed by a foreign goreimnent. There 
was also one snpemumnaiy professor who is now nndw the service 
<xf a foriegn government Of the foreign professors above mentioned, 
5 belong to Germany, 3 to the United States of America, 2 each 
io Great Britain, Bnssia, and Erauce, and one eadi to Switzerland, 
Italy and China. 

During the present year, instmctors in each college were sent 
on tours for the practical gaidance of stttdents; four times by the 
College of Iaw, nine times by the College of Medicine, seventeen 
times by the CoUegd of Enguieering, once by the College of literature, 
six times by the College ol S(^nce and nineteen times by the 
College of AgriGulture, the total number of tours being 56. They 
were also sent on tours for sdeufcific investigation; once by the 
College of Medicine, thirty-three times by the College of Engineering, 
four times by the College of Literature, fifteen times by the College 
of Science, and twelve times by the College of Agiicnlturo, the 
total number of toui-s being 66. They wore also sent to foreign " 
coimtries, once by the C'olle^ of Imw, twice by the College of 
Medicine, once by the College of Engiuooring, twice by the College 
of Literature and four times by the College of Agriculture, the total 
number of tours being 10. 
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The number of students in the Uniyersity Hall was 531 and of 
students and pupils in the OoUfigM 2,403 and 47X, the total being 3,405, 
lowing an increase over the prerioiis year of 64 students in the 
•University .Hall and oi 200 students and 20 pupils iii the Colleges, the 
total increaao being 284. Of the students in the College of Medicine^ 
^ were oommitted to the' College by the Department of War and 11 by 
that of Navy. Of ijiose in the College of Engineering, 10 weie 
OQmniitted by the Department of Navy, and 8 belong to the MiUiaiy 
-Sohool ol Axtilleiy and Engineeiing, as well aa 2 stndenta in the College 
jol Sdenoe. Two Students in the College of AgrioidtiiTe weie committed 
by the Depaitment of War, 11 belong to the Bepaztment of AgricaltoKe 
and Commeioe as aided students, 3 pnpsls belong to the Boxean of 
Xmpeiial Domain as aided papilB» 22 pnpila oonmiitted by tbe Department 
of War, and 23 pupils by tbe Department of Agrienltmn and Commeroe. 
■Among tbe stodents and pupils^ there weie one fcaeigner in tbe Uniyeisiiy • 
Hall and 18 in the Colleges. The one in the UniTsnnty Hall is a 
•Coreau, 5 in the CoUegd of Lav axe Chinese, one in the College of 
Medicine in an East Indian, and of those in the College of Engineering 5 
are Chinese and 6 East Indians, while one in tiie CoUege of Agiicultme 
is. a Corean. During the present year, theie were 44 students in the 
UniTersity Hall whose term of sfcndy had expired. The number of 
graduates in tbe Odkges was 457, and of pupils who had completed * 
their courses 226, showing an increase of 51 students fmd 46 pupils, as 
compared with the previous year. Among the pupils who had completed 
their courses, one in the College of Law is a Corean, wliilc of tlioso in 
the College of Medicuie one comes from th© Philippine Islands and the 
other is Coreaii. 

The number of applieauts for iwiiuissiuu to the Colleges during the 
year was 766 students and 712 pupils. Of the former 743 and of the 
latter 296 were eui-ulled. Amoug the ptipils, there were 9 foreigners, 
one each iu the College of Law and Engineering l)eing Chinese, 6 in 
the same College East ludiang, while one in the College of Agriculture 
is a Coroan. It is to be noticed tliat in the case of studentn the number 
of appUcauts and of tho^ enrolled is almost the name, on account of 
the graduates of the higher schools having I x eu admitted without 
examination, while in the case of pupils, a gieat majority of them 
eome up to be atlmitted without preparation, so as to cause a great 
diversity in theii' attaimuents. The ages of those eniUled were as 
follows :

During the pi-esent year, donnitodeB were esfcabllshed in the College 
of Agricultiire. The number of resident students and pupils was 38 
and 144 respectively, showing an increase of 8 each of students and 

pupils, cas compared "with tlio previous year.

Those who have completed the electiTe ooares in the coUegeti and thubo who have 
oomptoted tho oonrae of lectnxes on State MedMne ** mm ladttded among the piq^lf who 
liay« gMdniitfldL But Uxmw who haye completed ttie poatfimdnAte oatDMe in eadi oolkge 
ara not indnded. 
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At tJie end, of fhe pvoKnt year, tho UniTeiBity libnuy «»titiwBd 
330,986 Toliunaa, of wliieh 197,901 weie Japanese ana Ohinfiae worka 
and 193,684 Emopeao, ahowing an inoieaae over the prBTioua year of 
6,424 Yolmnes of Japanese and GhineBe works and of 6,626 Tolumes d 
European works. Tliere was also a collection belonging to the College 
of Agriculture, consisting of 28,871 volumes of which 16,257 were 
Jn])a]iese and Cliiueso works, and 12,614 Euro|>eau, showing an iucreaKe 
o^■er tlie previous year of 742 voknues of Japanese and Chinese works 
and of 017 Tolnmes of Eurot^)6an works. The uuml»er of days on 
which the Library was open, during the present year was 3()4, 
includmg 244 wcok-days, Sundays, and 60 days during the summer 
vacation. The number of visitors was 31,431 and of books iLsed by 
them 186,374. Compared witli tlio previous year, the numljer of days 
on which tlie Librarv was t neu increased bv 4, of the visitoi-s bv 
2,762, and of Ixxjks used by tiir in b}' 24,876. Dunng the present 
year, the number of persons in rocoi}>t of special tickets for admission 
included 159 graduates of the colleges, 4 elective students and 57 
persons to whom the said tickets were granted on the consideration 
of special connections existing between them and tlic University. Tlie 
compilation of the catalogue of Japanese and Chinese works commenced 
since the previous year was also continued down te the present year, 
and it is intended that the same should be completed and piinted in 
the following year. 

The number of out-patients treated in ;the UniT^ity Ilospitals 
attached to the College of Medicme during the year iros 178,478, of 
whom 47,904 were new patients and 136,574 for second treatment, 
showing an increase of 9,069 h^ tlie number of new patients and of 
24,440 for second treatoient. The actual number of in-patients was 
4,950, showing an inci-ease of 1,119, as compared wiih the preTioua 
year; while the nominal number was 147,876, showing an increase of 
11,880, aa compared with the preyious year. The subjects dissected 
in the kcture-xooma for anatomy, pathology, medieal jnzispinidenoe, and 
psychiatzy and iu the hospitals was 576, of which 379 ware males and 
197 females, showing an increase of 80, as compared with the previous 
year. Of the subjects dissected dunng the year, those treated in the 
hospitals were greatest in number, followed by those sent from orphan 
aaylums, while the remainder came &om prisons and from the hospitals 
of Sugamo and Komagome. 

As ^egads tue Astronomical Obsenratory coimeoted with the CSoUeg^ 
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of Science, besides the pure work of astronoraicAl oV)servatioiLs, the 
detorminutiou of the chronometer correction has been prosecuted, and 
the iuTestigation of the method of computation of the tide hours oanied 
on as in the previous year. Observations on milky way were also 
prosecuted during the months of July and August in the Km of Qita. 
The Almanac for 1903 having been completed during the preyions jeai', 
the sheet almanac wns sent to tLo Jinbusho (office for oontroHing aflbirs 
relating to the Imperial Ancestral Temple), followed by the full one, 
to be adopted as the original copy of almanac for the year. The 
completion of the above almanac was sooa followed by the work of 
new computation for 1904. . The sheet almanac was finished.by March 
in the present year and sent to the Jinbusho, to be soon followed by 
the full one which was then almost being finished. Xotioes of meridian 
were also sent to the Depaxtments of War and Communications^ and 
the Central Meteordogical Observatory, as in the previous year. 

The number of visitors to the Botanical Gardens was 81»191, ol 
whom 7,329 were bearers of special tickets and 10,862 were otherwise, 
showing an Increase of 12,480 for the fonner and a decrease of 1,010 
for the latter, while the daily average .was about 229, showing, if 
compared with previous year, a decrease of 88, including 340 foreigners 
and 43 bearers of special tickets. Contracts lor exchanges cl seeds 
.have been made with 117 botanical gardens in foreign countries also 
showing an increase of 6, as compared with the previous year. During 
the year, 914 stumps or shoots ol live plants and 48 bags of seeds 
were received. 

With regard to the Marine Laboratory connected with the College 
of Science it may be mentionetl that during the present year, or in 
spring, summer and wiutcr, tliree professoi-s, seven afcitiiatant professoi-s, 
forty-three students and pupils as well as tliii-ty-niiie pupils iu the Ist 
Special Institute for the Training of Teachers went down there for the 
purpose of zoological and botanical investigations. They also made 
frequent visits at other times. A meeting dL the Marine Laboratory 
Association was also opened as usual for Uiree weeks from the let ol 
August. There wm more than twenty applioanis for admission, indudtng 
instructors in normal schools and middle schools, but only fourteen 
were admitted to attend the practical course of instruction necessary 
for secondary education. The number of visitors was 600. 

In the Historiqgraphio Section of the University, various historical 




tzmterials iuolndiiig liistory and old reooids haye been ooUeotod aiuoe 
tbe preTxms ywr, Dining tbB year, lat vohiine of tfaa 4Uk Beriea (the 
period of EamakaraX ^ Sid Ydimie of the 6th aezies and the Sid 
volume of 12th aexiea (the period of Yedo) of the hiatorioal materials 
were published, together with the 3zd and 4tli yolnmes of the anoient 
recoirds. New reseatchea weie made into the hisfecrioal materials in 
possessicm of the nobility and tamples in the (My of Tokyo, and copies 
were also taken by spedal penuiasiob of the ancient records belonging 
to the Imperial poBSOssions pxeserred in the Slios5in (a temple at I^aia) 
as in tbe prsTions year. Various tonrs were made in. such localities 
as Kydto^ Kara, etc ; in order to make furUier reseaxches into tiie 
materials. All materials collected since the pre'rions year haTS been 
copied and photographed. 

The Jmjyeriid Umveraity ^ Kyoto : — The tTrnTeraity cODsists of 
the TTniTeisity Hall and the Colleges of Law, Medicine, and Science 
and Engineering. The College ol Law ino h ides the two oonraes of Law 
and Politics, with 23 prafessorial chairB. The College of Medidne 
indndes one conine of Medicine with IS professorial chaiTa. The 
CoH^e of Science and Engineering includes 8 oottrses ol Mathematics, 
Physics, Pure Chemistry, Chemical Technology, Civil Engineering, 
Mechanical Engineering, Electrical Eugineeriug, and Mining and 
INietallurgy, -with 2G professorial chairs, No electiYe coni-se is established 
in the University. However those not qualified for admission as regular 
students, but desirous of attending the lectures or ex^jtsiiraents on on© 
or more Bubjt^cts prescribed in the colleg(^ courses may be admitted. 
A hospital is also connected with the college. The UniYeisity possesses 
a. Ubrarj' for the use of instructors and students. 

Terms of attendance are prescrilied as follows : in the CDllege of 
Law, the slioi-test term is fixed at four academic years, tlie coiu"sg for 
any one subject never extending over more than eight academic years. 
Tlie sliortest term of attendance in the Cbllego of IMedicine is fixed at 
four academic yeaiB, likewise never* extending over eight at^iulemic yoai"s. 
In the College of Science and Engineering the shoi-test term is fixed at 
three academic yeai-s, never extending over six academic jeais, the 
shortest term at the University Hall is fixed at one year. 

Professorial duiii-s inaugurated during the year include those of 
Civil Procedure and Private International Law, and either of Commercial 
Law or Law of Bankruptcy in the College of Law, and thcwe d 
Mjodical jQrispruden(?e, . Children's Diseasesi iSkin Diseases. Syphilis and 
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Psychiatry in the College of Medicine. As regards the practical courses, 
tho06 oi l^olitical Economy, State Law, Criminal Law, Law of CiTil 
3Pn)oedtae, Litemational Law were opened. 

regards the equipments of the Uniyeiaity, it ma^* be mentkmed 
tliat all lecture-iooiDB in the College of Law were entirely completed. 
Those for anatomy, hygiene, physiology, and meteria medica In the 
College of Medicine were also completed dmiiig the year. The lectoie- 
loomB fat medioal ehemietry, pathology and pathological anatomy are 
now in course of constmctioii. The patients* rooms in the hospital 
will also soon be ready for use. 

The number ol Instructors in the colleges included 49 professois^ 
19 assistant professors and 24 persons spedaUj appointed, besides one 
foreigner, the idUiX number being 93, showing an increase of 6 each in 
the number of piofessois and those spedially appointed and a decrease 
of one assistant pivofesaor. This ineiease in the number of instmctoiB 
k due to the professorial ohalzs hitherto oooupied by some of them as 
additional duties, or by seTeral of fhem oonjdntly haying been oommitied 
to proper instmotors on their return from foraign oountzies, and also to 
some chau-s having been added to those pieyiously instituted. Beades 
there were 15 assistant profeBSors now studying abroad. 

During the present year, instmctots in eadi college were sent on 
ionis either for scientific investigation or lor the practical guidance of 
students; twice by the College ot Iaw; nine times by tiie College of 
Medicine and twmty-one times by the OoUege of Science and Engineering, 
the total number of tours being 32. 

The number of students in the UniTezsity Hall was 48 and of 
students and pupils in the colleges 665 and 28, diowing an increase 
of 18 in the former and of 135 in the latter ; while the number of 
TpagSis decreased by 3, as compared with the previons year. The 
graduates for the pxesent yeajr were exdusively turned out by the 
College of Science and Engineering, the number being 35. 

Hie number of applicants for admission to the colleges during the 
Year was 176, all of whom were enrr)lled, liesides 19 pupils- It is to be 
noticed that in lite cas€> of studeuts the miniber of applicants and of those 
eurtjlled was exactly the sjinie ; this is duo to the aduiissiou of graduates 
(;f higher schools, and of those who have liitlierto attended the Imperial 
University of Tokyo. There is one admitted to the CV)llege of Science 
and Engiiieeriiig who hud passed the test for schoUistic attainments.

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; The Dumber of those who left before graduation duiing the present 
year included one student and five pupils in the College of Law, 6 
special students in tlie College of Medicine and 2 stndents and 4 special 
students in the Coll* gc ( f Scionee and tkigineering, the total being 27 ; 
while one in the College of Law died. 

Ah regai'ds the careei-s of those who had gi"aduated in tlie College 
o£ Science and Engineering, 2 were app 'luted instructors in government 
Schools, 9 teclmolc^sts in government oliices, I'd technologits in various 
companies, 4 were admitted to the University Hall, while of the 
Temaining 7, no exact information has yet been received. If the 
number of previous gi*aduates be added to those above mentioned, 
it will be seen that there are 11 directors of, and instructors in, 
government schools, 44 technologists in government offices, 37 technologists 
in companies or private mining establishments, 9 students in the 
UoiTeiBitj Hall, one government student in a focdgn country, 3 went 
abroad and one died ; w hile of the remaining 7, no exact infonnation 
has yet been zeoeived in regard to their careers. 

Tlie UniYBZBity Library contained at the end of the pzesmt year 
91,538 volnmeB of which 55,853 were Japanese and Chinese works and 
35,685 European, showing nn iucreaae over the previous year of 7,04r) 
Tolmnes of Japanese and Chinese works and of l),605 ToLnmes oi 
European wocks. The number of dajs on which the Library was open 
during the present year was 285, consisting of 238 week-days, besides 
47 days including Sundays and other holidays. The number of visitors 
was 4,628, the daily aTemge being abonfc 17 on week-days and about 
10 on Snndays*and other holidays. If a distinction be made of the 
number of Tisitcnfl, it will be seen that 4,521 oonsist of the instructors 
and students of the UniTetsity, while the bearers of speoial tickets for 
admission were 107 in number. 

The number of out-jiatients treated in the hospital attached to 
the College of Medicine during the year was 92,562, of whom 25,4d0 
were new patients and 67,082 for second treatment, showing on increase 
of 13,065 for the former and of 40,168 for the latter, the total increase 
being 53,253, as compared with the previous year. The actual number 
of in^patiants was 2,^4^ while the nominal number was 74,436, showing 
an increase of 1,211 for the farmer and of 38,114 for the latter, as 
compared with the previous year. 

Of flie subjects dissected daring the year, those treated in the 
UniTereity Hospital are greatest in number, all other subjects being 
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contributed either by those iuterested iu such inyestigatious or medioal 
schoob or prisoas. 



SPECIAL SCHOOLS. 

The number of special schools incliided 8 government, 4 public, 
and 46 private establiBliments, showing an increase of one private 
establishment, as compared with the previous year. By the government 
establishments aie meant the special sehools of medicine of Ghiba» 
Sendai, Okayama, Kanazawa and Nagasak, the T5kyo Foreign Language 
School, the Tokyo Fine Art School and the Tdkyo Academy of Music. 

Spead SdiodU Medkme : — Eadi soliool ie patovided irith two 
oouises of study including medidne and phannaoy except one at Okayama 
in whidi the comae c£ pharmacy is not established. The cooxse ci 
study extends aver four yeais in medicine and three yeais in phmmacy. 

Among the chief leTiaions introduced into the xegnilations during 
the year may be mentioned the tuition-fees for ^bd comse of phaimacy 
whicih was xaised to yen 25 per annum in order to suit the ciicamstancee 
of the times and also to supply the expenses of the school. Those 
who may suspend their study lor the dischaige of militatry duty, are to 
he exempted bom the payment of tuition-fees. 

The school equipments were almost in the same condition as 
described In the last report. 

The number of instructois was 109, indudiug 52 professors, 14 
assistant professors, and 36 persons specially appointed or temporaxllj 
employed. The number of pupils was 2,183, of whom 2.021 belonged 
to the course of medidne and 162 to pharmacy. The number of 
graduates was S29 in medicine and 31 hi pharmacy, the total number 
being 360. The above figures show, if compared with the preyious 
y^r, a decrease of one assistant professor, while the number of persons 
specially appointed or temporarily employed increa^^ed by 4, of pupils 
by 155 and of gradu.itHS by 19. The number of applicant for 
julmission was 1,341, of wiiom 625 were enrolled. The number of those 
who left before graduation was 135, of whom 68 left in consequence of 
private concerns or sickness. Those who were ordered to leave on 
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account of nou-payment of tuition fees or of non-pioficieiun- were 37 in 
number, while 6 were expelled for rmbecomiiig oondtict, and 24 died.

The connn ol 
instnictioii extends over thxee jesia. Besides the legolar oouise, ^ 
subsidiaiy oonxse is established iar giving instraotiou in politiaal eoonomy, 
intoinational law, and the sdenoe of edueatiim. Begalar pnpils of the 
3id year olasa are allowed to study one or two of the above snbjeots at 
their option. A speeial ooorae of two years for each of the above 
languages is also provided. 

As to the sehool equipinentSy it may be mentioued that additional 
buildingB had been oonstruoted durmg tlie year, and ample advantages 
been thus seouied for instruction. 

The number of instrDctars was 12 and of assistant instructors 9, 
besides 13 peiaons spedaily appdnted and 11 foreigners, the total being 
45. The number of pupils was 821, of whom 410 belonged to the 
principal, 52 to the post-graduate, 29 to the elective, and 330 to the 
special course. The number of grjuliiates ^vas 79 iu tlie principal coui-se. 
one in the elective course and G2 in the special com^e, the total Iwiii^ 
142. A comparison wili the previous year shows that the number of 
Bf^istant itistinictors increased by one, of pupils by 179 and of graduates 
by 49, wliile the number of persons specially appointed decreased by 
one. Tlie number of foi^eign instructorH included one eiich of English, 
French, GeiDian, Spanish, Italian, American, and liusstan, and 2 each 
of Ciiinesf^ and Coroan. regards the careers of graduates of the 

principal eoiu-so for the present year, 8 were appointed government 
officials, 20 eugfiged either in banking or other companies, 14 as instruct- 
ors in schools, 3 went abroad for study, 3 joined tlie army as one- 
year-volunteei's, one engjiged in practiced ptti"suits, 5 went abroad as 
members of banking or other companies, 13 are pursuing their study 
as students, and 12 are still midecided as to occupation they intend to 
follow. Daring the present year, the mimber of applioants for admission 
to the principal course was 533, to the post-graduate course 34, to the 
elective course 20 and to the special ooorae di8. Of the alxA e applicants 
for admission, the number of those enrolled was 229, 34, 20, and 3^8 
respectively. The average age of those enrolled in the prmcipal coiuTae 
was 20 years and nine montlis. Tlie number of tliose who left before 
graduation was 80 in the principal and 252 in the special coarse, the 
total being 332. There were 170 who left at their own request, and 
157 who were struck out <^ the school register. The number of those 
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who died was 4 iu the piincipal and one iu the S}>eciai c«uri^. 

The following table shows the number of instruotoiB, pupils, and 
graduates, together with the annual oomparatiTe statistics relating to 
the same. 
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Tohfj Fine AH School : — This institution is provided with live 
(xmrst^s of stud}- iiu^luding Painting, Designing, Sculpture, Architecture 
(omitted for tlio present), and Industrial Fine Arts. Each course of 
study extends over four years, a juBparatory course of one year Ijeing 
imposed on every pupil. For the benefit cl those who may desire to 
oontmtie their studies after gradnatioii, a post-graduate course extending 
over noft more than three jeai-s was established, and for those instructor 
of drawing engaged in schools belonging to the class of Fu or Ken 
establishments or in public or private middle schools, or higher schools 
for females, or tedimcal kcIiooIs', who may desire to sa^lement their 
studies in special arts of drawing, a training course of drawing 
extending over not less than oaoe year and not mors than two yeaacs 
was established, besides an elective cotuse for those desiring to study 
one or mora speda] bxanbhes of the fine' arts. PnpUs are to be taken, 
as a mle^ bom among the graduates of middle schools. Tbey are to 
be pxovisionally admitted and trained in the pcaotical arts for a oertaiia 
utmiber of months, and formal admission to he granted to those who 
show themselTes most excellent in their artistic results. 

As regards school bidldingSt only a part was re-erected and all 
other parts are of old construction. The method of instmciion was 
howcTer impiored &om year to year; and the fint exhibition was 
opened in the school in the present year. 

.The number of instmotois was 42, of whom 18 were piofessoro, 
13 assistant professors, and 11 specially appointed or temporaiily 
employed. The number of pupils included 63 in the course of painting, 
8 in designing, 8 in scolptnre^ }2 in indnstrial fine acts; besides 77 in 
the preparatory, 118 in the electire, 34 in the post-gradoate coarse, and 
4 in the training course of drawing, the total .being 324. The number 
of graduates included 20 in painting, 8 in sculptnro, one in industrial 
fine arts, 28 in the eleotiye oonrse, and 8 in the training course of 
drawing, the total being 60. Clompared with the previous year, this 
shows an increase of 8 piofessoxs and a decrease of 2 persons spedaUy 
appointed or tem|x>rarily employed ; while the number of pupils and 
graduates increased by 11 and 8 respectively. There were also 6 pupils 
who have completed the post-graduate course. Of those who had 
completed the preparatory course, IG passed on to the course of painting, 
0 to designing, 3 to sculpture and (5 to industrial fine aiis. As regards 
the careers oi the graduates of the principal coui-se, 12 were appointed 
instructor s, 10 have settled in busuiess for themselves, 3 have entei-ed

The main 
oomise is snbdiTide^ into thiee aeotioiis of Yooal mnflie, insfcramental 
mnaio, and* mns^ oompoeitioD. The nonnal oomse is also diTided into 
two seeti^* X. and B., the fonner being designed to offisr the inatroct- 
,q^, ill nonnal schools, middle schools and highar schools for females, 
' .and the latter to give the teacheis in elementary schools, snch blanches 
of stndy as axe appropriate to instruction in' music. The coozae of 
study extends over one year in the preparatcvy, three yeara in the main, 
two years in the post-graduate, three years in the nomal oooise A., 
and one year in the ncmnal course B., while the eleoMve course has no 
definite term. In the present year, pupils at government expense were 
admitted to the nonnal course A. 

To sliow tlie attainments of pnpils and at the namo time to 
enoonrage music, coucei-ts -were held in autumn, as in the previous year. 
Fiuiher in order to sliow tlie parents or Huii tic-s uf elective pupils 
attc'ndiujj; tlio branch department of the Academy the actual state of 
iustmction in music, two exhibitions were given during the present 
year. 

The number of instructors included 8 professoi-s, 8 assistant 
professoi-s, 24 persons specially appoirited or temporarily emyloyed, and 
5 foreigners (including 2 German, and one each of American, Kussian 
and French), the total being 45. The number of pupils inchided 43 in 
the main, 26 in the ]>reparatory, 14 in the post-graduate course, 68 in 
the normal conivio A., 20 m tlie normal course B., aud 252 in the 
elective (-oiuse (including one .Russian, 2 Americans and one Gorman), 
the total numlH^r InMiig 423. The number of graduates was 2 in the 
old main course, one in the elective course, 6 in the normal course A., 
and 14 in the normal course B., the total being 20. Compared witu 
the previgus year, this shows an increase ot 2 professors, 3 assistant 
professoif? and ol 92 pupils, Avliih^ the number of thc^se specially

6. Of 24 pupils who had completed the preparatory coarse, 20 passed 
on to the main coui-se. As regards the careei-s of those who had 
graduated in the old main course, one entered the teaching service in 
a normal school, and the other was admitted to the post-graduate 
course.

"Kj^ko, and one each in the Hokkaido, the Fu of Oflalu and the £efi 
of Miyagi.and Fnktusaima. There veie 6 sohoob of literature in the 
Fu of T5kyo and one in the F« of Kyota As to the flohools of 
science there -were 2 in the Fu of Kyoto, and one . in the Fu of 
Osaka. Besides there were 6 in the of Kyoto and 2 each in the 

of Osaka and the Ken of Miye, in whicih subjects of study other 
than those above mentioned are tau^t.

T]ie number of technical schools included 9 government, 795 pnl lio 
and 51 private establishments, besides three institutee established by 
the goTerament for tiaining tecdmical teacheis. 

By tiie niue gpTenimeDt establiflbmenibi aze maeoA fhA Sapporo 
Agrienttural Sohciol, the Morioka Higher Sohool of Agricnltiue and 
ForeBtry, the Tokyo Higher Oommercial School, the Kobe Higher 
Commercial School, the Tokyo Higher Technical School, the Osaka 
Higher Technical School, the Kyoto Higher Technical School, the 
Apprentices' School attached to the Tokyo Higher Technical School 
and the Supplementary School for Industry attached to the Institute 
for the Training of Teachers of Industry. The working chraeter of 
these schools as well as of three institutes ahore mentioned may be 
described as follows: 

Sapporo AgrictdtunA Schoc^ : — The plan of the institution includes 
the main and preparatory courses, besides those of agriculture, civil 
eugineeriug, and forestry. The main course is designed to give superior 
instruction relating to agriculture both theoretical and practical and 
plantation, with a course of study extending ovot four years, and the 
preparatory course to give instruction in general subjects necessary for 
admission to the maiu course, ^\ith a courm of study extending over 
two ycuiH. The course of agriculture is desigued to give secondary 
education relating to agriculture, and that of ci\il eiigiiiecriiig to give 
higher education relating to this subjci-f, while the course of forestry is 
intended to niford lugher educiitiou relating to foi*estry ; the course of 
s;tudy oxteudiiig over three years iu each. For the benefit of tliose 
»1* su ing to pursue practical farming, a course for practical students has 
Ijeen oi-gaiiized. 

' During tlic present year, tlio course of Kuglish imposed on pupils 
of forestry was su}x^rsede<l l>y Gerinaii, Rpgulatii»ns relating to the 
grant of aid -were abolished and new ones for the grant of study expense 
or scholarsliips were issued, together witli those for the school museum, 
at the sjime time j>rescribing the detailed rales relating to the same. 
These are the principal changes introduced into the regulations during 
the present year. 

As regards the school accommodation, it may be mentioned tluit 
additional buildings commenced since April 1899, have been almost 
completed at the end of the preisent year. It was therefore determined 
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that the main and ^^leparatorj depactments sboold be lieiiioviBd to the 
new boildiiigs from tho begiiming of the ensuing year. 

The numl^r of instructors indiided 13 pioleBSozs, 10 assietant 
pKofeBBora^ and 9 penons apeciaUj appointed, the total being 32. The 
number of papila was 09 in the main, 81 in the projpazatozy, 84 in the 
agricnlhiral course, 54^ in the ooorae of Giyil engineering, and 45 in 
the course of forestzy, the total being 336. Tne number of graduates 
was 13 in the agricidtuzal ooiirse, 10 in the engineering course, and 4 
in the course of forsstzy, the totid being 27. The above figures show 
if compared with the prorious year, an increase of 3 professors ani^ 
61 pupils, while the numlier of assistant professors decreased by 2, of 
those specially appointed by 3 and of graduates by 20. Besides there, 
were 28 pupils who completed the preparatory course and passed on to 
the main conzse. Of the gcaduatee of ciTil engineeriug, 5 hare entered 
the government service as technologists, 4 as iechnologisia in private 
companies, and one has entered the military service. Of those wha 
graduated in forestry, 2 have entered the government service as 
technologists and one has engaged in the military service, besides one 
of whom no exact information has yet been received. Of tho graduates 
of the agricultural course, one has entered the govemiueut service as 
technolc^st, 7 have engaged in }>ractical pursuits, 3 have joiuod the 
army, and 2 -went abroad for study, etc. No ^jiqiils li;ive ^latluuted in 
tlie main course dui'iug the present year. Tint uuuibcr (»f jipplicauts 
for admission during the year was 476, of whom 140 were enrolled. 
The uuniber of those wlio hift before graduation was 39, of A\houi 4 
went on account of sickness and the others of family cimeerus. The 
number of those whose names were stmck out of the school register on 
account of non-attendance was 18, while one died. 

The lollowinp^ table shows the number of iiislructors, pupils, and 
giaduatcs, togetiier with the annual comparative statistics i-elating to 
the same. 
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l^atiaHeal Table nUding to tkt 8apporo JgrtcuUural 
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The Morioka Higher School of AgricuUim and Forestry : — The plan 
of the institution includes the three courses of agriculture, forestry and 
veterinary science, and is designed to afford higher education necessary 
for these subjects. Each course extends over three years. Besides 
tlio niain coui-se, a post-graduate coui-se and au elective couise are 
estalished. 

This institution A\as organiised at the end of the previous year but 
it is expected that the formal opening of the scliool should take place 
in the be^i;iuuiug of the ensuing yeiir. INIost of the school buildings 
are now in course of construction. Books and apparatus are not yet 
in a coraplet« an'aiigement. 

The number of instructors includes 8 professors, one assistant 
professor, and one s]Hicially appointed, the total l)eing 5. 

The T ok I/O Higher Commercial Schod : — Tlie school plan is divided 
into a main and a preparatory course, extending over three years in the 
former and one year in the latter* Besides the regular oourses above 
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xaeikiioiied, a professional dBpartment of two ywiB Is cetablisbed to ^ve 
mfltmetion in siioih salijeote as may be necessaiy iox gvadnafces of' the 
sobod who may desiie to pmsiie their studies further in any one 
partionlar branch beaiing on oommeroe, or for those intending to enter 
the OGfnsnkr sernee. During the present year, the Instltiite for the 
Training of Oonmifiroial Tsacheis was annexed to tiiis institution. 

Among the leyisions Intiodnoed into the- sohool legnlations may be 
mentioned those relating to exsminatioos, piomotiony as well as giadna- 
tion, and the oouzse of stixdy lor the profeesionsl department. New 
regidatiotts weie a]ao prescaibed for the Lisfciftute for the Tnining of 
Commerdal Teaoheis. 

The nnmber of instraotois indaded 19 professora^ 6 assistant 
professonaip 28 persons '.speciaUy appointed and 8 foreigners (iudnding 3 
English, one eadi of Belgian, Chinese^ Frendi, Spanishy and GermanX the 
tofcal being 61. The number of pupOs was 957 of whom 692 bdonged 
to the main, 808 to the preparatory eonzse, and 62 to the professional 
department, the nnmber of giadnates in the main conrse, being 71. 
Compared with the pievious year, this shows an ineraase ol 5 picfessoxs, 
one each of assistant professors and those spedally appointed, of 2 
foreign profeesois, and 118 pupils, while the nnmber of gradnates 
decreased by 18. Besides, 233 pupils completed the preparatory course 
and passed on to tlic main course- Of the graduates of the main course, 
6 wei'e appointed directors or instructoi-s in schools, 2 entered the naval 
service as accountants, G have been engiiged by banking institutions, 
17 by conimercia.1 companies ; one by mercantile fiiin, one has entered 
the military service, one went abroad for study, 26 were admitted to 
the professional depnrtniont, and 12 were still imdecided as to their 
occupation. There were also 17 graduates turned out from the professional 
department ; and 2 each of them were ap]X)inted officials in the Foreign 
Office, or directors of or instmctors in schools, or engaged b3' banking 
institutions or by a commercial company; while 2 have entered the 
militaiT service besides 7 who were still unemployetl. The number 
of applicants for admission to the main course was 3 and to the 
preimratory com'se 1,235, of whom 3 w(n'e admitted to the main and 
260 to the prepai-jitory course, 3 in the former cxmrse being Chinese, 
and one in the latter Corean. The number of tho«e who left before 
graduation was 89, of whom $ were ordered to leave or liad their 
name struck out the school register. Tiie number of those who died 
was 3j of whom one belonged to the professionals . department, and 2 
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to the prepaiiitory course. 

The following table shows the number of iiistmctoi*s, pupils, and 
graduates, together with the amiual oompamtive statistios relating to 
the same.

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Kobe JERgher Commercial SchoU .*— ~ The bqIiogI is piorided with the 
main and preparatory oourses and designed to give higher edneation in 

commerce. The course of study extends over one year in the preparatory 
and three years in the main course. This institntion was established 
at tha end of the previoiis year and its regulations prescribed at the end 

of tlie present year. The regulations were irumed in accordance with 
those of the Tokyo Higher Commercial Sch<x)l; but some departure was 
made in tliis cuae in the division of the coui-sf of stud}' as well as in 
other details. Tlie preparatory' course wao divided into two sections, 
the first section being intended for the. adraissiou of graduates of middle 
schools, and the sefond section for those of commercial srli v is of middle 
grade. The school year begins on the 1st May, and ends on the 30th 
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April of the following yeax. As regaxds equipmeuts, most of the 
building work still remain untoiudied, only a few buildings having been 
completed at the end of the present year. 

The number of instiniGtors indnded 3 pzofeason and one aaeistant- 
ptofesBor. Theze are no important facts worthy to be menticHQed 
here. 

TShyd Higher TeehmccA School:— The school plan is diTided into 
six sections, tis., dyeing and weaving^ furnace work, applied chemistry, 
medianicB, electricity and industrial designing. The section of dyeing 
and weaving is snbdirided into two conises of dyeing and wea-ring, 
while the section of electricity has two aepaiate couzses for electrical 
mechanics and electrical chemistzy. The coume of instruction in each 
section is divided into three oouzsesy each being completed in one 
school year. There is an apprentices* school in connection with this 
institution. The Institute for the Training of Technical Teadiers was 
also annexed to this institution during the present year. 

In the piesent year, the amount of tuitions fees was increased to 
yen 20. For the benefit of those who may devote themselves to the 
practical pursjoits, accozdig to the regulations of the supplementary 
schools for technical instruction, such i^pecial subjects as weaving, dyeing, 
architecture, industrial chemistry, industrial designing, etc., were 
prescribed as optional subjecte, in addition to the regular ones, with 
a course of not less shorter than four weeks and not longer than one 
school term. Foreigners mny be adtnitted as elective pupils. An 
regainls tlie Institute for the Traiiiiiig of Technical Teachers, the 
regalatiuns of the maiu school Avere to be applied as far as possible. 

As regards the equipments of the scli(x)l, it may l)e mentioned 
that tlie Iniildings of various workshops had alread}' been completed, 
and tlie main school buildings as well as the workshops for dyeing 
and weaving and for mechanics were also completed during the present 
year. 

Tlie number of instructors included 10 professors, 22 assistant 
professoi"8, 22 poi-sons spceiall}" appointed or temporarily employed, and 
8 forei^nei-s, tlie total being 06. The number of pupils was 416, of 
wliom 'ilH l>elonf:Ted to the main, 24 to the electiye, 2 to the post- 
graduate coiurse, and 2 were special attendants at lectures, the total 
being 446. llie number of graduates was 101, of whom 92 belonged 
to the main and 9 to the elective course. The above figures show an 
inoiease of 4 professors, 3 assistant professors, and of one foreign 
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profeflsor, whU( thosB specially appoiutdd and tempoKarily employed 
decreased by 2. Of fareigii pirofenois, one was a citizen of the United 
States of America and engaged as roeohauic in the section of mechanics, 
and the otlier also of tlie United States as instxnotor at Engjish, while 
the thixd, being a subject of Gieai Britain, was engaged as finiBber 
in the section ol dyeing and ireaying, The number of pupils and 
giadnaites also shovs an increase of 63 and one respeotiTely* Of those 
who had gmdnated In, the main and electlTe oonnes, S5 have eniezed 
the goremment service as tedmolpgistB, 6 weie engaged as insferootoiSy 
44 as technologists in companies^ 11 have settled in business on their 
own accoontj 2 were admitted to the post-graduate toonrse, 6 entered 
the military service^ 8 went abroad, and 5 were still mideoidBd as to 
their occupations The number of applicants for admission during the 
year was 741, of whom 187 were enrolled. The actual 'number of 
foreign pupOs was 15, of whom 7 were Chinese and 8 East Indians. 
The number of those who left before graduation was 35, of whom 22 
left on account of family concerns, 11 in consequence of illness, and 2 
had their names struck off the school register, while 4 died.

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The Apprentuxs School connected with the Toki/o Ilif/htr IV'chniral 
School: — The school plan is divided into two sections, viz., wtxxl work 
and metal work. The wofKl work is sulxlivided into three courses of 
carpentry, joinery and wood modelUug and the metal work into the 
four oonrses of casting, forging, finishing, and metal-plating (including 
irork in lead). The oourse of study extends over tliree yeais. After 
completing the prescribed ooinse, all pupils are boimd to cany on 
pifictlcal work, imder the supervision of the main institutions, either in 
factories or by appEentioeship to praotioally qualified persons for a 
period of two years. 

The nnmbeir of instnictors included 5 assistant instructoi-s and 8 
personB tempoiaxily employed, the total being 14. The number of 
pupils was 34 in the wood work, and 94 in the metal work section, the 
total being 128. The number d those who completed the prescribed 
comse was 12 in the wood work and 22 in the metal work section, the 
total beii^ 84. CSompored with the provioiis year, this shows an 
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increase of cue each In Hie iltunber ol isstniotoni and mwigfaiiit 
insfcracfcorsi while the nnmlieir ol pajnls «Dd graduates deereased by 6 
and 4 zespecti-vely. As legpids the oaveeis of those who had oomflBted 
the prescribed oomse in the previons year, 27 have been engaged as 
workmen in priTate oompanies, 3 haye settled in bnsinew of their own, 
Z haye entered other schools and one is* still nndeoided as to his 
ooonpation, besides 4 of whom no exact information has yet been 
reoei'ved. The niimber of applicants lor admission was 121, of whom 
62 were enxoUed. The number of those who left before graduation was 
30, of whom 6 left on -'aooount- of illness^ 16 ol domestic concerns or 
other reasons and 9 had their names struck off the school register on 
account of non-attendance; while 3 died. 

Osaka Higher Tedmiccd Schoot: — The sohool plan is divided into 
three departments, viz., mechanical techncHoology, chemical technology, 
and nayal arQhiteottire» a mechuiical course being established in the 
first ; the five courses of applied chemistry, dyeing, funmoe work, 
brewing, and metallmgy in the second ; and one coiarse for the 
construction of hulls and the other for eugliies in the third depai'tment ; 
the coiuse of stndj to extend over thi'ee years each. 

As to equipments, chief attention "was paid to the purcliase of 
machines and models. With this object in view, 10 sorts of nincliines 
and models were purchased for the use of the workshops common to 
the coiu-^es of mechanics, hulls, and engines ; 7 for the use of the work- 
shop of applied chemistry, 4 of dyeing, one of furtiace work, and 14 of 
metallurgy, the total l)eing '66. 

The miml)er of instructors included 14 professoif?, 15 assistant 
professors, and 13 person>s s^^ecially appointed, the total being 42. The 
number of pupils was 353, of whom 123 belc^nged to the department 
of mechanical toclmology, 132 to the depaiinient of chemical technology, 
and 93 to the department of naval architecture. The number of 
graduates was 17 in the department of mechanical technology and 16 in 
the department oi chemical technology, the total being 33. Compared 
with the pervious year, this shows an increase of 2 professors, S 
persons specially ap^winted, 88 pupils and 4 graduates, while the 
number of assistant professors decreased by 2. Of those who graduated 
during the present year, 4 have entered the government service as 
tedmolpgistSy 5 the public service as school instructors, 11 have been 
engaged by companies as teohndpgists, 5 haire settled in business of 
theur own, 6 have joined the axmyi while 3 axe stQl undecided as to 
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tbeir occupation. The number of applicants for admission was of 
whom 163 were enrolled. The number cl pupils who left before 
gEadnaticm was 24^ of whom 12 went on account ol illnefus, 10 of family 
oonoems and 2 were oidered to leave for the non-paTnient of tnitioii- 
fees.

Technical School for 1902-3. 
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Ktjoto Higher TechniccA Sdwd : — The school plan is diTided into 
three coiu'ses of dyeing, weaving and designing. Tliis institution is 
designed to give such higher iustniction as is De<'essMry for the promotion 
of teclmoki^MiTtl < ducation chiefly for the purpose of training tlioso 
destined to the techuologicaJ pursuits or to enter the teachu)g service 
in schools of tliis description. There are a main and a special course 
estahlished, with a < course of three years, the subjects of study prescribed 
for the preeent year being dyeing and designing. 
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Tliia iustitutiou was opened in September of the present year. 
Some of the buildixigB are still in oouzse of cnnstniction, so that times 
must elapse before complete equipmeiits and sufi^oient ooUectiouB of 
machines and apporatos can 1)6 socnrnd. 

The nmnber ef mstructors included 3 professoi-s, 2 assistant 
professors, 6 peisonB specially appointed, besides one foreigner, the total 
being 12. Tlie nnml>er of pupils was 59 in the main and 4 in the special 
ooQiBe, the total beiug 63. Applicants for adinisaton consist chiefly of 
the graduates of middle sohods, and were 107 in mimber for the main 
and 5 for the special ootune. Of these, 64 were enrolled in the main - 
and 5 in tiie spedal ooiUBe; the ayerage age of admission being 20 
years and 4 months. Those who left before graduation, were 5 in the 
main and one in the spedal course; about one half the number of 
papite 80 disohazged leaving on aoooont of illness and another half ci 
family oancems. The oondiust and health of pupils prove veiy satisfactcny 
and their attainments also seem to be improving. 

hisUhde/<yr the Traifdng cf htduBtrial Teaehere: This institute is 
established in connection with the Tokyo Higher Technic^ School. It 
consists of a main and a shorter course. The farmer is divided into 
six sections, viz., mechanical work, wood work, dyeing and weaving, 
furnace work, applied chemistry, and industrial designing. The shorter 
course includes metal work, wood work, dyeing, weaving, porcelain 
manufacture, and lacqiK^ing. The term of study extends over three 
years in the* main and not more than two years in the shorter course. 

The number of pupils was 81 in the main and 11 in the shorter 
coui-se, tlie total Ijeing 92. Tlie number oi graduates was 11 each in 
the iiKiiii and the slioiter e()ni"so. Compared with the previous year, 
this bho\\s nn inerenso of 21 pupils, wliilo the number of graduates 
decrertsed by 7. As to the careers of the gi-aduates, it may be 
meiitioiied that 18 have entcrc^l the teaching .serrice, one has been 
engaged as teclmologist in a private C(>mi)any, 2 have settle<l in business 
of their owu, wliile oue is still uudeci{led in their occupation. The 
number of npjdicauts for ;i(hniKfiIon durijig the present year Avas 144 
for the main and 2i for tlie shorter course. Of tliese. 39 were enrolled 
in the main ami 12 in the shorter course, wliile the number of those 
who left bet'on^ graduation was 4 in the main couree. 

The JndnMrlal Supplementary School oMmded with tlie Institute fm* 
the Training of Industrial Tearhers : — The school is designed to train 
artisan class practicing in carpentiy, forging, dyeing, weaving, etc. 
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With tlii« object in view, siic li subjeciB us mecliauiul work, ^ircliitecturo, 

dyeing aclil ueaving, iiulu^trial chemiRtry, desigmiij^ etc., are giveu. The 

length of the wurHe of study extends over four weeks or for cue terra 

according to the iiatiu^es of the course of iiistrnction. Instructiou is 

given in evenings for six or eight homs per week, to b© distributed 

over eyery alternate evening. 

The number of pupils was 131, and of graduates 176, wnile those 

who left before graduation were 30. 

Institute for (he Training of Agrirult nrnl Teachers: — Tliis institute 
is annexed to the College of Agriculture of the imperial Universily of 
Tokyo with a course of one year. 

The number of pupils was 30, all of whom gratliLitod. Compared 
with the previous year, the number of pupils and graduates decreased 
by ()n(^ endi. The number of applicants for admiasiou was 142, of 
whom 8U were enrolled. 

Institute for the Training cf Commercial Teachers-: — Tliis institute 
is establi^lied in oonneotioii with the Tokyo Higher CommeroiAl School, 
with a oonrBe of two Tears. 

The number of pupils was 28, showing a decrease of oue, as 
compared with the proyious year. During the year, no fresh pupil 
was admitted nor any graduate turned out while one left before 
graduation. 

Fublic and Private Technical Schools : — Among these are included 
the following institutions, viz., industrial schools, agricultural schools 
(including schools of forestry, serioultuie, Teterinafy science) and schools 
for aquatic productions^ commercial schools* apptentioes' schools, and 
supplementary schools for technical instruction. The present year is 
most remarkable for the increase ol these schools, particularly of 
agricultuxal schools, commercial sdioolsy supplementary schools for 
agriculture, supplementary schools for commerce. There are many 
cases where schools of a lower standard were reoxgaziized into those 
of a higher one. Consequently, supplementary schools for agriculture 
or cGinmeroe were re-modelled as complete agricultural or commercial 
schools, or those technical schools which belonged to the class of the 
Gun, city, town or Tillage establishments were transieired to the class 
of Ken establishments, in order to enlaxge their organization. 8eho61s 
were almost well equipped, but as the number of pupils Increases^ the 
further enlargement of class rooms, practice rooms, as well as the fresh 
supply of instruments and apptuatus for the use of instmctiou became 
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oeoessarj. 

As to the relation between schools and local puvRuitR, it may be 
mentioned that in the case of indiistrial schools, meetings consistinp: (>f 
those engaged in technical pursuits were convened, either to hold 
oonyersations for the purpose of encouragement, or to consider the 
questions relating to improyements to be introduced into the local 
industry. In oase of new machines or specimens haying been purohaaed* 
those engaged m pzactical ptusnits were inyited to inspect the aame. 
Sometimes members of commercial companies or firms with irhioh 
schools are maintamed in connection, were asked to give critisms on 
the specimens of papOs' manufactures, or to bring with them some 
specimens of their own manufactmes to assist the instruction of pnpib 
As to i^cnltural schools, teaoheis were sent foar toms within the local 
jnzisdiction duiing Taoations oar at any other times, in enter to make 
agiicultnial inTsatlgBtioii or to hold comTefsations connected with 
agricoltmal impnoTementSy or to affixrd as mnoh iaoilities as possible 
for the extirpation <A injurious insects. Seeds, shoots of plants or 
silk-worms' eggs which had been prored ezceUent were j&tributed 
among those who wexe desirous to partake of the same for the purpose 
of experiments. In the case <A commercial schools, persons of repute 
wexe selected from among those engaged in business, for the purpose 
of oiganiring a deUbeiatiTe committee, members of whom were required 
from time to time to giTe their opinions on questions connected with 
commercial tiansactions. Sometimes pupils were sent to local factories^ 
banking and other commercial companies or large mercantile firms to 
inspect the actual state of transactions. Hiese intimate relations 
maintained between schools and business communities have proyed very 
beneficial in promoting their interests. 

The number of public and private technical schools for the present 
year, included 25 industrial schools, 102 agriculiurai schools and schools 
for aquatic productions ; 50 cummorcial schools 7 imutical schools 33 
apprentices' schools, and 629 supplementary scIkk^Is f(^r technical instru- 
ction ; the total being 846. Compared with tlio prc\'i()us year, this shows 
an increase of 4 industrial schools, 23 ao^iieiilliiral schools and schools 
for aquatic productions, 9 commorcial schools, 2 nautical schools, 8 
apprentices* schools, and 408 supplementary schools for technical 
instruction, the total increase liein;.^ 454. Tiio number of instnictors 
was 2,553, of pupils 57,596, and of graduates 7,854, showing an increase 
oyer the previous year of 567, 22,930, and 2,221 respectively. The

scihoolflk sobools for aquatic productions, commercial schools and nautical 
sohods was 2,414 8>^> 7,250 and 739 and the number of those 
aotixaUy enioUed 1,492, 6,876, 5,098, and 514 veapeotively ; shcnring an 
mozease of 2,844 in the number of applicants for admission and of 840 
of those eniolled.

MISCELLAMEOUS SCHOOLS. 

Under this beading are included all thoae ineititutions in wlik^ 
iustruotioa is given in such branches of study as are simllnr to those 
of elementary schools, middle sohodb, and higher schools for females. 
The mmiber of miscellaneous schools similar to elementary schools in 
their object as well as the subjects of study and the standard to be 
attained was 486, of those similar to middle sohools 99, and to Idgheor 
sohools for females o7, esstd of variooB otlier institnlrioDB 1,016, flie total 
being 1,667 ahowmg an incxeaaa over the pieTions year of 183. The 
number ol instmctoro was 6,646, and of papfls 106,169 and ol tbose 
who completed the oourae ci study J22,118, ahpwing an inovease of 608 
inflbruetoES, 9,986 pupils and of 3,433 who oomptoted the oouise of study, 
as oompazed with the previous year. 

Some of these institntbns seem * to have much impioTed in their 
condition and axe making steady prc^ireas. But most of them weze of 
limited oiganisatian and without finu foundation, so that they aze going 
to dedine year after year.

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SCHOOL HYGIENE. 

A board ol advice for school hygiene was instituted in the Depart- 
meut of Education hi addition to ihv r^ffico connected with tlie Bureau 
of General Supervision. In schools under the control ol the Depaiiment 
of Education, special physicians, irese appointed as veil as physicians 
far pubUc schools, for the purpose of sanitary inspection and of 
ezaudnation of the physiqiiB of students, pupils and cliildren, so thai 
the AwgnmiBwiimi neoessaij for school hygiene has gradually, come to a 
ivorkiiig Odder- 

Duziug tihe year under review, Tarions measures were undertaken 
for sdioal hygiene, Such as matters relating to the injection of chotleia 
serum, inrestigations made into the state of Beii-beri and into tlia 
mental fatigofiB on aocoimt of the strun oljitu^f .etc For the purpose 
of ocnsultation in respect of examinatton of the i^ysique of soihool 
ehiktien, those ccmoemed in the school hygiefne in the Department of 
Education were sent to the elementaiy scihodls attached to the Tokyo 
Bjg^ Normal School and tlie Tokyo Higber Nonnal School for Females 
» and to some other elenaentaxy adbooils established by local authorities, 
to make spedal eTOmination of the physique of those diildren who were 
reoeiTing obligatory education for Uie £ist time* Soihool physicians 
made inspection touxs among sohooils committed to their chaige at the 
same time, nn«iik'"g naminatioos on the physique of pupils or children 
aooording to the prosciibed regulatiaos or strictly carryiog out preTentiTe 
measures on the outbreak of epidemic diseases. BbweTer, some locaKtifis 
are still without pthysioians, cfw'mg to the want of su£Sciently qualified 
men, while in ofihexs one physician baa^ for finanoial reasons, been 
appointed to take ^charge of several sdiodls. Notwittistanding the 
precautionary measures taken on the part of those oonoemed, there 
were still some cases of dysentry or trachoma which seem to have not 
yet entirely disappeared. 

The iimnber of public sch<K)ls iii wliicli school physicians ai-e 
provided included 8,G0l eloraeutary scho(3ls, 67 normal schools, 221 
middle sclux)ls, 72 higher schools for females, 2 special sciiouis, 204 
technical scIrxjIs and 9 miscellaneous ^jhools, and blind and dumb schools, 
the total being 9,166 and the increjise over the previous year 876. The 
actual number of hcIiooI phj sicians was 4,582, wLile the nominal number 
or number ailculated according to the nuinber of schools under their 
chaige was 9,303. The total annual amount ui allowances granted to 
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school physicians Vfts Yen 139,552, which show, if distributed oyer the 
actual number, an average ammal amount of Ten 30.05 per capita. 
Oompare<l with the previoos year, the above figores show nn increase 
of 361 in the actual ntunber of school physicians, of Yen 14,767 in the 
annual amount of allowances and of Yen 0.93 in the a?8xage. 

The following statement shows the-snmmaiy lesnlts d examinatioiL 
ci the phyBiqne of students^ pupils etc which took plaoe in April of 
the present year. 

The number of students and pupils examined in the inatitntionB 
under the control of the Department of Education Included 10,917 
males and 722 females. Besdts show that in males, 47 had strong 
oonstitutions, 48.8 medium and 4.2 weak, while the percentage <^ females 
stands at 76.6, 23, and 4, zespeotiyely ; showing for males an increase 
of 8.6, in the case cf strong and of 2.1 in the medium, and a deciease 
ci 1.5 in the weak constitutions, and for females an increase of 26.4 in 
the case of strong and a decrease of 25.6 in the medium and of 0.8 in 
the weak constitutions^ as compared with pxevious year. As regards 
eyesight, the j^roentage d males is 68 for the normal in both eyes, 
and 37 for the rest, while in the case of females the percentage stands 
at 85.3 for the normal in both eyes and 14.7 for the rest, showing an 
increase of .40 in the number of males and of 0.20 m females for the 
normal in l)<)th eyes, as cunipured with tlio j^iorcentnge obtained in 
April of tho previous year. Now if the jwrcentago of physique aud 
-f of eyesight be computed witli refei*euceJto.each class _of schools, it will 
, be sern that tho gimtest uuuiher of males having strong constitutions

is funiislied by the Institute iox the Training of G>minercijil Teachers, 
the ]X'rcoritage standing at 92.3, followed by thn 5th Tlighor Seliool, 
the percentage being 82.3 ; and next comes the Tokyo Higher Commercial 
School, the i)ercontage standing at 81.2, while the least number is 
furnished by the 7ih Higher School ^Zoshik wan), the percentage standing 
at 10.3. The greatest number of males Iiaviug noimal sight for l)oth 
eyes is furni.shod by the apprentices' school connected with the Toky*j 
Higher Technical School, the percentage being 94.30, followed by the 
middle school attached to he Higher Normal School and the Institute 
for the Training of Technical Teachers, the figuies standing at 87.20 
and 77.60 respectively; while the least percentage is furnished by 
pupils of the 6th Higher School, the figures standing at 42.70. Tho 
great (i3t number of females liaving strong OODStitQtionS is fumisiied by 
the Higher Normal School ior Females, the percentage being 86.40, 
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ioUowed by the Higlu^r ScLool for Females attacLed tu the above, the 
figures standing at 76.20 ; and the Tokj5 Academy of Music come next 
in Older, the figures standing at 47.60. The greatest number of females 
haying normal flight for both eyes is furnished by the Higher School 
for Females attached to the Higlier Normal School for FemaleSi ihe 
peroentage being 91.40, foUowed by the Tokyo Academy of Hnaus^ the 
peroentage beuig 87.40, while the least nimiber ia represented by the 
Hi^er Normal School for Femalefli, the percentage being 78.80. 

The number of pnpils and children ezammed in public and private 
schools included 697,188 (of whom 410,213 were boys and 286^975 
girls) in elementaiy sdhools, 88,913 in middle schools, 16,236 in higher 
schools for females, 15,169 (of whom 12,767 were males and 2,892 
females) in normal schools, and 17,631 in special schools, technical 
schools, and nusceUaneous schools taken tagether, the total being 
830,127. If the percentages of those examined in respect of constitutions 
and eyesight be compared with the results of examinations obtained in 
the preyious year, it wHl be obsenred that the number of those haying 
strong oonstitntions increased by 4.5 for boys and 4.3 for girls in 
elementary schools, and by .20 for pupils in middle schools, while in 
the hi^ier schods for females it decreased by 4. As regards normal 
schools, it increased by 4.30 for males and by 1.20 for females; and 
for special schools, technical schools and miscellaneous schools taken 
togetlief it shows an increase of .50. As regai*ds eyesight, it will be 
iieeii that tlio number of those having normal sight iii botli eyes shows 
no difference among pupils in middle schools, but in higlier .schools foi* 
females, it decreased by .30 and in normal scIkkjIs by 1.60 for males 
only ; while in special sclux^ls, technical schools and miscellaneous 
schools, it inci-eased by 2. 70. Ko examination Avas conducted in regard 
to the eyesio;lit of children in elementary schools. 

According to the aboye comjmnson, the jK3rcentage of strong 
constitutions shows an increase in all cases, except those in the higher 
schools for females, Init in regaixi to eyesight, the percentage of 
normal sight in both eyes shows a decrease? for the above schools and 
male pupils in normal scIkxjIs. The following statistics show the 
comparative development of elementary school cliildjen of seven, ten 
and fourteen years of age in the five circuits in respect of their 
constitutions, heiget and weight ; (the Ist circuit including the Fu oi 
Tokyo, and the Ken of Kanagawa, Niigata, Saitama, Chiba, Ibaraki, 
Gnmba, Toohigi, Sbizuoka^ Yamanashi, and KagBkno; the 2nd oixeoit

the Hokkaido, and tlie Km of Miyagi, Fukusliima, Iwate, Aomori, 
Yamagata and Akita, the 3id circuit the Fu of Kyoto and Osaka, and 
the Sen ot Hyogo, Nara, Miye, Aichi, Sliiga, Gifu, Fukui, Ishikawa^ 
To^ama and Wakayama, the 4th circuit the Ken of Tottori, Shmumo, 
Okayama, HiroBhima, Yaraaguchi, Tokushima, Kagawa, Ehime, and 
£5chi, and the 5th circuit the Km of Nagasaki, Fukuoka, Qita, Sf^ft^ 
Eumamoto, Miyazaki, Kagc^hima, and Okinawa). The said comparison 
shows that the instance of the constitutional superiori^ is almost 
famiabed by the 2iid eiroiiit, while the 4th circuit shows an inferiority 
in this leapect. A saperior instanoe in the heiglit is furnished by the 
1st oixonit, while the inferiority is represented by 5th <»z0ait. As to 
the -vreight^ no remarkable difference is shown among the sevezal ouxniita 
aboye mentioned.

The number nf libraries includes one government, 20 public, and 
46 private ostablishments, showing an inci-euso of 6 public and 11 pnTatd 
establi.slnneuts, as compared with the previous year. 

By th(3 government establishment is meant the Imperial Library, 
where an extensive collection of ancient and modem books and records 
both native and foreign is kept and is at the disposal of the public lor 
perusal and consultation. 

The library contains 371,752 Tolames of Japanese and Chinese WGsks 
and 57, 763 Tolnmes of European, the total being 429,515 Tqlnmes, 
Of these, the public aijB allowed free access to 217,092 volumes^ of 
which 173,807 volumes are Japanese and Chinese and 43,285 European. 
Compared with the preyious year, the total number of volumes increased 
by 10,923 volumes, of which 8,091 rr l ames were Japanese and Chinese 
works and 2,882 European, and of Tolumes offered to the public for 
perusal by 2,728 volmnes of Japanese and Cliinese works and 2,707 
Tolumes of European, the total being 5,430. 

The nimiber of days on which the library was open to the public 
was 832 and the number of TisitoEB 183,650, the daily aveiag^ being 
about 417. Compared with the previous year, number of days on which 
tiie Hbiaiy was open decreased by 2, while the number of visitors and 
the daily average increased by 4^847 and about 17 xespectively. The 
number of peisons licensed to take the books out of the library was 
3,281. 

The number of volumes read by visitozs during the present year 
was 709,379 showing an incieas of 18,889 volumes, and the dailj 
average about 2,169, showing also an increase of about 68. The 
number of volumes taken out of tihe library was 10,997. A compaiiBon 
of the numbor of volumes read by visitors with that of volumes to 
wludi the public was allowed fiee access shows that the number of 
times the same books were read was about H. 

If the number of books read and the classes of books be compared, 
it will be seen that the greatest number, or 21.6 cent, consisted of 
works on mathematics, science and medicine ; next come works on 
history, biog^-apliy, goograph}'- and travel, the percentage beiiig 113 ; 
thirdly works on literature and languages, the percontitge l^oing 18.6 ; 
then come works on state science, law, political economy, financial 
administration, sociology, and statistics, the Iperoentage being 15.5; 
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loUoired bj woAb on engmeering, taotioBf fine aifta^ paljtoebiiios, oar 
indnstiy, the peroentags being 9.6 ; and finaUy on ndsoeOaneons snbjeelis^ 
{he pei-oeniage being 8.2. On workB xekting to philosophy and 
ednoatlon, or to Shintoism and religioiiB subjeofs, the pexoentage Is not 
higher than 6.6 or 1.9 lespeetiTely. It ivill be seen iiom this that the 
above percentage is alznosi the same as in the previoiiB year, thus 
showing the prevalent tendency among the visitorB.

The number of pubKc and private libraries was 66, of which 20 
belong to the former and 46 to the latter. Of the pubHe libraries, there 
were 5 in the £ea of Akita and 2 each in the Ken ot Mijagi und 
Tokiisliima, and one each in tlio Fu of Kyoto, and in the Ken of 
Ohiba^ Sbissnoka, Hyogo, Nara, Aichi, Toyama, Hiroshima, Yamaguchi, 
Kumamoto and Miyazaki. Of the private libraries, there were 6 in the 
Km of Niigata, 4 in the Km of Sliimane, 3 eadi in the Ken of Chiba,

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BOAKD OF COMMITTEE FOE TESTINO THE QUALIFICATIONS 

OF TEACHERS F0£ LICENCES. 

The duty of the said Board of Committee is to control all hiisinrss 
connected with the testing of the qualifications of toacliers for liceuces, 
imder the snx>ervision (^f the Minister of State for F/lticatiou. 

TJio tests ai-e of two kinds, viz., by exaniiiiation and without 
examination. Tlio tests by examination are held at least once in oacli 
year, while those without examination are held at any time, as occasion 
may require. The tests by examination are in two series, namely, 
preparatory examination and final examination. The fomier may 
sometimes be dispensed with acoaiding to the nature of the subjects. 

Some amenduients were made into the regulations for the testing of 
teachers for the present year. According to the provisions relating to 
the tests without examination, tliose who ore serving or have served as 
teachers for a period of more than one year in ppremment schools, of 
which the snbjeots of study and the standard to be attained are not 
lower than those of schools in which they intend to serve had been 
entitled to the teste without examination. However, this special privilege 
was now withdrawn. Besides* the number of schools appointed for the 
tests withont ezmtnatioa decreased. 

As legaids the tests for qualifications ol instractora in normal 
schools , middle schools and biglier schools far females, the number 
of applicants for lioenoee by examination and of applicants without 
eiamination were 4777 and 381 calonhfcted with regaxd to the nmnber 
of subjects, while the actual numbers were 4,331 and 28i respectively, 
the total nominal number being 6,158 and the actual number 4,615. 
The nominal number of those who passed the psescribed' tests and of 
those who jwissed withont examinatien were 480 and 304, while the 
actual numbers were 468 and 242 respectively, the total nominal immber 
being 784 and the actual number 710. The nominal percentages of 
those who passed the tests by examination and of those who passed 
without examination weie 10.04 and 79*79, while tba actual percentages 
were 10.81 and 85.21 respectively. CSompared with the previous year, the 
nominal percentages of those who passed the tests show a decrease of 143 
in the case of those who passed the tests by examination and of 5.83 in 
the case of those who passed without examination ; while the actual 
^lumber decreased by .92 in the former and by 8.10 in the latter. 

The lioard of Committee consists of one president, one manager, 4 
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penottDient members, and 3 clorks. Duiiog tlna pcesent jear, 62 mesi' 
ben vera specially appdnted. 



TESTING OF THE QUALIFICATIONS OF ELEMENTAEY 
SCHOOL TEACHEBS FOS. LICENCES. 

Tlie qimlifications i f olsnuentarv scliool teachers for licences are 
determined by tests couducted by tlie local boards appointed for the 
pm'p<j»se. The tests are conducted according to t>vo nietlKxls, viz., 
•without exaniiuation and by exarflinatiou. The tests ))y exaniination 
are held at least once in eacli 3'car, while tlie tests without exammation 
aie held at any time, as occasion may reqaire. 

During the present year, the number of persons who applied to 
be tested for lioemoee as teachers in elementary schools was 62,841 of 
whom 23,436 were successful. The sucoessfnl applicants aboye mentioned 
included 3,239 xegolar teachers who were tested without exaniination 
and 6,937 who were so tested by examination, tlie total being 10,176. 
The number of those who passed the prescribed tests for assistant 
teachers witiiout examination was 4,228, and of those who poaaed the 
aaid teats by examination was 9,082, total being 18,260. The percentage 
of thoee wbo wexe soooeaafnl ivitiiont examina^on was 70.90 tegiilar 
teaoherB and 79.34 aaaistant tcaebBra, while cf fhoae who weie aueoeasfal 
by examination weire 30.20 zegdar teaolieis and 30.18 aasiatant teadheis. 
Compared with the previous year, the percentage of those who were 
sucoessfnl as regular teachers without examination shows a decrease ^ 
of 3.97 and of those who were sncoessfnl by examination cf .76., 
while in the case of assistant teachers it decreased by 6.68 and 4.64 
leapeetively. 
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CUUNTING OF THE FU OR KEN LICENCES AS 
ELBMENTA&T SCHOOL TEAGfiESS. 

The number of pexsons to whom the Fu or Km licenoes as 
elemeniazy eehool teabheis were granted by loo&l offices during the 
pveeent yeox mduiSfid 3,395 graduates of both the main and simpler 
€om»ea of nonnal sohools and 23,424 other appiiioantB, the total being 
26,819. These indnded 4,^46 ordinary regular teaohexs in elementaxy 
sehoote, 5,901 oidinaiy regular teaohers in ordinaiy elementaxy sofaods, 
3,831 speduil regular teachers .in elementazy sohools, 3,019 aaststttnt 
teaohexB in elementoiy aohoolsk and 10,323 assis t a n t ieaoheis in ordinazy 
elementally sohods. If a distmotion be made in regard to sexes, it will 
be seen that there vers 20,110 males and 6^709 lemales» or the number 
of the latter was 33.36 per cent, of the focmer. If the number of 
Teoipients of the said licenoes be oompaied with those in Hbd previdDB 
year, it will be seen that the number of those lioenoed as regiolar 
teachers increased by 455 and of those as assistant teachers decreased 
by 872. 



TOKYO ACADEUSY, 

Tiiib iustitutiou was estiil)lished for the promotit)u of science and 
orts, with the view of exei'cisiug a beueficial influence on education in 
general, and is computed of inemher!^ selected Jroni among old and 
venerable men of learning. During the present year, 10 meetings were 
lield and 20 addresses wen^ delivered, admission being gi'auted to the 
public, >vliilo the nominal number of those admitted was 2,232. All 
addresses and treatises are published in the Tokyo Gakngei-zaslii, the 
copies of wliich are purchased by the Academy to be distributed among 
its membera and others, the niunber of copies thus dislriUuted being 
1,100. Among the contributions made to the Academy diu'ing the year, 
were 50 volumes of books both Japanese and foreign, 61 oopies of 
calendars and reports and 373 copies of magazines. 

The officials of the Academy consists of one president, 2 managers 
and one clerk. The number of members was 26, of whom one was 
selected by His Majesty the Emperor, while the others wete elected on 
the recommendation of membeis. At present one of members receives 
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anmiity, in oonatderatioii of his age. One foreigoer (French) now 
lesidmg m his owd 
the Aowkmy. 



BOA&D 09 EABTHQUAEES INVEBTIOAllllR 

COHHITTEE. 

This Board was iustitntod under the flnperrisioxi of the Minister of 
State Icxr Ednootion, for the purpose of InTestigating the best means ol 
gOAiding sgttinst the elfeots of eaxthqnakes, and of ili'flAti^tng the methods 
by whioh preeautions may best be oanied out. 

Among the zesalts ol seismologioal inyMigations pioeeoatod dniing 
tiie year may be mentioned the speinal and permanent obeerrations tm. 
earthqoakfls and general terrestrial moy^ents, the relation between 
earthqiiakes and geographical and gedqglcal positiicmsy the causes ol 
earthquakes, the measnxement of the depth of the centre of earthquake 
disturbanoes, permanent observations on teziestrial magnetism, inTestiga^ 
tions of magnetlo loroe thxonghont the oounliry, physical property of 
looks, the measurement ol snbteixanean temperature, etc. FaiiiculBrly 
the observations made at Tokyo, have zsTealed the fact that the first 
tvemore of an earthquake bear a fixed relation to the principal oonTnlaions, 
the degree of the intensity of the hitter directly depending on the nature 
of the former. During the autumn, winter and spring seasons, fi-equent 
disturbances occur in the terrestrial veins, but the cases of earthrinalces 
are of rare occurrence However, it was revealed by these observations 
that as these disturbances have subsided, slight couvuldions are very apt 
to follow iu the neighbourhood. As tlie.se facts are of utmost importance 
in the previous knowledge of earthquake occurrences, special attention 
sliould be paid to the permanent observation of the terrestrial movement. 
It was determined therefore that investigation should be made not only 
in the horizontal movements as had hitherto been done, but also iu 
the vertical. A most delicate instrument for detecting shghtest tremors 
was devised, and the results of observations by this instrument have 
xeyealed us veiT tremors of short, duration wiiioh often exist iirespectiTe 
of the distui'bances in ilw terrcstriai veins. 

Tlift geological invent igat ions into volcanoes have also been continued 
down from the previous year. However, the results oi investigations into 
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the eruption of the Torishima (an island) made in August of the 

present year indicated that the permanent observations of slightest 
movements that occur in volcanoes are indispensable for the previous 
knowledge of such eruptions. Investigations of tidal waves were 
also continued as well as the practical experiments relating to the 
construction that should be proof against earthquake effects. During; 
the present year, the re}X)rt (Nos. 3S-40) wei© pablishod, besides those 
in foreign languages (Nos. 10-12). 

For the purpose of geological investigations into volcanoes, of 
researches into magnetic forces, or of other investigations connected with 
seismological matters, members of the Board t)r other |Dersons specially 
appointed were sent to the Fu of Tokyo, Kyoto and Osaka and the 
Ken of Kanagawa, Hyogo, Ibaiaki, Shizuoka, Yamanashi, Gifu, Nagano, 
Miyagi, Fukushima, Iwate» Aomori^ XamagMiAf Akita, Wakayama, 
Fukuoka, aud Kumamoto.

CENTRAL mmXXBOLOaiCAL 0BSEEVAT0B7. 

This mstihitioii was estabHshed under the sapervision of the^fuuster 
of State for Education for tbe purpose dt the reeearuhes In metooiQlQgy 
and of ezeioising oontiol over all aflaixs lelating to the same. 

The geuexal featuxe of the irork of this institution during the year 
is as follows: 

Up to this time, the predictions of storms had been limited within 
the sphere so -warned against^ but it was now determined tiiat the same 
shodd henceforth be oommunoated to all meteorological stations. In 
oonsequenoe of the ohaogd above - mentioned, the regnlations relating to 
the management of weather telegrams, predictions of storms, etc., wave 
revised. The whole coantiy had hitherto been divided into seven 
meteoix>logical dxcmts, but now it was divided into ten. Further 
impKorements weie made in tiie lorm of weather diagram, and the time 
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of its publicaiiQDt efeo. . 

Dnzing the piresent year, a new metecoxjlogioal station was established 
at Sana Arrangements for the exchange of meteoiologioal infosrmatioiui 
wm ntade -with the meteaixdogieal estabUshmeiitB oonneoted with the 
Kvval Headquarter ot Maisnm and the two watch toweia l^mnggng to 
tiw Nayy, The anangeaenta fm the esdiaiigB of meleciidqgioal infonna- 
ticn made with China and Coiea^ and wtth the seveial looalitiea . in 
Siberia haye lemained in foiee ainee the pieTiooa year. 

The total number of meteoroSoe^oal Btatums at the end of the 
present year was 70, indaduig 2 under the oontnd of this institntion, 
6& local (of whiob 1 belong to the first class and 52 to the second) 
and 2 priTate egtaWiahmentfl^ besidfle 4 bebngiTig to naval head-qnartera* 
13 to naval watcih towers, one to tiie salt-work laboratory and 2 to 
light booses^ aU of Htusm haying the same oiganinttinn aa the local 
stations. 

The meteoaologioal phenomena of which obeeryationB were made 
dnriug the present ycax were somewbat remarkable. Boring Jannaxy, 
a very aeyexe coild was experienced, and in the interior distriote of the 
Hokkaido, the atmospheric temperattne descended so low as to mote 
than forty degrees below zero. Snch instance is not only exceptional, 
bnt also seems to be very rare occurrence in a country not liigh iu 
latitudes and surrounded by water. In tlie south-eastern parts of the 
luaiii iblaud, hoar-frost iiuLuifi sted a pecuHar phenomena, hut this was 
lint A ery extensive. Precipitation was not very abmidaoit ; along the 
■western coasts of Taiwan, only a small qimntity of rain fell twice or 
thrice during the year. In February, the vigor of cold still not subsided 
and dry season continued along the westerm coasts of Taiwan, no singlo 
drop falling thronghout the whole month in the districts of Tainan. 
In March, warm temperatme suddenly be^an to prevail, accompanied 
with disturbed state of atmospixtuic currents and with warm and wet 
weather, and Rn]x>rabundant quantity of moisture. In April, the 
atmospheric changes were paiiicnlnilarj conspicuous, as shown by the 
sudden occiarrence of hoar-frosts or by the fall of snow. In May, this 
state of temperature continued to prevail. In June, the rainy season 
set in, accompanied by slow changes of atmospheric currents, wet and 
OQcd weather pieyailing in the meantime. In July, rain still continued 
to fall, cancing inundatioiia in many localities. In August, weather 
was atiU misettled, accompanied with heavy rains and inundations that 
teased great damages. In September, eerions damages were sustained

by frequent visits of Tiolent storms. In the interior, distriots of the 

Hokkaido, frost was experinoed. The highest peaks of tke main island 

was seen covered with snow. In October, the atmospheric currents 
gradually began to settle, the warm temperature prevailing, with a 
small amomit of rain. During Nn\'oinl>er, the same etiite of temperature 
continued. In December, the winter season set in but the tempeiatoio 
was very warm, as in the early part of spring. 



fiOA&D Of a£OD£TIC COMKECTEE. 

This board was instituted, under the supervision of the Minister 
of State for Education, for the purpose of managiiig affiuis connected 
with the Intematioiial Geodetio Sodetj and of investigatiiig ihe yadeiaa 
subjects bearing en geodesy. 

During the pveseixfc year, the committee held its meetings four 
times, and among the principai subjects thai had been decided upon 
may be mentioned the measurement of the variation of latitudes, the 
measnzement o£ gravity at Tsakubasan (a mountain)^ jSingapoEe^ Hong- 
koog, Shan^^uu, Hankov, Idiaag and Kagaaaki» tlie detemmiaiion of 
the longitiides and latitiides of the atations lor the triangalation of.the 
first Gsder in the neighbourhood of Tokyo, etc. 

Among the chief subjects deoidad upan. and adopted may be 
mentioned those zelatiag to the observations of the Tariations of 
latitiides, the investigations of the results oi tidal observatioDS at Tokyo, 
the investigations ol terrestrial movement, meteorolo^oal observation at 
Mizosawa, the measurement of gravity at Tokyo, Kyoto Enkuchiyama, 
Mikage, Hiroshimai, Etaehima, Toknyama^ Yamagnohi, eto., the 
oomparison of the steel tape irith the ioed*bar, the measiizement of 
base lines in the plain of Sagami, the investigations relating to the 
flenith sector, in Mi2n]8a'wa» etc. 

During the present year, memben and special membeis and ofiher 
persons specially appointed were sent to various localities for the purpose 
of geodetic investigations for tliirty-seveu times. 

The number, of officials included a chair man, 11 members, 3 special 
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membexe, 6 penoDfl Mp%m^j appointed, 2 oLerkB and cue temponxy

8FEGIAL OBgEBVATOB Y TOB THE XEASUEEXENT 

OP LATITUDES. 

The Special Obeervatoiy for the Heasorement of Latitudes waa 
eatablisbed vaaAsr tlie aapenriBion of t3ie Miiiiater of State for Ednoa- 
tkm ka the managpTnent of bnaineea ocmoeeted wfHh the meeaoiement 
of tbe yaiiatioiui of latitixtoBy in aooordaiice with the oontxact enteied 
into between the Japanese gOTemment and the Litemattonal Geodetic 
Sodety. 

The aaid obeerratory waa eatabliahed in 1899. In 1898, it waa 
xeaolved at the genexal meeting of the IntematioDal Geodetic Society 
that six obserratoiifle abodd be establuihed at the intemls of 39.8 

degi-ees of latitudes, and one of them be erected in this country. As 
the sf)uthem extremity of the town of Miziisawa, in the district of Isawa, 
ill iiie Km of Akita almost lies on tlio appoiuted latitude, an iron 
observatoiy was erectetl on the spot. On another s^xa luijir tlit^ 
observatory, a ground work Wiis oonstructed for electing u stiiud.iid 
mark for the zenith telescox)e. The work of measurement in this 
observatory was commenced in December, 1899. 

The results of observations were sent at th© beginning of each 
inmith t<^ the Central Station of the International Greodetic Society, 
t<4;Ll]ier with those rchiting to astronomical, meteorological and seismolo- 
gical observations. As regards the results of measurements, it may bo 
mentione<l that down to the end of 1900, the variations of latitudes had 
been very insignificant ; l)nt since the bet^itn-Ling of 1901, they have 
been found to be more marked, and in the present year, the axis of 
Tariatioua seems to be particularly enlarged. 

During the present year, the Aaman's Instrument for the mea8ure-<- 
ment of moisture aaul dr^ynesa vas pivchased and set np in the room 
.appiopriated for thermometers. A theodolite 18 inchea in diameter was 
bonowed the Tokyo Aatianomiqal Obaervatory, and aet np in the 
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temporary obflervatoty, for the purpose of obaeryatious of the morements 
of fixed stars and of ooiiiet& First lepoxts relating to tte meteoiolog^ 
ioal obserratioiiB made at Mimswa were pobliahed in the pdeaeni 

year. 

The number of officials included a ehairman, 2 teohnolQgiats, a 
derk and an asoafauit technologist* 



OOXMITTESE FOE THE COM BILATKttr OF CATILOGITES 
OF SCiUMTlFIC ITCERATUBE. 

This Committee <wae institiited for the managament of bnaineeB 
connected irith the Iniematiooal CJommittee lor the Compilation of 
Oatalognes of Sdentifto Idteratoxe. The said Committee has for its 
object to prepare eatalognes of the liteiatnie belonging to puro Bfdenoe 
and published in this countiy, and to send them to the Central OfBoe 
of the Inteniatioaul Committee at Lond o mi, the object being to meet 
the demand of those who devote themselTee to special stndj in science 
and aitg. 

"DiuiiiLC the present ye/ir, copies of slips prepared tus materials for 
the cx>rapilati(>n of catalogues, werr* sent to the Central Office of the 
Intematioual Committee at London. The same were also contributed 
to the Imperial Universities of Tokyo and Kyoto, and to the Imperial 
Jjibvary. As regards the pjiyment of subscriptions, correspondences 
have been made several times with the Central Office. Cx^mmittees* 
reports sent from tlie Central Oflfice wei-e reprinted and distributed 
among members. Of the catalogues of scieutiiic. literature published in 
tliia country since 1901, the 5th to 7th series were prej^ared and 
sent to the Central Office. Copies of the witalogues of intrrnational 
scientific literature (1st series, including lK)tany and chemistry) published 
by the Central Office wore distributed to the Imperial UniveisitieB of 
Tokyd and Kyoto, the Sapporo Agricultmral School, etc. 

The uiunber of officials included a chairman,* a manager, 22 membeis^ 
a person specially appoiuted and 2 derks. 
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Tliis Committee waa instituted under the supervision of the Minister 
of State for Education, for the pui'pose of investigating the subjects 
relating to tlie Japanese language. The object is to remodel and 
establish a imiform standard of language and characters to be universally 
used by the people in the future, the language and characters now 
used being so diversified and complicated. 

This Committee was established in the Department of Educatisn at 
the early part of the present year. Twenty-seven meetings has already 
been opened since the 24th April. Meetings of a special comraittoe were 
opened eleven times and a draft committee also held eighty-two meetings. 
Tlie chief points which were resolved at these meetings were as 
follows, that ( a ) Phonograms should be adopted, and the Kana and 
the roman characters, etc,, should be investigated in regard to their — 
usefulness and merits ; ( b ) Spoken languages and written languages 
should be in accord in their styles of composition, and further inves- 
tigations should be pui-sued in respect of tliis subject ; ( c ) The 
compositions of sounds should be investigated in regard to the Japanese. 
( d ) Various dialects should be investigated and standard words be 
selected ; what is most urgently required is this that, [ 1 ] The limitation 
in the number of Chinese characters ; [ 2 ] Tlie adjustment of the 
prevailing styles of common sentences, [ 3 ] Styles of epistolary writings 
and other special styles of sentences of common use, [ 4 ] The use of 
Kana in writing the Japanese language, [ 6 ] The use of Kana in writing 
the sounds of Japanese characters, and [ 6 ] The mode of transliterating 
foreign languages. Investigations were further made in regard to the 
marking of the sounds of characters, the use of Kana for the Japanese 
language, the marking of long soimds, the limitation of the Chinese 
characters, etc. It was determined tlmt the more important subjects of 
those above enumerated should be minutely investigated, but some of 
them have not yet come to a conclusion. As regards the modes of 
writing and reading of Katakana an Hirakana, investigations were 
committed to a special committee for decision. As to the usefulness 
and values of Kana and the Roman characters, various opinions given 
by both schools were collected and compiled, and are now being 
submitted to critical examinations. 

The number of officials includes a chairman, a manager, 2 principal

SCHOOL BOOKS AND GHAETS. 

In many localities, new or levifled adiool books and charts had 
been examined and adopted, in aocordanoe with the re-viBBd Imperial 
Oidinanee relating to iPflementaiy SoihoolB isBoed in the' preTioaa year. 
At the be^nning cl the pseaent year, theae books and ofaazte havo 
almoet been adopted aU over the ooontzy. Howeyery owing to the 
baaefnl acta on the part ol bookHwUeza^ and aJao to the diggraeeM 
condnctB <m the part of some membeis of the ezaminatiooi oommittee,- 
it was onoe apprehended that almoat aU adhool books and charts should 
lose their Talidify, and there would be no appsopriate books worthy to 
be adopted whatew. Iherelote in Jannaiy, 1908» the Department of 
Education instituted the system of state text-books and tiie work of 
compilation was at onoe commenced. 

For the nse of normal sohoolfl^ middle schools and higher schools 
for females, good books and charts have mnch increaed in ninnber,= 
thus great ooiiTeniences having been secured in selecting good and 
fitting books from among those examined by the Department of Educa- 
tion.

They 
aiB TBriooBly faraied* flomeliinoi a ancSeitj is eBtabUsfafid in eaolt 
pBHumhr Fu, jEbu, €hm, dty, town or TiOagd with an oxganiBatioii 
adapted to its wsnts. Sometimes a mam society is estabiiBhed, with 
bianctheB in each Gun or dty. Some of the societies consist of teachers 
as veil as other educational officials and those inimsted in edncation, 
while others axe composed of the latter dasa of membeis exchudTely. 
These societies generally occupy themselTes in disonasioDS or lectures or 
in giving their opisioiDB on questions submitted to them, or in pnbliahing 
jbninals. They axe also engaged in the oompiktian ol school books or 
the estabBshment of teacfaeis' institutes. Edncatfonal exfaibitians, or 
lectmes iUustnited by magic lanterns, etc, aie also giyen. Bevards 
or distinctioDS are sometimes ooofened on those who hare specially 
distinguished themselves in the cause of education. There arc some 
instanoes where soli(X>ls or libraries are established by these societies. 
Local educational societies Imve not only increased in uumlTer, but in 
scope, as the membei-ship steadily increase from year to year. Those 
receiving assistance from public funds have also increased in number. 

Among the principal work undertaken by these societies during the 
present year may be mentioned the educational investigation committee, 
the various training institutes for teachei-s, the addilional establishment 
of technical scliools, organized or maintained eitlx^r by the Teikoku- 
kyuil^nkwjii, tlie Tokyofu Kyoikukwai, or the TokyOslii Kyoikukwai. 
In the J£eu of Yamauashi, the institutes for sowing were oi^nized in 
five separate places, and physical and cheiriir;il apparatus were pnrchnsed 
and circulated amoiii^ • iMiientary schools for iuspectinn. In the Jim of 
Gifu, two gi-aduates of middle schcx^ls wore sent to the Dobun-shoin 
(Sliangliju) for study. In the Fu of Kyoto, a preparatory school for 
normal students was organised, and the sending of students to the 
Dobun-shoin continued as l>efore. A new educational society was also 
formed in the City of Kyota In the Km of Fukui, tie expense for 
study was 'granted to those studying in the Dobun-shoin as in the 
previous year. In the district of Sakai in the same Ken, a library 
was oatganisfld in connectioh with tlie educational society. In the Ken 
ol ffizoshima^ various r^dncational articles were granted to children of 
the pocnr. In the Km oi Xamagnchi» an institute for sewing 'Snd music 
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was established. GooMarti 'mee also lield. In the Ken ci Sbitama, aa 
edacatioual ezhiUtioii was opened. In the Em of Kagawa, a great 
«diioatioxnl meetii^' was opened. In ihe ^ JEea of ■ Oldxia'wa^ miifliL 
attentkm liaa been paid to the futher imptoramont ol the higher 
aoihool for females preTioiisly established. Other establishments sooh as 
institntes lor the training of elesientaEy sohool taaohers axe loond in 
almost e^eiy Fu ta Em^ toxuing out a laige nnmber of gnduates. 
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PENSIONS TO PUBLIC SCHOOL OFFICIALS. 

In accordance with the Tjew relating to the Peusioua to Retired 
Teachers and t<i the Families of Deceased Teachers in City, Town 
and Yillaj^e EUuuentary Schools, yen 49,767.106 were granted as pensions, 
during the piTsstnt finaucial year, to 914 peraons, yen 7,406.604 as 
pensions to deceased teachers to 430 persons, ijm 11,525.540 as bonuses 
to 351 persons, and yen 64,006.801 as gratuities to 950 persons, the 
total amount of money granted beinp; ym 132,706.051 and the total 
number of reoipienta 2,645. Compared with the previous financial 
year, this shows an increase of yen 26,618.249 in money and of 338 
in tiie namber of recipients. The total amount of income relating to 
pensions was yen 152,850.839 inoLuding interest on the pensum. fondf 
aid out of the National Treasury, etc. showing an incDease of yen 20, 
383.307 BB compared with the previous financial year. 

The amount of money paid in by cities, to^nis, villages and Gen 
towards the pension fund was yen 119,444.834 The total anurant of 
the pension fund at the end of the present financial year was yen 
1,249,444.334, including the amomit of money paid in, deposits, govern- 
ment bondSy showing an inovease over the pteTions finaTidal year ol ym 
ia4,977.76a. Fnrthor details ava as fbUows: 
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Aooordmg to the pioyimoiis of the Law nlating to Hetired officials 
and to the Families of Deoenscd Officials in Fnblie Schools yen 9,344 were 
g^ted out of the Natkmal Treasnry during the pr^nt financial year as 
penaoPH to 50 persons, namely, 19 in nonnal s^uxds, yen 3,720, 22 in 
public middle acJiools, yen 8,937, 4 in public higher schools for females, 
ym-4Z6, one in pnblio special schools, yen 657, 2 in public tedinical 
schools^ yen 883, and 2 in other puUio mIioqIb^ yen 212; yen 704 as 
pensions to the famflies of deceased offieials to 8 pet80ns» S in nonnai 
schools, 8 in poblic middle schools; and 2 in pnblio special achools;

Obmpaied with the pverions 'financial yeai, 
this shows an incMse of 6 in the number ol recipients of pensions 
and of annual amount of yen 8,666, of 6 in the number of recipiente of 
pensioiis to the fMnilifis ol deceased cffioials and of annual amount of 
yen 572 and ol 18 in the number ol recipients of bcnuaes and of yen 
181.20 in the amount of money. GxatuiUes irare also awarded out of 
pablio funds to 360 Dstired official^ the total amount of money being 
yen 80,489.080. Gbmpored with;,the pivaTious financial year, this shows 
an increase at yen 4,789.^9 in the amount ol mane j paid out and of 
38 in the number of recipients. The amount of money paid into the 
National Treasury during the present financial year, as pension fond 
by the officials in normal schools and other public schools, and also by 
Fu, Ken, Gun, cities, towns, and villages was yen 64,837.627, showing 
an increase over the previous financial year of yen 10,930.462. rmtiier 
details are as follows : 
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ISWJGATIORAL FUND. 

The educatioual fund was created in pursuance of the Law relating 
to the Special System of Finance for Educational Stock Fund (No. 80, 
1899), and the Imperial Ordinance relating to Educational Stock Fund 
(No. 436jl899), to take effect on and alter the 1st ol April in the 
pzeTious year. 

The total amoimt of educational fund at the end of the pzesent 
fnancial year was yen 1,371,097.948, of which fftn 942,258.633 were 
gmnted as loans to cities, towns or viUagei^ or town or village nnioiii^ 
or town or village school unioiis ; while the amonnt of deposits was yen 
425,246.065, and of government bonds yen 3,593.250. Compared with 
the iu»¥ioii8 year, this shows an increase ci yen, 364,350.584 in the 
amount of loans, of sfen 3,593.250 in government bands and of ym 
81,841.531 in the amoimt of deposits, the total inomase being ym 
449,785.369. H a distinotian be made in regard to the amonnt of loans 
aotnaUy granted to dties^ towns or Tillages at the end of the present 
iiTOiDeial Tear, it will be seen that ilie amoimts of loaos were about yem 
7,500 to oifdes, \yen 182,100 to towns, ym 731,700 to Tillages and ^ 
18,800 to town or Tillage unions; and yen 2,500 to town or village 
sofaod nnioDs; the rate per ym 1,000 for eaeJi of the aboTe items 
being yen 8, yes^ 193, ^ 777, yen 19 and yen 3 respectsely. 

Although thzee years haTe soaioely elapsed, sinoe the issue of the 
Imperial Ordinance relating to Ednoational Fond, still it may be 
admitted that the said Ozdinanoe has been. Tery efieotusl in slleTiating 
the bnidens of dties, towns and Tillages, in stimulating teachers in 
public etemeptaxy schools, etc., so that ffi&aib faeilitieB were thus affinded 
to the educational adminiatvatioai in almost oTeiy jF^ and JCm.

. The Btook fond for additional wluiee to teoobfiiB in dty, town, or 
Tfllaga elemfintuy sehooto was created in pmsiumoe cl tlie Law relating 
to Aid ont of the Nattonal Tioaaay towaide tiie Ezpenaes <^ the City, 
Town or '^age Elementaiy School Education and the Imperial Chr- 
dinanoe xelatiog to Additional SaJariea to Teachers in CSty, Tbwn or 
Village Elementary Sehook, tlie same to take eflbot on and after the 
first ol April, 1900. The aid paid ont of the National Tveasmy rince 
the oarrjiug ont of the eaid ordinance amounted to yen 3,000,000. 

The income for the present finftncial year xnclnded yen 1,0(K),000 as 
aid ont of the National Treasory ytn 2,498.886 as supply ont of JF^t or 
Ken expenses, yen 69,835.834 as proceeds from stock fond, and yen 561, 
694.709 as balance from the preceding year, including the ralue of 
government bonds and deposits, tho total being ijm 1,734,029.429, allow- 
ing au increase oyer the previou>s year of ?/en 288,725.714. Tlie amount 
of expenditure was yen 822,182.389, iuchidinp: tlie additional salaries for 
long service, special additional saLiiiuci, and additional salaries under 
Art. YT of the Law relating to Aid out of tho National Troasuij, and 
Art. XI of the Imperial Ordinance relating to Additional SalarieB. The 
amount of money transferred to the n<!comits for the follow ing; financial 
year included the government bonds and de-|>i )sits amounting ijen 911, 
842. OK), showing an increase over tho previous year of ye}i 38,573.383 
in tlif^ nmoimt of additional salaries and yen 25,152.331 in the amount 
transteiTed to tho accounts for the following financial year. 

Tlje number of persons who were receiving additional salaries at 
the end of the present year accoiding to the Imperial OixJIinance 
rebiting to Additional Salaries for Long Sen-ice to Teachers in City, 
Town and Village Elementary Schools was 2,713, of whom 2,569 were 
regular and 1,944 assistant teachers, receiving julditional salaries of yen 
636,648. A comparison with the previous year shows an increase of 2,360 
m the number of regular teachers and a decrease of 25 in the number 
of assistant teachers, the total imnease being 2,335 ; while the amonnt 
of additional saJaiiea shows an increase of yen 56,190. The nnmher of 
those receiving special additional salanes^ was 3,762, the amount of 
salaries being yen 72,655.

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IKaiional Treastiry towards the Expenses of the City, Town, and 
Yillage Elementary School Education was 2,71% the amount of salaries 
lieiiig yev 53,290. There were 3,069 pQiBODB in receipt d special 
additional s^ilaries, besides thoae for long service and those under Art. 
VI of the law above mentioaed, the ^wiAnwt of the said additional 
salaries hem^y yen 58,690. There were also 4,204 persons who come 
under Art. XT of the Imperial Ordinance zelatiiig to Additional Salaries, 
the amount of differenee to which they -are entitled being ym 30,073 ' 
ill the aggvegato. If a distinction be made in regard to sexes among 
those in zeoeipt of additional salaries for long service, it wiU be seen 
thai there are 26,209 males and 804 females^ the peroentags of the 
latter being 3.07.

The above figures show, if compared 
with the previous financial year, an increase of ytn 1,080,888 for element- 
ary schools, yen 175,812 for higher schools for females, yen 423,962 for 
technical scIukJs, yt^ir l.HuO for blind and dumb scli(x)ls, yeJi for 
miscellaneous schools, yen 2,693 for libraries ond yen 2,097 for other 
educational purposes; whUe the amotmt for normal scho ls decreased 
by yen 176,392, for middle schools by yen. 181,398, f*>i s])ecial si luKiUi 
by yen 31,362, and for kindergartens by yen 7,783, tiie total increase 
being yen 1»903»178. The increase above mentioned for elementary 
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schools, higher schools for females, technical sobools, eto., is chiefly dad' 
to eipeuses incurred for additional buildings or better equipments of 
schools, etc. The total amount of income including tuition fees and 
other income for educational paipuscs wjis yen 8,173,904 which shows, 
if c^mpanxl with the amount of expenditure, a deficiency of yen 36,313, 
468 which was defrayed out of Fu and Ken taxes, local lates. Gun 
rates, and city, town and village taxes and other incomes. ( omparod 
' with the previous .financial year, the total .'imount of cxjx nditnre 
increased by yen 1,688,306, Now if this amount of burdens be averaged 
over the population, it will l>e seen that tlie rate per capita is ym 
0.790 ; if compiit( (l %nth reference to each Fu or Ken, the rate per 
capita is not less than yen 1.200 and not more than yen 1.40 in the 
Ken of Nagano, Yamagata and Shiga, not less than yen 1 and not
